SPECIAL  PRIVILEGE:  Rev.  Kirby  A.  Vining,  Superintendent  of  the  Baton  Rouge- 
Hammond  District,  reported  that  Rev.  J.  Henry  Bowdon,  Jr.,  had  surgery  in  Our  Lady  of 
the  Lake  Hospital  in  Baton  Rouge;  and  that  Rev.  Clarence  Hillard  was  recovering  from  an 
illness.  Rev.  Vining  requested  that  the  Conference  keep  both  ministers  in  their  thoughts  and 
that  the  secretary  send  greetings  to  them.  Rev.  Moses  T.  Jackson,  Sr.,  Superintendent  of  the 
Baton  Rouge-Lafayette  District,  reported  that  Rev.  R.  R.  Branton  was  recovering  from 
surgery,  and  requested  that  greetings  also  be  sent  to  him.

Branton.  Mr.  Barry  Hopkins,  Lay  Leader  of  St.  Andrew's  UMC  in  Baton  Rouge,  and  Rev. 
Fred  Wideman,  Pastor,  made  a  presentation  concerning  the  new  church  which  was  begun  in 
Southeast  Baton  Rouge  since  the  last  Conference  session.  Dr.  Branton  spoke  about  the 
urgent  need  for  Church  Extension.  Rev.  Christopher  Andrews  reported  for  the  Hunger  Task 
Force  on  the  Louisiana  Conference  Hunger  Advance  Project  (FISH).  He  also  discussed  a 
proposal  for  a  Bishop's  Conference  on  Hunger  and  World  Development,  and  announced  the 
Hunger  Banquet  to  be  held  during  the  Conference  session.  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Walker  announced 
that  Lafon  Home  had  received  funding  in  full  from  UDAG,  in  the  amount  of  $400,000,  and 
that  $1,217,700  had  been  committed  by  the  Federal  Housing  Administration.

Mr.  Roy 
Parfait,  from  Dulac  Community  Center,  made  a  special  presentation  to  Bishop  Shamblin, 
and  Mr.  Winn  introduced  Jonathan  Peachee,  from  the  Center.  Rev.  William  R.  London,  Jr., 
reported  for  Peoples'  Community  Center  and  the  Metropolitan  Ministries  Program.  Rev. 
James  L.  Adams  gave  the  report  of  the  Retired  Ministers  Homes  Board.  He  paid  tribute  to 
Rev.  James  B.  Grambling,  whose  dream  and  planning  initiated  the  program  within  the 
Conference.  Rev.  Adams  then  made  a  motion  that  members  of  the  Conference  send  a  note  of 
sympathy  to  the  Gambling  family.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Rev.  Kenneth  M.  Fisher 
requested  that  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  include  a  paragraph  in  their  report  that  would 
list  places  local  churches  seeking  financial  aid  might  turn  for  help.

Those  who  were  introduced  were  Dr.  S.  Duane  Bruce,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries,  Mr.  Dan  Louis  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Strickland  from 
United  Methodist  Reporter.  Dr.  Harvey  G.  Williamson,  Dean  of  the  Cabinet,  and  Rev. 
Robert  L.  Peyton,  Secretary,  presented  Mrs.  Virginia  Shamblin  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Oliphint  to 
the  Conference  and  they  were  greeted.

MINISTERS  EMERGENCY  FUND:  Rev.  Robert  L.  Peyton,  Secretary  of  the  Cabinet, 
reported  for  the  Ministers  Emergency  Fund.  It  was  noted  that  more  money  was  paid  out 
during  the  year  than  received.  The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RULES  COMMITTEE :  Two  proposals  were  offered  by  the  Committee 
on  the  Rules,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Lonnie  M.  Sibley.  The  first  would  add  a  new  rule, 
No.  23,  entitled  "calendar."  It  would  attempt  to  coordinate  the  Conference  calendar  so  that 
no  event  could  be  held  unless  it  had  been  cleared  through  the  CCOM  Executive  Committee 
at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  event.  Provision  was  made  for  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  case  of  unusual  circumstances.  The  Conference  considered  the 
rule  change  and  it  was  adopted.  The  second  proposal  would  allow  resolutions  presented  to 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions  to  be  referred  to  the  proper  Conference  agency  for  study.  The 
agency  would  then  either  include  the  resolution  in  its  report  or  refer  it  back  to  the 
Committee  on  Review  and  Resolutions  for  consideration  before  presentation  to  the  Annual 
Conference.  This  change  would  affect  Rule  No.  9.  It  was  considered  and  adopted  by 
members  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  FINANCIAL  AFFAIRS:  Dr.  J.  J.  Caraway  gave  the 
report  to  the  Conference  Statistician  and  pointed  out  the  membership  changes,  the  increase 
in  the  value  of  church  property,  the  increase  for  ministerial  support,  and  of  current 
expenses.  He  also  made  some  necessary  editorial  corrections  in  the  report.  Dr.  Caraway 
then  turned  to  the  treasurer's  report  as  it  was  recorded  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports.  Both 
reports  were  accepted  by  the  Conference  with  appreciation. 

COUNCIL  ON  FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION:  The  Chairperson  of  the  Council,  Dr. 
J.  W.  Hearn,  led  members  of  the  Conference  through  Reports  No.  1,  2,  and  3;  making  the 
necessary  editorial  changes.  All  of  the  reports  were  adopted  by  the  Conference.  Dr.  Hearn 
paid  tribute  to  Dr.  W.  Odell  Simmons  and  Dr.  Kenneth  R.  Reed  who  were  leaving  the 
Council  because  of  their  new  appointments;  he  also  paid  tribute  to  Rev.  John  B.  Koelemay, 
who  is  retiring  at  the  Annual  Conference.  It  was  noted  that  Rev.  Koelemay  had  done  all  of 
the  local  church  apportionments  on  a  manual  calculator  before  the  days  of  computers.  Dr. 
Hearn  then  made  a  report  for  the  Task  Force  to  study  the  Campus  Ministry  Programs.  The 
report  was  for  information  of  members  of  the  Conference  and  included  five  items  that  the 
study  committee  had  lifted  up  and  the  way  each  had  been  handled.  Dr.  Hearn  reported  that 
a  full  report  will  be  brought  to  the  Annual  Conference  when  the  study  and  all  the 
recommendations  have  been  completed. 

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY:  The  report  of  the  Board  was  led  by  Rev.  James  0. 
Evans,  Chairperson.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor  gave  the  report  of  the  Work  Area  on  General 
Welfare.  Rev.  Mickey  D.  Stringfield  led  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Human  Relations. 
He  pointed  out  a  number  of  editorial  changes  which  were  given  to  the  Conference  in  printed 
form.  Rev.  Paul  Durbin  requested  that  the  report  be  considered  ad  seriatim.  The 
Chairperson  suggested  that  the  Conference  work  first  on  the  section  which  concerned  prison 
reform.  Rev.  M.  Eugene  Finnell  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  section  by  eliminating  the 
second  sentence  of  the  amended  statement,  which  read,  "we  would  like  to  see  such  a 
program  developed  for  all  prisoners  except  hardened  criminals."  Rev.  James  McLelland 
then  made  a  substitute  motion  to  amend  the  paragraph  by  removing  the  period  and  putting 
the  words  "and  to"  between  the  sentences.  The  paragraph  would  then  read  "we  call  upon 
our  State  Legislature  to  provide  adequate  funding  for  community  based  prisons  and  to 
develop  such  a  program  for  all  prisoners  except  hardened  criminals."  Mr.  W.  H.  Brumfield, 
Jr.,  made  a  motion  to  table  the  editorial  changes  concerning  prison  reform  which  were  on 
the  printed  copy.  The  motion  carried.  Rev.  George  B.  Cunningham  then  made  a  motion  to 
table  all  of  the  supplements  which  were  brought  by  the  Board.  The  motion  carried  and  only 
the  printed  material  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report  was  available  for  consideration.  Rev. 
George  B.  Cunningham  then  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  third  section  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Human  Relations  so  that  following  the  last  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  the 
words  "be  overseen  and  monitored  by  our  government,  keeping  in  mind  those  ideals  that 
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best  represent  the  foundation  and  continued  strength  of  our  nation"  be  inserted.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  Rev.  Robert  Townsend  spoke  against  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 
W.  H.  Brumfield  made  a  motion  to  strike  the  words  "to  provide  funding  for  community 
based  prisons  that  will"  so  that  the  sentence  in  No.  II.  A.  would  read  "we  call  upon  our  State 
Legislature  to  develop  work  release  programs  and  job  training  for  prisoners  in  all  but 
hardened  convicts."  The  amendment  was  accepted  by  the  Board.  Rev.  James  L.  Stovall 
made  a  motion  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  be  changed  to  read  "we  support  community 
based  programs."  The  motion  was  adopted  and  No.  II.  A.  reads  "we  reaffirm  the  need  for 
legislative  action  in  providing  laws  and  funding  to  assure  improvement  of  prison  conditions 
in  Louisiana.  We  support  community  based  programs."  Bill  Allison  and  Rev.  Rick  Seals 
spoke  to  the  amendment;  it  was  adopted  by  the  Conference.  Rev.  Kenneth  Fisher  made  a 
motion  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  urging  that  greater  effort  be 
sought  in  alleviating  the  suffering  of  the  Haitian  refugee  situation  in  our  country.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  adopted.  Carol  Edler  made  a  motion  that  section  IV.  (2)  be 
amended  to  add  the  words  "and  other  drugs"  in  two  places  so  that  the  sentence  would  read 
"that  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  in  conjunction  with  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries  join  forces  with  the  Interchurch  Conference  and  programs  of  other 
denominations  to  develop  effective  programs  to  identify  the  abuse  of  alcohol  and  other 
drugs  and  to  educate  persons  who  choose  to  use  alcohol  and  other  drugs  about  the  dangers  of 
driving  while  under  the  influence."  The  motion  was  accepted  by  the  Board  and  became  a 
part  of  the  report.  Ms.  Edler  made  a  further  motion  to  add  a  third  part  to  the  paragraph  that 
would  read  "(3)  that  local  churches  become  involved  in  educating  the  public  as  to  the 
results  of  the  abuse  of  drugs  as  related  to  automobile  accidents.  This  may  be  accomplished 
through  the  alternate  view  network  or  other  sources."  The  motion  was  accepted  by  the 
Committee  and  became  a  part  of  the  report.  The  entire  section  was  then  adopted  by  the 
Conference.  Rev.  Willis  Dear  led  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  World  Peace  With  Justice. 
Phillip  Holland  made  a  motion  that  the  word  "freeze"  in  Section  I.  International  Concern  be 
deleted  and  replaced  with  the  word  "negotiate."  The  time  for  adjournment  having  come, 
announcements  were  made  and  Bishop  Benjamin  R.  Oliphint  dismissed  the  morning 
Session  with  a  prayer. 


Afternoon  Session 
Tuesday,  June  8, 1982  — 2:30  p.m. 

The  afternoon  session  was  begun  by  singing  the  Hymn  "Spirit  of  Faith  Come  Down."  Rev. 
Jack  Winegeart  led  the  singing  and  Peter  Sorant  was  the  organist.  Dr.  Alfred  L.  Norris  led 
the  opening  prayer. 

CONTINUATION  OF  THE  REPORT  OF  CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY:  Dr.  L.  Ray  Branton 
spoke  against  the  motion  to  delete  the  word  "freeze"  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
World  Peace  With  Justice.  Rev.  Paul  Durbin,  Mr.  Truman  Ward,  Val  Redman,  and  Michael 
Joseph  spoke  to  the  motion;  and  it  was  not  adopted.  Rev.  Timothy  Lawson  led  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Emerging  Social  Issues.  Rev.  Sale  Lilly  made  a  motion  that  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  2  be  amended  to  read  "said  agency  may  include  the  resolution  in  its 
report  or  refer  it  back  to  the  Committee  on  Review  and  Resolutions  for  its  consideration 
before  presenting  it  to  the  Annual  Conference."  Rev.  Lonnie  M.  Sibley,  Chairperson  of  the 
Committee  on  Conference  Rules,  noted  that  passing  the  amendment  would  rescind  what 
was  done  in  the  Morning  Session.  Rev.  Robert  L.  Potter  made  a  motion  that  the  Conference 
reconsider  Rule  No.  9.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  adopted.  Rev.  James  L.  Stovall  made  a 
motion  that  the  Conference  accept  as  a  substitute  for  Rule  No.  9,  the  proposal  of  the  Board  of 
Church  and  Society  as  amended  by  Rev.  Lilly.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  Rev. 
Lawson  then  made  a  motion  that  the  Conference  also  approve  Section  1  and  3  of  the  report 
and  it  was  done.  Rev.  James  0.  Evans  then  made  a  motion  that  the  entire  report  of  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  be  adopted  by  the  Conference  and  the  motion  carried. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN:  The  report  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  was  given 
by  Mrs.  Nell  Read,  President.  She  called  attention  to  the  Legislative  Training  Event  held  in 
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Baton  Rouge  and  chaired  by  Marielouise  Alexander  and  the  permanent  committee  created 
by  the  Conference  Mission  Team  to  work  out  implementation  of  the  Charter  of  Racial 
Justice  Policies.  Mrs.  Read  noted  that  United  Methodist  Women  sent  $257,041.90  to  the 
Women's  Division  during  the  year.  They  also  gave  $364,834.00  in  mission  to  local  churches. 
She  reported  a  membership  of  13,606  and  a  very  healthy  future  for  United  Methodist 
Women.  Finally,  United  Methodist  Women  made  a  Special  Mission  Recognition  for  Dr. 
Thomas  H.  Matheny,  in  honor  of  his  years  of  unselfish  service  to  his  church. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIACONAL  MINISTRY:  The  report  was  led  by  Dr. 
Donald  Emler.  Ms.  LuAnn  McLaurin,  Registrar  for  the  Board,  led  the  Conference  as  the  list 
of  approved  Diaconal  Ministers  was  accepted  by  the  Conference.  Ms.  Lura  Hunter 
requested  a  year's  leave  of  absence  and  it  was  granted  by  the  Conference.  Ms.  Shelia 
Elizabeth  Nutall  requested  that  she  be  retired  as  a  Diaconal  Minister  and  this  was  granted. 
She  was  presented  a  Certificate  of  Recognition  by  members  of  the  Board.  Rev.  Robert 
Wagener  and  Rev.  J.  D.  V.  Hamilton  presented  the  report  of  the  Ethnic  Minority 
Recruitment  Committee.  The  pilot  program  has  been  made  ready  and  it  was  announced 
that  Mrs.  Barbara  Hamilton  had  been  selected  to  head  the  pilot  program  for  the  twelve 
cluster  churches  in  the  New  Orleans  area.  Ms.  Hamilton  will  attend  special  courses  at 
Southern  Methodist  University  June  14-25  to  be  certified  as  an  Associate  in  Christian 
Education. 

REPRESENTATIVES  OF  SCHOOLS  OF  THEOLOGY:  Dean  James  Kirby  represented 
Perkins  School  of  Theology  and  reminded  members  of  the  Conference  that  Rev.  Linn  C. 
Richardson,  a  member  of  the  Conference,  has  been  named  Director  of  Admissions  for  the 
School  of  Theology.  Rev.  Sharon  Howell,  Vice  President  of  St.  Paul  School  of  Theology  spoke 
concerning  that  institution.  She  also  brought  greetings  from  Dr.  Schrumm  Burton,  who 
recently  underwent  surgery.  Dr.  Clarence  Snelling,  a  member  of  the  Conference, 
represented  Iliff  School  of  Theology.  Dr.  Arthur  Wainwright  spoke  for  Candler  School  of 
Theology  at  Emory  University. 

LOUISIANA  MORAL  AND  CIVIC  FOUNDATION:  Mr.  Ken  Ward,  Director  of  the 
Foundation,  gave  the  report.  He  called  attention  to  a  special  page  in  the  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  concerning  the  Foundation,  and  a  brochure  published  to  celebrate  the  40th  Year 
of  the  Institution.  The  J.  H.  Bowdon,  Sr.,  Preaching  Award  was  presented  to  Rev.  Robert  B. 
Crichlow,  Sr.,  in  recognition  of  outstanding  preaching  on  moral  issues. 

COMMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  UNITY  AND  INTERRELIGIOUS  AFFAIRS:  The  report 
of  the  Commission  was  led  by  Dr.  Lonnie  Sibley.  It  was  adopted  by  members  of  the 
Conference  with  appreciation. 

COUNCIL  ON  MINISTRIES:  The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  Mrs. 
Amy  Ward,  made  the  report.  She  emphasized  the  television  ministry  which  the  Council  has 
responsibility  for  directing,  the  new  Legislative  Liaison  Committee,  with  Rev.  Fred  Shirley 
as  Chairperson,  and  the  Open  House  for  the  new  Headquarters  Building  on  June  19th.  The 
report  of  the  Council  was  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

REPORT  NO.  1  BOARD  OF  THE  ORDAINED  MINISTRY:  The  Committee  on  Associate 
Members  and  Local  Pastors  was  led  by  Rev.  Conrad  Edwards.  The  report  dealt  with 
questions  21,  22,  24,  and  26.  These  questions  concerned  persons  who  have  received  the 
certificate  of  candidacy  for  the  ordained  ministry,  those  who  have  completed  the  studies  for 
license  as  Local  Pastors,  but  are  not  now  appointed,  and  Student  Lay  Pastors.  There  were 
no  persons  elected  as  Associate  Members.  The  report  was  presented  and  adopted  by  a 
separate  vote  on  each  category.  The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole.  The  names  of  all 
persons  approved  by  this  report  may  be  found  in  Section  IV  of  the  Journal.  Dr.  Stone  W. 
Caraway  led  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  and  led  the  Conference  in 
a  discussion  of  guidelines  for  continuing  education  for  ministers.  He  announced  that  a 
screening  committee,  chaired  by  Rev.  Dean  Thompson  and  Rev.  James  Graham,  Rev.  W. 
O.  Lynch,  and  Rev.  Kathy  Clark-Dickens  has  been  appointed.  Several  questions  for 
clarification  were  asked.  Then  the  report  was  adopted.  Dr.  Caraway  also  made  an 
announcement  about  the  Pastor's  School.  Following  announcements  the  Afternoon  Session 
of  the  Conference  was  adjourned.

WORSHIP:  The  sermon  was  offered  by  Rev.  Stephen  C.  Fleming;  Rev.  Carol  S.  Winn  was 
the  liturgist;  Rev.  John  L.  Vining  led  the  singing;  and  Dr.  William  Teague  was  the  organist. 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  JOURNAL:  Rev.  Charles  B.  Humphreys,  Chairperson,  reported 
that  the  Committee  on  the  Journal  had  examined  the  minutes  of  the  first  day's  session  and 
that  they  were  in  proper  order.  The  report  was  accepted. 

BOARD  OF  THE  ORDAINED  MINISTRY,  REPORT  NO.  2  —  COMMITTEE  ON 
CONFERENCE  MEMBERSHIP:  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  was 
chaired  by  Dr.  Alfred  L.  Norris.  He  presented  Rev.  William  D.  Peeples,  Registrar,  who  led 
the  report,  which  dealt  with  probationary  membership,  Deacon's  and  Elder's  Orders,  and 
the  class  to  be  received  in  Full  Connection.  Each  person  recommended  for  election  to 
Probationary  Membership  was  elected  individually  and  presented  in  person  to  the 
Conference.  Persons  recommended  for  Deacon's  and  Elder's  Orders  were  elected  as 
presented  by  the  Committee;  and  the  class  for  Full  Connection  answered  the  disciplinary 
questions  and  was  presented  to  the  Conference.  Rev.  Peeples  then  presented  the 
Committee's  recommendations  in  response  to  disciplinary  questions  No.  27,  28,  29B,  30,  31, 
36, 37,  and  38,  dealing  with  continuation  on  probationary  membership,  admission  from  other 
Christian  denominations  and  discontinuation  as  probationary  members.  All  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  approved  as  presented.  The  names  of  those 
persons  and  relationships  are  listed  in  Section  IV.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Caring 
and  Counseling  presented  their  report  with  an  addendum  which  dealt  with  medical 
insurance  payments  for  counseling.  Rev.  Kathy  Clark-Dickens  made  a  motion  that  the  first 
sentence  "If  you  are  insured  through  the  Conference  Insurance  Program  80%  of  $20  of  the 
total  bill  is  paid  per  visit"  be  changed  to  read,  "If  you  are  insured  through  the  Conference 
Insurance  Program,  $16  per  visit  is  paid.  The  motion  was  accepted  by  the  Committee,  and 
the  entire  report  was  adopted.  Rev.  Conrad  P.  Edwards,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Local  Pastors  and  Associate  Members,  presented  the  answers  to  question  24,  and  it  was 
accepted. 

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY:  Rev.  James  O.  Evans  made  a  motion  that  the 
resolution  on  Capital  Punishment  be  taken  from  the  table.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  the 
Conference  voted  to  remove  it.  The  resolution  stated,  "We,  the  delegates  to  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  join  with  United  Methodists  nationwide, 
expressing  our  opposition  to  capital  punishment  through  this  resolution;  the  President  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  shall  communicate  the  policy  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  on  capital  punishment  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  to  the  proper 
committees  of  the  State  Legislature;  the  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries  shall  seek  to  encourage  legislation  which  will  eliminate  the  death  penalty  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana ;  United  Methodist  Christians  throughout  the  state  are  urged  to  express 
their  opposition  to  capital  punishment  and  to  work  toward  its  abolition."  Mr.  Jim  Bullock, 
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Rev.  S.  W.  Seals,  Rev.  James  Richardson  and  Rev.  George  Cunningham  spoke  to  the  motion 
and  it  was  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

COMMISSION  ON  CHAPLAINS:  Chaplain  Paul  Durbin  presented  the  chaplains  to  the 
Annual  Conference.  They  were  greeted  with  a  standing  ovation  by  members  of  the 
Conference. 

RECESS:  Rev.  Grayson  R.  Watson,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies, 
introduced  Dr.  Ivan  D.  Alphonse,  President  of  Lydia  Patterson  Institute.  After  recess,  Rev. 
John  Vining  led  in  singing  "I  Love  To  Tell  The  Story."  Mr.  Peter  Sorant  was  the  organist. 

ORDER  OF  THE  DAY:  The  Television  Ministry  Report  was  directed  by  Dr.  Harvey  G. 
Williamson.  50  down-links  have  been  installed  in  the  State,  making  a  network  of 
communications  for  the  entire  Conference.  The  first  telecast  for  the  network  will  be  at  3:00 
p.m.  on  June  27th.  It  will  feature  a  "walk-through"  tour  of  the  new  Headquarters  Building, 
the  ribbon  cutting  and  Consecration  Ceremonies  for  the  Open  House.  Beginning  August  1,  a 
series  of  Sunday  School  lessons  for  adults  entitled  "The  Early  Church,"  with  David  Dykes 
as  the  Leader/Narrator  of  the  lessons  will  be  shown.  Some  projected  programs  include  a 
Lay  School  of  Theology  on  January  10, 11,  and  12,  with  Dr.  John  Holbert  leading  a  study  of 
the  Book  of  Job.  There  will  be  continuing  education  courses  offered  ministers  in  cooperation 
with  the  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry.  Portions  of  the  1983  Annual  Conference  will  be 
shown;  and  a  monthly  or  bi-monthly  news  report  on  significant  events  around  the 
Conference  with  various  churches  and  institutions.  Dr.  Williamson  introduced  JoAnn 
Harris,  Production  Manager  for  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport  and  Jack 
Easterwood,  Engineer.  He  also  presented  the  new  Associate  Director  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries,  with  responsibility  for  communication,  Rev.  Dwight  Ramsey. 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES:  Report  No.  1  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  given  by  Dr.  B.  A. 
Galloway,  Chairperson.  He  also  expressed  appreciation  to  Mrs.  H.  B.  Burkhalter,  Mr. 
Ferdinand  Grayson,  and  Rev.  John  Koelemay  who  are  retiring  from  membership  on  the 
Board.  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Matheny  made  a  special  presentation  to  Mr.  W.  D.  Cotton,  who 
retired  after  14  years  of  service  as  Secretary  on  the  Board.  Mr.  Cotton  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  for  29  years.  Mr.  Matheny  presented  a  plaque  and  read  a  resolution  in 
appreciation  for  these  years  of  service.  Report  No.  1  was  adopted  as  presented.  Mr.  W.  D. 
Cotton  gave  Reports  No.  2  and  3  and  they  were  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  THE  LAITY :  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Matheny  presented  Mr.  Cecil 
Bland  for  the  Bob  Lay  1000  Club.  Mr.  Bland  reported  that  during  its  existence  the  1000  Club 
had  helped  88  churches,  47  of  whom  were  new,  and  raised  $1,300,000.  He  presented  a  $75,000 
check  to  the  members  of  St.  Andrew's  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge.  This  check 
represented  the  receipts  from  all  three  of  the  Calls  in  the  past  year.  Dr.  Matheny  gave  the 
report  of  the  Conference  nominating  committee  and  the  new  officers  elected  included 
Honorable  Richard  Baker  as  Chairperson  of  The  Board  of  the  Laity;  others  are  listed  in 
Section  II  of  the  Journal.  The  report,  which  included  the  election  of  these  officers,  was 
adopted  by  the  Conference.  Mr.  Matheny  presented  Richard  Baker  to  the  members  of  the 
Conference  and  he  made  a  short  address. 

MOTION  OF  SPECIAL  PRIVILEGE:  Dr.  James  L.  Stovall  made  a  motion  that  Mrs. 
Richard  Baker  be  greeted  by  members  of  the  Conference,  and  she  was  presented. 

COMMISSION  ON  RELIGION  AND  RACE:  Dr.  Rogers  Newman  presented  the  report 
and  it  was  adopted,  including  the  recommendations  made  by  the  commission. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  ARCHIVES  AND  HISTORY:  The  Chairperson  of 
the  Commission,  Mr.  Wadsworth  Davis,  presented  a  historical  marker  to  the  Bethel  United 
Methodist  Church  in  the  Baton  Rouge-Hammond  District.  Mr.  Richard  Jones  and  Rev. 
Tommy  R.  Bergeron  received  the  marker  on  behalf  of  the  church.  The  report  of  the 
Commission  was  adopted  as  printed  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  The  chairperson  then 
presented  Dr.  Clyde  Frazier,  who  is  the  interpreter  for  Bi-Centennial  events,  and  he 
presented  the  guidelines  for  preparation  for  the  1984  event.  Charge  Conferences  in  the  fall  of 
1982  will  be  requested  to  elect  a  Bi-Centennial  Committee  for  the  two-year  period.  They  will 
also  be  asked  to  participate  in  a  study  program  which  will  prepare  them  for  this  event. 

LYDIA  PATTERSON  INSTITUTE:  Dr.  Ivan  D.  Alphonse,  President  of  Lydia  Patterson 
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Institute,  El  Paso,  Texas,  made  a  brief  presentation  to  members  of  the  Conference. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  STATUS  AND  ROLE  OF  WOMEN:  Rev. 
Marie  Williams,  Co-Chairperson  of  the  Commission,  presented  the  report,  along  with  an 
addendum  which  was  left  out  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report  when  it  was  being  prepared. 
Both  the  report  and  the  addendum  were  adopted  by  members  of  the  Conference. 

MOTION  FOR  ORDER  OF  THE  DAY:  Rev.  Tracy  R.  Arnold  made  motion  that  9:05  a.m., 
Thursday,  June  10,  be  set  as  an  Order  of  the  Day  to  hear  the  committee  on  Conference 
relations  report.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COURTESIES:  Dr.  Kenneth  Mcintosh,  Field 
Representative  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  from  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  was  presented  to  the  Conference  and  he  made  a  brief  statement.  Following 
announcements,  the  session  was  adjourned  until  the  Afternoon  Session. 


Afternoon  Session 
Wednesday,  June  9, 1982  —  2 :  30  p.m. 

The  Afternoon  Session  was  begun  by  singing  the  Hymn,  "0  God  Our  Help  In  Ages  Past." 
Rev.  Kenneth  Fisher  led  the  singing,  Mr.  Peter  Sorant  was  the  organist,  and  Rev.  John  B. 
Koelemay  gave  the  opening  prayer. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  CAMPUS  MINISTRY:  The 
Chairperson  of  the  Board,  Rev.  Brady  B.  Foreman,  led  the  Conference  through  the  report. 
He  recognized  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  and  introduced  the  Campus  Ministers. 
They  were  greeted  by  members  of  the  Conference.  Mr.  Foreman  announced  that  during  the 
past  year,  2,737  students  and  324  faculty  members  had  been  served  by  these  Wesley 
Foundations  in  the  state.  That  is  a  total,  he  said,  of  3,061  persons.  He  urged  each  local 
church  to  appoint  a  Coordinator  of  Campus  Ministry  so  that  the  Board  could  do  its  work 
more  effectively.  Dr.  Donald  A.  Webb  told  the  members  of  the  Conference  about  a  Latin 
motto  which  had  been  placed  on  the  college  seal  for  the  afternoon.  It  was  translated,  "we 
are  not  afraid  of  swollen  sails."  He  announced  that  the  college  had  had  several  years  of  good 
success:  a  balanced  budget,  a  full  campus  (1,292  students  were  enrolled  during  the  past 
semester),  endowment  was  highest  in  the  college  history  ($14,500,000),  morale  of  the 
students  was  high,  support  of  the  trustees  and  morale  of  the  city  toward  the  college 
($1,500,000  for  the  Great  Teacher's  Program  during  the  year).  Dr.  Webb  read  the  list  of  the 
scholarships  that  had  been  received  from  churches  across  the  state  and  said  that  money 
which  had  been  lost  from  state  support  had  been  replaced  in  the  college  budget  by  church 
support.  Mrs.  Jack  LeStage  and  Rev.  Tracy  R.  Arnold  were  nominated  to  the  Class  of  1983, 
Centenary  Trustees.  Mr.  John  David  Crow,  Donald  H.  Dugan  and  Donald  Weiss  were 
nominated  to  the  Class  of  1985.  Life  Members  nominated  to  the  Board  were  Dr.  Jack  Cooke, 
Floyd  C.  Boswell,  James  N.  Patterson,  and  D.  A.  Raymond,  Jr.  All  of  these  persons  were 
elected  by  the  Conference.  Dr.  Webb  then  presented  a  painting  of  Brown  Chapel  which  was 
done  by  Juan  Hooper,  to  be  hung  in  the  Conference  Offices  in  Baton  Rouge.  Rev.  William  E. 
Nolan  led  the  Conference  in  adopting  the  members  of  Board  of  Directors/Trustees  for 
Campus  Ministry  Programs.  Rev.  Donald  Cottrill  called  attention  to  a  brochure  describing 
the  work  and  functions  of  the  Campus  Ministry  Programs.  He  also  announced  a  Campus 
Ministry  Open  House  in  all  of  the  Wesley  Foundations  of  the  State  on  March  6,  1983.  Rev. 
Don  Ross  discussed  United  Methodist  Student  Loan  Program.  He  reminded  the  Conference 
that  while  $8,000  was  collected  in  the  Student  Day  offering  last  November,  there  are  24  loans 
in  Louisiana  for  $22,000  and  9  scholarships  for  a  total  of  $5,000.  Under  current  legislation,  the 
Board  may  retain  a  portion  of  the  Student  Day  offering  for  Merit  Scholarships.  The  amount 
allowed  this  year  created  1  $600  scholarship,  and  it  was  presented  to  Mary  Louise  Jones 
from  the  Kenner  UMC.  Ms.  Jones  will  enter  Centenary  in  the  fall.  Rev.  James  E.  Wilson 
introduced  3  persons  to  speak  about  the  Campus  Ministry  program:  Phillip  Self,  a  1982 
graduate  of  Louisiana  Tech,  who  plans  to  enter  Candler  School  of  Theology  this  fall,  Rev. 
James  Mitchell  who  is  presently  a  student  at  Iliff,  and  Dr.  Sally  Cauthen,  a  member  of  the 
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faculty  at  Northeastern.  Dr.  Samuel  DuBois  Cook  gave  the  report  for  Dillard  University, 
and  it  is  included  in  Section  VI  of  the  Journal.  On  the  motion  by  the  chairperson,  the  entire 
report  of  the  Board  was  adopted  with  appreciation. 

PRESENTATION  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  ARCHIVES  CENTER:  Dr.  Stanley  J. 
Menking  from  Drew  University  presented  the  new  United  Methodist  Archives  Center.  He 
also  gave  the  Doctor  of  Ministries  degree,  on  behalf  of  Drew  University,  to  Dr.  John  M.  Lee, 
Dr.  John  M.  Braden,  Dr.  Lonnie  M.  Sibley,  and  Dr.  Kenneth  R.  Reed.  Dr.  Henry  Blount  and 
Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin  assisted  him  in  the  presentation. 

REPORT  OF  THE  UNITED  METHODIST  FOUNDATION:  Dr.  J.  J.  Caraway,  Director 
of  the  United  Methodist  Foundation,  led  the  report.  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  presented  checks  to 
Dr.  Samuel  W.  Walker  for  $4,850  to  the  Lafon  Home  and  to  Rev.  J.  P.  Woodland,  $8,000  for 
Church  Extension.  The  report  of  the  Foundation  was  adopted  with  appreciation. 

INTERCHURCH  CONFERENCE:  Local  church  ecumenism  will  be  the  major  emphasis 
of  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  during  the  current  year  according  to  Rev.  James 
L.  Stovall,  Director.  He  called  on  Dr.  J.  Woodrow  Hearn  to  make  an  announcement  about  a 
delegation  from  the  World  Council  of  Churches  who  will  visit  the  state  before  the  World 
Council  meets  in  1983.  The  report  was  then  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

MOTION  TO  LIMIT  DEBATE:  Dr.  Douglas  L.  McGuire  made  a  motion  that  for  the  rest  of 
the  Afternoon  Session  there  be  no  more  than  two  speeches  for  and  two  speeches  against  each 
motion,  and  that  debate  be  limited  to  3  minutes  per  speaker.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Rev. 
Tracy  R.  Arnold  made  a  motion  to  extend  the  time  of  adjournment  to  5:30  p.m.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS:  Rev.  Sale  T.  Lilly,  Chairperson  of 
the  Committee  led  the  report.  The  Secretary,  Mr.  Ed  Gulley,  presented  Resolution  No.  I. 
The  resolution,  which  set  policy  about  the  kinds  of  displays  allowed  at  a  Conference  session, 
was  adopted.  Resolution  No.  II  would  call  the  church  to  support  the  teaching  of  scientific 
creation  in  the  public  schools.  Dr.  L.  Ray  Branton  made  a  motion  that  this  resolution  be 
tabled.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  adopted.  Resolution  No.  III.  was  a  statement 
affirming  the  Address  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  at  Eureka  College,  and  would 
move  in  the  direction  of  reducing  the  threat  of  Nuclear  War.  Phillip  Holland  spoke  against 
the  report.  Rev.  Steve  Caraway  made  a  motion  that  the  resolution  be  tabled.  The  motion 
was  seconded  but  did  not  prevail.  Rev.  James  L.  Stovall  made  a  motion  to  refer  the 
resolution  to  the  section  on  World  Peace  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society.  The  motion  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Moser  from  Broadmoor  UMC  in  Baton  Rouge  and  Rev.  Mark  Meier  spoke  to 
the  motion.  It  did  not  prevail.  The  resolution,  in  its  original  form,  was  adopted.  Rev.  Sale  T. 
Lilly  presented  Resolution  No.  IV.  to  the  Conference.  When  the  President  of  the  Conference 
ruled  that  the  resolution  was  a  statement  and  not  a  resolution,  Rev.  Robert  Bengtson  made 
the  following  motion,  "Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  requests  of  its  delegates  to  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  that  they  maintain  in  their  possession,  for  distribution  to 
interested  local  United  Methodist  congregations,  complete  records  of  distributions  made  of 
funds  contributed  by  United  Methodist  sources  to  all  programs,  organizations,  and  purposes 
by  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches  agencies,  thus 
clearing  channels  of  agency  to  a  tax  for  those  honestly  concerned  to  obtain  the  facts  in  such 
matters."  Dr.  Lonnie  Sibley  spoke  against  the  motion,  but  it  was  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PENSIONS:  Rev.  Tracy  R.  Arnold  made  editorial 
corrections  in  the  report,  and  then  Section  A,  B,  and  C,  were  adopted.  Rev.  Robert  L.  Potter 
made  an  addition  for  the  Committee  on  Hospitalization  which  would  add  a  sentence  to 
Section  D.  6.  C,  and  would  read  "the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  pay  %  of  the  HMEP 
premium  for  each  surviving  spouse  under  65."  Section  D  of  report  No.  I  was  then  adopted  as 
it  was  amended.  Dr.  Charles  B.  Simmons  made  corrections  to  Annuity  Credits  which  are 
placed  in  No.  B  of  report  No.  II.  These  corrections  were  adopted  by  the  Conference.  Rev. 
Donald  Hall  made  some  editorial  corrections  in  Part  C  of  Report  No.  2,  and  then  this  report 
was  adopted.  He  then  made  a  motion  that  the  entire  report  be  accepted,  and  it  was.  Rev. 
Donald  Hall  then  presented  the  answers  to  the  disciplinary  questions,  and  they  were 
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accepted  by  the  Conference.  Rev.  Tracy  R.  Arnold  then  made  a  statement  about  the  Pension 
Funding  Campaign.  Rev.  Alonzo  Campbell  made  a  motion  to  amend  paragraph  6  to  read, 
"The  names  of  churches  who  have  paid  out  their  fair  share  goals  by  the  end  of  the  Crusade 
will  be  published  in  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist.' '  The  amendment  was  accepted  by  the 
committee  and  became  a  part  of  the  report.  Dr.  J.  J.  Caraway  reminded  members  of  the 
Conference  that  there  was  an  18%  increase  in  the  annuity  rate,  for  $146  to  $165  for  the 
coming  year;  but  that  the  Conference  was  only  asked  for  an  8%  increase  because  of  the 
interest  received  from  the  crusade.  Mr.  Caraway  reminded  members  of  the  Conference  that 
the  more  money  put  in  during  the  next  12  months  would  mean  less  to  be  put  in  during  the 
next  20  years.  Following  his  statement,  the  entire  report  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DISCIPLESHIP:  The  report  was  directed  by  the 
chairperson,  Rev.  Dwight  Ramsey.  Mr.  Jim  Wyche  gave  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Evangelism.  Rev.  Donald  Avery  announced  a  Workshop  on  Biblical  Teaching  to  be  held  in 
the  Spring  of  1983.  Mr.  Skyler  Zochert  and  members  of  the  Conference  Youth  Team  gave  the 
report  of  CYT.  The  chairperson  introduced  the  new  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministry  for  the 
Conference,  Rev.  Pat  Culligan.  He  noted  that  Mrs.  Barbara  Garcia,  Children  Coordinator 
for  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship  was  now  a  part  of  the  Annual  Conference.  He  noted 
that  the  most  important  event  that  the  Board  would  sponsor  during  the  year  is  a  Curricu- 
Shop  to  be  held  October  5  at  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church  in  Ruston  and  October  7-8  at 
First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge.  Mrs.  Barbara  Einsel  narrated  a  filmstrip 
which  gave  information  about  the  Curricu-shop.  On  motion,  entire  report  of  The  Board  of 
Discipleship  was  adopted.  Rev.  Donald  Avery  then  dismissed  the  afternoon  session  with  a 
prayer.

SERVICE  OF  ORDINATION:  The  service  of  ordination  of  Deacons  and  Elders  was  held 
at  First  Church,  Shreveport.  The  service  of  worship  was  led  by  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin 
and  the  ordination  sermon  was  preached  by  Bishop  Benjamin  R.  Oliphint,  resident  bishop  of 
the  Kansas  Area.  Deacons  and  Elders  were  ordained  by  the  Bishop  as  previously  ordered  by 
the  Conference. 


Fourth  Day 
Thursday,  June  10, 1982 

WORSHIP:  Rev.  James  A.  Richardson  was  the  preacher;  Ms.  Susan  Bain  was  the 
liturgist;  John  A.  Ricketts  led  the  singing;  and  Dr.  William  Teague  was  the  organist. 

PERSONAL  PRIVILEGE:  Dr.  Donald  A.  Webb  announced  that  Lisa  Scott,  daughter  of 
Rev.  &  Mrs.  Herbert  Scott  died  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning.  The  members  of  the 
conference  stood  for  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  and  were  then  led  in  prayer  by  Dr.  Webb. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  JOURNAL:  Rev.  Charles  B.  Humphreys, 
chairperson,  reported  that  minutes  for  the  previous  day's  session  had  been  approved  by  the 
committee.  He  then  made  a  motion  that  the  Conference  Secretary  be  allowed  to  edit  the 
minutes  for  Thursday.  The  motion  carried  and  then  the  report  was  adopted  by  the 
Conference. 

RETIRED  RELATIONS  GRANTED:  Dr.  Clyde  C.  Frazier,  Jr.,  chairperson  of  the 
Committee  on  Conference  Relations,  presented  the  committee's  response  to  Questions  49 
and  50,  dealing  with  persons  seeking  the  retired  relationship.  The  report  was  adopted  by  a 
separate  vote  on  each  person.  The  retired  relation  was  granted  to  all  who  requested  it.  All 
retiring  persons  addressed  the  Conference  and  were  given  Certificates  of  Appreciation  for 
their  years  of  service.  The  names  of  those  persons  are  recorded  under  Questions  49  and  50, 
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Section  VI  of  the  Journal.  It  was  noted  that  these  13  persons  had  served  a  total  of  409.75 
years.  In  answer  to  Question  No.  51,  Rev.  James  C.  Miles  was  granted  retired  relation  as  a 
local  pastor.  Rev.  Miles  was  not  able  to  address  the  conference;  he  had  been  called  home 
because  of  the  death  of  his  sister.  The  Conference  directed  that  a  message  of  love  and 
concern  be  sent  to  Rev.  Miles. 

RECESS:  Following  recess,  the  conference  reassembled  by  singing,  "Amazing  Grace 
How  Sweet  the  Sound,"  they  were  led  by  Rev.  Lael  S.  Jones.  Mr.  Pete  Sorant  was  the 
organist. 

BOARD  OF  THE  ORDAINED  MINISTRY,  REPORT  NO.  3:  The  special  appointments 
which  are  required  to  be  placed  before  the  Annual  Conference  were  read  by  Dr.  Alfred 
Norris,  and  they  were  approved  by  more  than  the  required  %  vote.  Dr.  Clyde  C.  Frazier,  Jr., 
presented  the  committee's  response  to  questions  32,  33,  35,  41,  42,  44,  46,  48,  and  65.  Those 
questions  deal  with  ministers  who  are  readmitted,  received  by  transfer,  honorable  location, 
leave  of  absence,  disability  leave,  and  those  approved  for  less  than  full-time  service. 
Recommendations  of  the  committee  were  voted  on  by  sections  and  were  approved  as 
presented.  The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole.  The  names  of  the  persons  who  were 
granted  these  relations  are  listed  in  Section  IV  of  the  Journal. 

REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  METHODIST  PUBLISHING  HOUSE:  Mr.  Doyle  English 
represented  the  Publishing  House.  He  presented  Dr.  Alfred  Norris,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
General  Board  of  Publications,  and  a  member  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Mr.  English  then 
presented  a  check  in  the  amount  of  $11,417.20  to  Bishop  Shamblin  for  the  Conference  Board 
of  Pensions. 

TASK  FORCE  ON  DEVELOPING  AND  STRENGTHENING  THE  ETHNIC  MINORITY 
CHURCH :  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Walker  made  the  report  to  the  Conference  and  it  was  adopted. 

LAMECO  CREDIT  UNION :  Dr.  Daniel  Tohline  gave  the  report  and  it  was  adopted  by  the 
Conference. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADQUARTERS  BUILDING  COMMITTEE:  The  report  of  the 
committee  was  given  by  the  secretary,  Dr.  J.  Woodrow  Hearn,  who  reported  that  the  total 
cost  of  the  building  was  $1,768,332.97.  The  committee  will  need  to  request  internal  financing 
for  less  than  $290,000,  which  was  25%  less  than  had  been  projected  last  year.  Dr.  Hearn  then 
announced  the  Consecration  Service  and  Open  House  for  the  new  building  on  June  19th  and 
20th,  with  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin,  Governor  David  Treen  and  Mr.  Luther  Jordan 
presiding. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  EPISCOPACY:  Dr.  J.  Woodrow  Hearn, 
chairman  of  the  committee,  made  the  report,  and  it  is  in  the  Journal,  Section  VI.  The  report 
was  adopted  with  a  standing  vote  of  appreciation  for  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Shamblin. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COURTESIES:  Rev.  Grayson  B.  Watson, 
Chairperson  of  the  committee  made  the  report,  which  is  found  in  Section  VI,  and  it  was 
adopted. 

WHERE  SHALL  THE  NEXT  CONFERENCE  BE  HELD?  Dr.  Donald  A.  Webb,  president 
of  Centenary  College  invited  the  Conference  to  meet  at  the  college  for  its  thirteenth  session. 
He  also  introduced  the  new  Director  of  Church  Relations,  Ms.  Kay  Madden.  The  invitation 
to  hold  the  conference  at  Centenary  was  accepted. 

BY  THE  SPIRIT  SENT  AND  SUSTAINED:  Bishop  Shamblin  led  the  Conference  in  the 
Ritual  of  Sending  Forth.  During  this  service,  the  proposed  appointments  were  made  official, 
as  printed  and  distributed  to  members  of  the  Conference  with  amendments  as  announced  by 
the  Bishop  and  printed  in  Section  V  of  the  Journal.  Rev.  Lael  S.  Jones  led  the  singing  for  the 
service  and  Mr.  Pete  Sorant  was  organist.  The  ministers  stood  to  receive  and  accept  their 
appointments  from  the  Bishop  and  lay  persons  stood  to  receive  the  minister  who  had  been 
assigned  to  them.  The  Conference  was  then  concluded  with  "The  Lord's  Prayer."  The 
Conference  was  adjourned  sine  die.

Council  On  Finance  And  Administration 

We  are  thankful  for  the  support  of  the  churches  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  for 
the  faithful  support  they  have  given  to  the  financial  matters  of  the  Conference. 

Your  stewardship  and  support  for  many  worthy  causes  has  been  outstanding.  We  can  all 
be  grateful  that  our  blessings  can  be  used  for  the  work  of  God's  church  in  ministry  and 
mission. 

Report  No.  One 

1 .  We  recommend  the  observance  of  the  following  special  days : 

Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation  Month September,  1982 

Christian  Education  Sunday September  26, 1982 

World  Communion  Sunday October  3, 1982 

United  Methodist  Student  Day November  28, 1982 

Christmas  Good  Samaritan  Offering December  19, 1982 

Human  Relations  Day February  13, 1983 

One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing March  13, 1983 

Easter  Good  Samaritan  Offering April  3, 1983 

Youth  Service  Fund May  22, 1983 

2.  The  Council  recommends  a  continued  emphasis  by  all  churches  of  Advance  Specials, 
both  of  the  General  Advance  and  of  Conference  Specials,  requesting,  however,  that  all 
churches  pay  in  full  the  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences  apportionment 
before  appropriating  funds  for  second-mile  projects. 
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3.  We  recommend  the  continued  support  of  Western  Methodist  Assembly  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah,  Arkansas,  with  a  goal  of  $20.00  per  pastoral  charge.  Each  district  is  to  raise 
the  amount  on  the  basis  of  the  total  number  of  charges  in  the  district. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  be  granted  the 
opportunity  to  present  its  cause  to  the  local  church  and  community. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Louisiana  National  Bank  and  the  American  Bank  of  Baton 
Rouge,  Louisiana,  be  designated  as  the  principal  depositories  for  funds  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference. 

6.  The  council  has  contracted  with  George  A.  Lewis,  Certified  Public  Accountant,  of  the 
firm  Broussard,  Pouche,  Lewis  and  Breaux  of  Lafayette  and  Crowley,  Louisiana,  to 
audit  the  books  of  the  Conference  Treasurer.  The  Council  expects  to  receive  from  the 
accountant  an  audit  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1981  before  the  June,  1982 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

7.  The  Council  recommends  the  continuation  of  the  system  of  apportionments  on  the 
decimal  plan  (see  Conference  rules).  The  Council  recommends  that  the  Conference 
authorize  an  exception  to  Conference  Rule  number  one  to  allow  the  apportionment  for 
Pensions  to  be  adjusted  by  the  Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  District  Superintendents  and  the  executive  committee  of  C.F.A.,  so  that  there  will 
not  be  an  undue  burden  on  the  small  church.  This  exception  to  the  Conference  Rule  One 
would  not  be  allowed  beyond  1984. 

8.  We  recommend  that  the  pastoral  charge  consider  an  amount  of  $4,200  for  Pastor's 
Travel  Allowance  for  1983  and  consider  $2,400  for  utilities  expense  for  each  minister. 

9.  We  recommend  that  the  local  churches  pay  a  maximum  of  $1,500  on  the  moving 
expense  of  minister  by  the  new  church  to  which  the  minister  is  appointed. 

10.  We  remind  the  ministers  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  will  move  to  another  charge 
that  they  are  to  accept  salary  and  expense  only  through  May  31, 1982,  from  the  charge 
they  are  presently  serving.  All  June  salary  expense  will  be  paid  by  the  new  charge. 

11.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  federal  income  tax  regulations,  we  recommend  that  the 
utilities  and  other  housing  expenses  on  the  Conference  Directors'  residences,  and  the 
district  parsonages  be  considered  a  part  of  their  salaries  as  "Housing  Allowance."

4.  We  recommend  that  the  secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  serve  as  the  Editor  of  the 
Conference  Journal  and  the  Editor  be  authorized  to  eliminate  detailed  financial  and 
audit  reports  from  the  Journal,  including  instead,  a  statement  indicating  where  the 
detailed  report  is  filed  and  to  condense  all  reports  wherever  possible. 

5.  We  recommend  that  seventy-five  (75%)  percent  of  the  money  raised  in  the  Annual 
Conference  for  the  Black  College  Fund  be  designated  for  Dillard  University,  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Annual  Conference  grant  permission  to  Centenary  College, 
and/or  Dillard  University,  to  make  an  appeal  for  every  church  in  the  Conference  to 
send  a  "paid  student"  to  the  college. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  $6,000  from  the  District 
Superintendent's  Fund  for  expense  of  Cabinet  Meetings  and  up  to  $1,000  for  telephone 
calls  involving  appointments.  We  recommend  that  each  District  Conference  establish 
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and  elect  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  composed  of  four  lay 
persons  and  three  ministers.  The  District  Superintendent,  Conference,  Jurisdictional, 
and  General  Conference  representatives  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be  ex-officio  members.  Every  consideration 
should  be  given  to  ethnic  Minority  representation.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  is 
authorized  to  pay  from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund  to  the  Pension  Fund  an 
amount  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  meet  the  General  Board  of  Pensions 
requirement  for  1983. 

8.  We  recommend  that  each  district  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the 
District  Superintendent  from  funds  made  available  from  the  district  budget.  The 
Annual  Conference  requires  that  copies  of  the  annual  budget  and  audit  be  given  each 
year  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  not  later  than  January 
15  following  the  fiscal  year.  For  1983,  we  recommend  the  following  income  be  paid  the 
District  Superintendents  from  the  District  Superintendent's  Fund  (see  Conference 
Rules) :  Base  Salary  —  $33,000  Base  Auto  Allowance  —  $3,000  Utilities  Expenses  — 
$2,400  and  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3,300  for  travel  expense,  to  be  drawn  by  voucher. 

9.  Each  Council  Board,  Commission,  Committee,  etc.,  of  the  Conference  receiving 
funding  from  the  Conference  shall  designate  one  person,  other  than  the  chairman,  as 
the  Finance  Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  keep  for  that  Board  or  agency  a  current 
record  of  financial  transactions  involving  the  budget  receipts  and  expenditures  for  that 
body.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  receive  all  vouchers  from  members  and  shall  approve 
and  submit  same  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  expense  reimbursement.  The 
vouchers  must  be  specific  and  in  detail  and  be  accompanied  by  the  appropriate 
receipts,  and  must  bear  the  signed  approval  of  the  Finance  Officer,  and  the  Finance 
Officer  shall  in  turn  submit  them  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  within  three  weeks.  In 
order  to  assist  the  Conference  Treasurer  to  close  out  the  books  and  set  up  the  books  for 
a  new  fiscal  year,  we  recommend  that  all  Finance  Officers  submit  final  vouchers  of 
said  Board  and  agencies  by  December  20, 1982. 

10.  All  institutions  and  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual  Conference  are  required 
to  submit  a  financial  statement  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  (Paragraph  708.4) .  A 
list  of  all  investments  and  the  returns  therefrom  shall  be  submitted  annually 
(Paragraph  708) .  The  financial  statements  and  investment  information  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer  for  the  Council. 

11.  The  Council  recommends  that  the  Annual  Conference  instruct  the  Conference 
Treasurer  to  deduct  from  the  first  month's  payment  of  funds  to  the  Conference  Boards 
and  agencies  any  surplus  funds  they  may  have  had  from  their  budget  of  the  prior  year. 
The  Council  recommends  that  the  Annual  Conference  continue  to  place  in  the 
Contingency  Fund  of  the  Annual  Conference  all  interest  from  the  invested  funds  of  the 
different  Conference  Boards  and  agencies.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Council  use 
the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation  to  assist  in 
the  investment  of  Conference  Funds.  We  recommend  that  the  Conference  Treasurer 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  continue  to 
serve  on  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation.  We 
further  recommend  that  local  churches  and  Conference  Institutions  consider  using  the 
Foundation  Investment  Committee  for  the  investment  of  their  funds. 

12.  Following  this  Conference  session,  we  recommend  that  travel  expenses  for  Conference 
Boards  and  agencies  be  set  at  15  cents  per  mile.  When  two  or  more  members  are 
traveling  together  an  amount  of  18  cents  per  mile  will  be  paid. 

13.  The  Council  recommends  that  all  Conference  Boards  and  committees  search  for  a 
management  style  which  will  allow  them  to  reduce  the  number  of  meetings  so  thafc  the 
best  stewardship  may  be  obtained  from  Conference  Funds  by  less  funds  being  used  for 
meeting  expense. 

14.  The  Council  recommends  that  the  Educational  Priorities  Fund  be  divided  as  follows : 

1)  45.45%  to  Southern  Methodist  University, 

2)  32.47%  Dillard  University, 
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3)  22.08%  to  Lydia  Patterson  Institute, 

4)  Prior  claim  of  $1,000  to  St.  Paul  School  Of  Theology.

Conference  Council  On  Ministries 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  was  activated  in  1981. 
This  committee  also  serves  as  the  Personnel  Committee.  For  the  CCOM,  this  has  been  a 
busy  and  exciting  year  which  included  the  introduction  of  a  conference-wide  television 
satellite  program.  The  excitement  and  the  possibilities  for  this  ministry  culminated  in  the 
establishment  of  50  downlinks  around  the  Conference  and  in  the  appointment  of  a 
Conference  Director,  the  Rev.  Dwight  Ramsey.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  CCOM  has 
been  charged  with  determining  programs  and  priorities  and  will  set  policies  concerning  the 
conference-wide  program. 

We  thank  Bishop  Shamblin  for  his  leadership,  Dr.  D.  L.  Dykes,  his  staff  and  the  members 
of  First  UMC,  Shreveport  for  including  the  Conference  in  this  exciting  ministry.  All  eyes  are 
on  the  Louisiana  Conference  as  pioneers  in  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  this  type  of 
endeavor.  Other  conferences  have  expressed  an  interest  in  joining  with  us. 

A  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  was  appointed  for  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 
This  committee  will  keep  abreast  of  legislative  activities  in  areas  of  concern  to  the  church. 
The  committee  will  use  the  knowledge  and  expertise  of  the  church  to  assure  that  legislation 
is  compatible  with  our  ongoing  ministries.  We  appreciate  the  assistance  and  expertise  of  Jo 
Woodjobbyist  and  member  of  Broadmoor  UMC  in  Baton  Rouge. 

The  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  was  convened  by  the  Rev.  Fred  Shirley.  Members 
include:  Mrs.  Lou  Alexander,  the  Rev.  Beverly  Bond,  Dr.  Ray  Branton,  Mr.  Terral  DeVille, 
the  Rev.  James  Evans,  the  Rev.  William  Fraser,  Dr.  Darrell  Lawless,  Dr.  Charles  Teamer, 
Brady  B.  Forman,  Timothy  Lawson,  Amy  Word,  the  Rev.  Phil  Woodland  and  Senator 
Sydney  Nelson,  ex  officio. 

The  Research/Planning  Task  Group  was  approved  by  the  CCOM  to  serve  as  the  planning 
and  research  arm  to  consult  with  agencies  and  local  churches  and  to  serve  as  liaison  for 
appropriate  planning  and  projects  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries.  Plans  may  include 
designs  for  listening  posts  in  each  district.  The  Task  Group  was  convened  by  Dr.  J. 
Woodrow  Hearn.  Members  include:  the  Rev.  Tracy  Arnold,  Mrs.  Marian  Eggerton,  Mrs. 
Mary  Gordon,  the  Rev.  Don  Hall,  the  Rev.  Kathy  Henderson,  Dr.  Thomas  Matheny,  Dr. 
Alfred  Norris  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Simmons. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  worked  closely  with  Dr.  Samuel  Walker,  Director  of 
Special  Ministries,  to  coordinate  the  Quadrennial  Priority  of  "Strengthening  and 
Developing  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church"  with  all  Conference  boards  and  agencies. 
This  will  enable  the  Conference  to  more  effectively  implement  this  important  priority. 

The  Rev.  Byrl  Moreland  has  served  as  Council  Director  during  a  difficult  period  of 
relocation  of  the  offices  to  temporary  and  the  permanent  facilities.  This  included  a  new  staff 
and  a  new  computer  system.  He  has  continued  directing  program  emphases,  leading  in 
local  and  district  training  events,  and  serving  as  Editor  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist.  Byrl 
worked  closely  with  the  architect  and  others  on  the  new  Conference  Headquarters  Building 
to  insure  the  most  beneficial  design  for  conference  use.

B.  Reports  Of  Boards 

Board  Of  Church  And  Society 

INTRODUCTION 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  concerned  that  the  gospel  be 
known,  proclaimed  and  embodied  in  all  the  world.  So,  as  Christians  one  takes  an  approach 
in  relating  ones  faith  that  is  timely,  and  hopefully  relevant.  The  board  approaches  its 
responsibility  from  four  broad  areas.  They  are:  General  Welfare,  Human  Relations,  World 
Peace  with  Justice,  and  Emerging  Social  Issues. 

The  board's  purpose  is  to  study  and  identify  needs  of  the  world,  both  locally  and  globally. 
This  was  attempted  through  participation  in  workshops,  seminars,  and  laboratory 
enterprises.  The  goal  is  to  approach  each  concern  and  look  at  as  much  data  as  can  be  found, 
draw  a  conclusion,  and  in  most  instances,  make  a  recommendation.  It  is  realized  that  this 
board's  very  nature  causes  it  to  deal  with  some  controversial  topics.  However,  through  its 
findings  the  board  feels  responsible  to  speak  to  the  conference  and  to  local  churches  in  two 
directions.  First,  identify  what  it  believes  the  gospel  has  to  say  to  specific  concerns  and 
problems  of  society ;  secondly,  to  provide  workshops  where  different  views  of  specific  issues 
are  presented  so  participants  will  be  better  informed  on  problems  and  will  be  better 
equipped  to  relate  the  gospel  in  their  communities. 
GENERAL  WELFARE 

The  Committee  on  General  Welfare  recommends  to  each  local  Council  on  Ministries  that 
programming  be  based  on  the  church's  summary  made  on  the  need  for  human  care. 

In  view  of  the  mission  of  our  church  we  ask  each  church  to  determine  how  well  it  is 
meeting  selected  human  care  needs.  This  process  is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Church 
and  Society  Chairperson  in  the  local  church  and  submitted  to  the  District  Chairperson  who 
in  turn  will  forward  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  sub-committee  on 
General  Welfare. 

Questionnaires  will  be  submitted  to  each  local  church  to  solicit  perceptions  to  determine 
to  what  extent  the  selected  human  care  needs  are  being  met.  We  are  requesting  that  time 
will  be  allotted  in  your  Council  on  Ministries  meeting  where  all  work  area  chairpersons  may 
have  input.  Filling  the  questionnaire  in  the  Council's  meeting  will  also  assist  the  local 
council  to  determine  their  direction  for  human  care  ministry. 
HUMAN  RELATIONS 
Report  on  1981  Action: 

A  one  day  Family  Crisis  Seminar  was  held  on  September  12, 1981  at  the  First  United  Meth- 
odist Church  in  Baton  Rouge,  LA.  The  three  workshops  included  in  the  seminar  were  well 
attended  and  all  received  favorable  evaluations  from  pastors  and  lay  persons. 

Because  of  the  success  of  the  1981  seminar,  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  planning 
another  seminar  in  1982  with  the  help  of  Centenary  College.  This  seminar  will  be  held  in  the 
fall  of  1982  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana. 

CONCERNS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  ACTION  IN  1982 
I .  Action  for  the  Handicapped : 

The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  urges  all  persons  in  churches  and  church  related 
institutions  to  seriously  accept  and  apply  the  "Pledge  to  the  Handicapped"  wjiich 
reads :  (Excerpt  p.  116  from  last  year's  Journal) . 

"We  are  particularly  concerned  about  barrier  free  construction  and  about 
employment  opportunities  for  the  handicapped.  We  call  upon  ministers,  church 
administrators  and  lay  persons  who  are  employers  to  seriously  consider  hiring 
handicapped  persons. " 
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II.   Prison  Reform : 

A.  We  reaffirm  the  need  for  legislative  action  in  providing  laws  and  funding  to  assure 
improvement  of  prison  conditions  in  Louisiana.  We  support  community-based 
programs. 

B.  We  reaffirm  our  concern  for  victims  of  crime  and  urge  continued  efforts  to  create 
workable  legislative  and  judicial  procedures  to  recompense  victims. 

C.  We  encourage  ministers  to  actively  seek  knowledge  about  prison  conditions  and 
programs  and  to  participate  in  a  prison  ministry. 

D.  We  reaffirm  our  concern  about  humane  treatment  of  prisoners. 

E.  We,  the  delegates  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church,  join  with  United  Methodists  nationwide,  expressing  our  opposition  to 
capital  punishment : 

the  President  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  shall  communicate  the  policy 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church  on  capital  punishment  to  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana  and  to  the  proper  committees  of  the  State  Legislature; 

the  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  seek  to 
encourage  legislation  which  will  eliminate  the  death  penalty  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana ; 

United  Methodist  Christians  throughout  the  state  are  urged  to  express  their 
opposition  to  capital  punishment  and  to  work  toward  its  abolition. 

III .  Individual  Civil  Liberties : 

The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  recognizes  a  growing  mood  in  the  United  States 
favoring  limitations  on  rights  of  persons  to  make  choices  regarding  their  own  life 
styles.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  legislation  does  not  always  make  social  ills  go 
away  and  in  fact,  may  occasionally  worsen  such  problems. 

We  feel  that  such  choices  as  family  planning  decisions,  employment  and  educa- 
tional decisions,  decisions  as  to  where  persons  can  travel  abroad,  and  censorship 
should  be  left  up  to  the  individual. 

IV.  Alcohol-related  Automobile  Accidents : 

The  National  Safety  Council  has  statistically  verified  that  Louisiana  ranks  second 
in  the  nation  in  deaths  caused  by  traffic  accidents.  It  is  also  statistically  verifiable 
that  misuse  of  alcohol  played  a  prominent  role  in  many  of  these  accidents. 

With  this  in  mind,  we  urge  the  following  action:  (1)  That  current  DWI  laws  be 
vigorously  enforced  and  that  this  enforcement  be  given  high  priority.  (2)  That  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  in  conjunction  with  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries 
join  forces  with  the  Interchurch  Conference  and  programs  of  other  denominations  to 
develop  effective  programs  to  identify  the  abuse  of  alcohol  and  to  educate  persons 
who  choose  to  use  alcohol  about  the  dangers  of  driving  while  drinking. 
WORLD  PEACE  WITH  JUSTICE 
Nuclear  War  —  Crisis  for  Faith 

The  development  and  use  of  nuclear  weapons  in  the  1940's  was  a  new  experience  for 
human  beings.  It  was  seen  as  the  "just  way"  to  end  a  terrible  world  war  through  the 
development  of  the  atom  bomb.  Since  that  time  strides  in  technology  have  so  advanced  the 
usage  of  nuclear  weapon  systems  that  we  have  a  clearer  picture  of  what  faces  us  with  its 
development  and  deployment  in  the  future. 

During  that  time  the  primary  reason  for  the  development  of  nuclear  weapons  systems 
was  national  security.  But  what  we  have  discovered  as  a  result  of  our  technological 
development  is  that  we  now  have  less  security  rather  than  more.  Both  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  United  States  have  the  ability  to  destroy  each  other  forty  times  over.  The  United  States 
has  enough  nuclear  warheads  on  the  Trident  Submarine  alone  to  destroy  every  major  city  in 
the  Soviet  Union.  Adding  numbers  of  warheads  to  each  arsenal  will  not  make  us  more 
secure.  Neither  the  United  States  nor  the  Soviet  Union  can  find  acceptable  stopping  places. 
Each  nation  insists  that  nuclear  superiority  is  necessary  for  national  security.  Every 
nuclear  weapon  developed  by  either  country  only  spurs  the  other  country  to  develop  its 
nuclear  arsenals  in  greater  quantity  and  quality.  The  escalation  will  only  continue.  Staying 
ahead  seems  to  be  a  fruitless  effort. 


106  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

The  Christian  acceptance  of  nuclear  weapons  has  brought  United  Methodists  to  a  crisis  in 
faith.  The  nuclear  threat  is  not  just  a  political  issue  anymore.  It  challenges  our  very 
commitment  to  the  values  which  Jesus  instilled  in  his  disciples  then  and  now.  It  is  more  than 
a  test  of  survival.  It  is  a  test  of  our  faith.  Jesus  taught  us  to  be  peace  makers.  Peace  making 
is  an  active  and  reconciling  activity  and  not  a  passive  and  wishful  activity  (Matthew  5:9). 
Jesus  taught  that  ultimately  those  who  live  by  the  sword  will  die  by  the  sword  (Matthew 
26:52).  He  taught  that  retaliation  for  somebody  else's  violence  is  never  to  be  a  response  to 
violence  (5:38-42).  We  are  taught  that  if  our  brother  has  something  against  us  we  should  go 
make  peace  with  our  brother  (Matthew  5:21-24).  We  are  reminded  to  love  our  enemy  and 
pray  for  them  rather  than  hate  them  and  find  ways  to  hurt  or  to  destroy  them  (Matthew 
5:44-45).  We  are  taught  to  forgive  others  as  we  would  want  to  be  forgiven  (Matthew  6:12). 
Our  lives  are  to  be  characterized  as  ones  who  love  all  of  creation  just  as  God  loves  it  (John 
3:16,IJohn4:7-12). 

Nuclear  war  is  total  war.  Though  there  has  been  talk  about  a  limited  nuclear  war  by  some 
in  the  defense  department  and  state  department  most  persons  agree  that  such  an  exchange 
would  not  be  limited.  But  even  if  such  an  exchange  could  be  limited,  the  damage  would  be  so 
great  that  destruction  would  not  be  limited  to  a  given  area.  Nuclear  fallout  over  a  period  of 
days,  weeks  and  months  would  create  an  infinite  number  of  sicknesses  and  deaths. 

Nuclear  war  is  total  war.  Unlimited  in  its  violence,  indiscriminate  in  its  victims,  uncon- 
trollable in  its  devastation,  nuclear  war  destroys  the  very  basis  for  the  arguments  that 
Christians  have  used  for  a  just  war  since  the  Church  adopted  the  theory  many  years  ago. 

Consequently  many  have  become  convinced  that  Jesus'  call  to  be  peace  makers  urgently 
needs  to  be  renewed  in  the  churches  and  made  specific  by  a  commitment  to  abolish  nuclear 
weapons  and  to  find  a  new  basis  for  national  security. 

Sharing  this  conviction  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  recommends  the  following  kind  of 
actions: 

I.   International  Concern 

A.  Freeze  the  development,  testing  and  deployment  of  nuclear  weapons  by  both  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  and  other  nations  as  a  first  step  toward 
abolishing  nuclear  weapons  altogether. 

B.  Set  a  date  to  convene  negotiations  between  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union 
concerning  nuclear  weapons  reductions  and  complete  nuclear  disarmament. 

II.   Local  Concern 

A.  Develop  a  program  of  peace  and  justice  in  every  local  church  in  cooperation  with 
the  Louisiana  Board  of  Church  and  Society  within  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  under  the  guidance  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society. 

B.  Develop  a  program  on  "Parenting  for  Peace  and  Justice"  to  be  placed  on  the 
Alternative  Visual  Network  in  cooperation  with  and  with  the  facilities  of  First 
United  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana.  The  program  would  include 
such  issues  as  developing  an  understanding  of  stewardship  of  life's  resources  and 
simplicity  in  lifestyles,  developing  non-violence  in  the  family,  helping  children 
deal  with  violence  in  the  world,  multi-cultivating  our  family  life,  helping  family 
members  avoid  sex-role  stereotyping,  and  finding  ways  families  can  become 
involved  in  community,  nation  and  world  issues. 

EMERGING  SOCIAL  ISSUES 

1.  The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  sponsoring  a  Television  Awareness  Training 
(T-A-T)  Workshop  in  Baton  Rouge,  October  8-10, 1982,  to  be  conducted  by  trainers 
from  the  Media  Action  Research  Center  of  New  York  City. 

T-A-T  is  a  positive  approach  to  the  whole  issue  of  television  programming  and  the 
values  that  are  taught.  The  workshop  is  designed  to  develop  ideas  and  strategie&to 
assist  local  churches  and  individuals  to  respond  creatively  to  television.  Growing 
with  Television,  a  curriculum  developed  by  the  Center,  will  also  be  introduced. 

2.  To  enable  the  Annual  Conference  to  address  emerging  social  issues  in  a  timely  and 
responsible  manner,  a  change  in  Conference  Rule  9  is  proposed.  The  Rule,  which 
appears  in  its  present  form  on  page  194  of  the  1981  Journal,  would  be  rewritten  to 
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specify  the  responsibilities  of  the  Committee  on  Review  and  Resolutions  and  define 

the  procedures  for  submission  and  consideration  of  resolutions.  Rule  9,  as 

reconstructed,  would  read: 

"Any  resolution,  proposed  by  an  individual  or  group  other  than  a  conference 

agency,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  committee  at  least  24  hours  before 
consideration  by  the  Annual  Conference.  The  committee  shall  ensure  that  the 
resolution  is  submitted  by  a  properly  qualified  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference, 
provide  adequate  duplication  and  distribution  of  the  resolution  to  delegates,  and 
present  the  resolution  to  the  Annual  Conference  without  comment  (No  vote  of 
concurrence/non-concurrence  shall  be  taken  or  reported  by  the  committee.) 
Resolutions  may  be  referred  by  the  committee  to  a  conference  agency  for  study. 
Said  agency  may  include  the  resolution  in  its  report  or  refer  it  back  to  the 
committee  on  Review  and  Resolutions  for  its  consideration  before  presenting  it  to 
the  Annual  Conference." 

Notification  of  the  proposed  change  was  forwarded  to  the  Committee  on  the  Rules 
within  ten  days  after  the  Convocation  of  Boards. 
3.  Progress  continues  on  the  development  of  an  IMPACT  network  for  Louisiana. 
IMPACT  is  an  interreligious  legislative  information  and  action  network  of  persons 
who  feel  the  church  should  have  an  "impact"  on  the  development  of  public  policy. 
Target  date  for  the  establishment  of  Louisiana  IMPACT  coincides  with  the  opening 

of  the  state  legislature  in  1983.

Board  Of  Diaconal  Ministry 

The  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  has  been  involved  in  recruiting,  interviewing  for 
certification  and  consecration,  and  providing  professional  support  of  persons  in  diaconal 
careers  during  the  past  year. 

The  following  continuing  education  requirements  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  for 
persons  seeking  renewal  of  certifications  beginning  in  1982: 

Certified  Christian  Educators:  Ten  (10)  hours  of  participation  in  workshops,  seminars, 
etc.  that  are  beneficial  to  your  professional  area  of  specialized  ministry,  i.e.,  educational 
ministry.  In  addition  4  books  related  to  the  area  of  professional  ministry  shall  be  reported 
each  year.  Educators  must  also  have  membership  in  at  least  one  professional  association 
related  to  education,  e.g.,  Christian  Educators  Fellowship,  Religious  Education  Asso- 
ciation, etc. 

Certified  Musicians:  The  requirement  includes  5  hours  of  participation  in  workshops, 
seminars,  etc.  that  are  beneficial  to  music  ministry.  In  addition  4  professional  books  are 
required  related  to  the  ministry  of  music,  art,  and  worship  as  well  as  membership  in  a 
professional  organization  related  to  church  music  such  as  the  Choristers  Guild  or  the 
Fellowship  of  United  Methodists  in  Worship,  Music,  and  Other  Arts. 

Other  professional  certified  persons  shall  have  10  hours  of  participation  in  their 
appropriate  workshops  and  seminars,  along  with  the  requirement  of  4  professional  books 
and  membership  in  appropriate  professional  organizations. 

An  unemployed  person  who  seeks  to  continue  certification  may  participate  in  5  hours  of 
workshops,  etc.,  while  reading  4  professional  books  and  continuing  membership  in  a 
professional  organization. 

Beginning  in  1983,  persons  seeking  continuation  as  Diaconal  Ministers  must  participate  in 
a  total  of  20  hours  in  professionally  related  continuing  education  events  and  workshops. 

This  spring,  the  Board  cooperated  with  the  LaCEF  chapter  in  a  continuing  education 
project.  The  Board  supported  the  LaCEF  spring  retreat  financially  and  by  authorizing  1 
C.E.U.  credit  for  its  workshop.  Excellent  leadership  was  given  by  Barbara  Garcia  on 
"Worship  Ministries  and  Children." 

During  the  past  year  the  Recruitment  and  Interpretation  Committee  under  the  leadership 
of  Robert  Wagener  has  distributed  144  copies  of  Church  Occupations  and  Career  Planning 
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booklet  through  general  mailings  along  with  additional  copies  distributed  at  the  Campus 
Ministries  Retreat  in  the  fall. 

Through  the  work  of  our  Ethnic  Minority  Recruitment  Committee  led  by  John  D.  V. 
Hamilton  and  Robert  Wagener  a  grant  of  $10,400  for  1982  was  received  from  the  General 
Church's  Ethnic  Minority  Concerns  Committee  and  the  Division  of  Diaconal  Ministry  for 
the  New  Orleans  Bi-District  Black  Education  Project.  Twelve  cluster  churches  have  been 
selected  for  a  pilot  program  using  the  skills  of  an  ethnic  minority  Christian  educator  in  a 
"Christian  Education  Enrichment  Program." 

Through  the  efforts  of  Sandra  Holly  and  Norma  Garlington,  the  Support  Systems 
Committee  of  the  Board  mailed  over  70  packets  of  information  and  resources  to  Staff -Parish 
Relations  Committees  in  the  Conference.  The  information  suggested  guidelines  for  job 
descriptions  of  lay  professionals,  job  contracts,  and  other  employer/employee  relationship 
issues.  With  the  emphasis  on  continuing  education  for  persons  in  diaconal  careers  as  well  as 
in  ordained  ministry,  local  churches  are  encouraged  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  profes- 
sionals for  continuing  education  funds  in  the  church's  budget. 

The  following  calendar  items  are  given  as  reminders  to  persons  seeking  renewal  of  their 
certifications/consecrations,  and  to  those  applying  for  certification  and/or  consecration  for 
the  first  time. 

December  15,  1982  —  All  certification  applications  and  renewal  applications  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  Registrar. 

All  application  materials  for  consecration  as  Diaconal  Minister  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  Registrar. 

January,  1983  —  (at  Convocation  of  Boards)  Review  of  renewal  and  interviews  of 
candidates  for  certification  and  consecration. 

April  15,  1983  Deadline  for  new  Diaconal  Minister  applications  for  candidacy  for  1983-84 
year. 

Candidates  for  consecration  must  be  enrolled  with  the  Board  for  one  year  prior  to 
consecration. 

The  Board  has  been  involved  in  the  study  of  the  proposed  changes  defining  the  nature  of 
ordained  ministry  and  diaconal  ministry  that  is  to  be  proposed  to  the  1984  General 
Conference.  Joaquin  Garcia,  both  a  member  of  the  General  Division  of  Diaconal  Ministry 
and  of  our  Board,  has  been  helpful  in  keeping  us  informed  of  the  issues  being  studied.  A 
Jurisdictional  meeting  on  the  proposed  legislation  will  be  held  in  Dallas,  November  1, 1982.

Board  Of  Discipleship 

The  Board  of  Discipleship  has  been  active  in  training  events  in  our  Conference  during  the 
past  year.  Several  of  the  workshops  are  described  in  reports  presented  by  various  Work 
Areas  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship.  In  addition  to  those  workshops,  the  Board  of  Discipleship 
sponsored  the  Intro  80's  Workshop  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  on  March 
12  and  13, 1982.  Leadership  teams  from  the  nine  (9)  Districts  received  an  introduction  to  the 
new  curriculum  resources  along  with  plans  for  presenting  the  new  material  to  local 
churches  in  each  District. 

The  Board  of  Discipleship  is  continuing  to  plan  the  Curric-U-Shops  for  the  Louisiana 
Conference  scheduled  in  Ruston  on  October  5,  1982,  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church,  and 
Baton  Rouge  October  7  and  8, 1982,  First  United  Methodist  Church.  This  will  be  one  of  the 
most  significant  events  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Discipleship  in  recent  years.  Local 
churches  are  encouraged  to  clear  their  calendars  for  this  special  event  to  enable  all  who  are 
interested  to  participate  in  the  Curric-U-Shop.  Individuals  who  have  been  in  previous 
Curric-U-Shops  have  said,  "It's  worth  taking  a  day  off  from  work  to  see  the  resources 
available  from  our  publishing  house." 

The  Board  of  Discipleship  wants  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  local  churches  and 
districts  of  our  Conference.  The  Board  will  continue  to  provide  up  to  75%  of  the  expense  for 
Lab  Schools  and  other  training  events  where  clusters  of  churches  are  involved,  provided 
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such  events  are  approved  by  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  and  presented  for  financial 
consideration  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship.

Leadership  Development 

The  BOD  has  discussed  the  importance  of  leadership  development  across  the  conference 
during  the  80's.  Leadership  is  a  living,  changing  function  relative  to  the  current  needs  of  the 
local  church,  the  district  or  the  annual  conference.  And  so,  our  aim  is  to  develop  persons  for 
action  to  initiate,  plan  and  implement  tasks  to  meet  these  needs.  Our  special  emphasis  will 
be  on  the  small  membership  churches,  especially  those  without  a  multiple  staff.  However, 
we  want  to  experience  growth,  new  life  and  greater  outreach  in  all  of  our  churches. 

Hopefully,  we  can  work  with  the  District  COM'S  and  local  churches  in  developing  training 
enterprises  to  strengthen  leadership  in  three  areas : 

1.  the  church  school 

2.  the  evangelistic  thrust 

3.  communications. 

Listed  below  are  some  possible  steps  to  aid  in  developing  leadership  among  our  non- 
certified  human  resources. 

1.  Evaluate  your  church's  ministry  and  persons  whom  you  serve  and  determine  your 
leadership  needs. 

2.  Recruit  persons  who  are  willing  to  participate  in  training  and  accept  responsibility 
toward  the  accomplishment  of  the  accepted  goals. 

3.  Collect  and  review  successful  training  models  from  other  local  churches  and  the 
district  COM. 

4.  Plan  informal  training  sessions  with  churches  with  similar  needs.  Contact  District 
COM,  conference  office  for  possible  resource  persons. 

5.  Use    UM    Curriculum    Materials,    Discipleship    Resources,    simplified    job 
descriptions  prepared  by  the  conference  office  for  study  and  training. 

6.  Use  Audio-visual  materials  from  the  conference  library. 

7.  Send  prospective  leaders  to  the  Curric-U-Shop  in  October  at  First  Church,  Baton 
Rouge  or  Trinity  Church  in  Ruston. 

8.  Become  familiar  with  the  new  TV  satellite  ministry. 

9.  Exchange  periodicals,  materials,  human  resources  with  churches  with  special 
needs. 

Help  is  on  the  way.  Age  level  teams  from  each  district  were  trained  at  Info-80  on  March  12 
and  13.  They  previewed  the  new  curriculum  and  developed  strategies  for  sharing  with  you. 

Since  the  district  COM  assumes  the  major  role  for  leadership  development,  we  would 
request  that  the  COM  assist  us  in  conducting  a  simple  needs  assessment  of  churches  which 
can  be  motivated  to  participate.  The  BOD  will  then  investigate  some  possible  strategies  for 
meeting  these  needs.

Children's  Ministries 

Pastors,  parents,  teachers,  and  church  members,  are  called  to  provide  effective  Christian 
witness  to  ensure  child  and  faith  development  of  children,  to  involve  children  in  the  varied 
ministries  of  the  church  and  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  the  Christian  faith.  We  must 
develop  an  awareness  of  children  as  persons.  In  addition  to  our  role  as  advocators,  we  must 
continue  to  review  our  perception  of  our  tasks,  and  strive  to  understand  the  growth  and 
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development  of  the  children  whom  we  serve. 

During  the  year  1981-82,  many  activities  were  carried  on  by  local  churches  and  districts. 
However,  we  are  unable  to  record  them  here.  We  must  strive  to  develop  an  effective 
technique  for  channeling  information,  models  and  statistics  relative  to  children's 
ministries.  Vacation  Church  School  Workshops,  Teacher  Training  Enterprises  and  Info-80 
were  effective  activities.  Age  level  teams  from  each  district  were  trained  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  General  BOD  at  First  Church  in  Alexandria.  These  teams  will  follow-up 
with  district  meetings.  Please  watch  for  the  announcement  of  your  district  training  session. 

In  an  effort  to  widen  our  fellowship,  share  our  experiences,  and  increase  our 
effectiveness,  we  suggest  that  the  district  coordinator  of  children's  ministries  organize 
workers  with  children  in  district,  subdistrict  or  cluster  groups.  The  district  COM,  the 
conference  office,  or  other  local  churches  can  be  helpful  in  securing  resource  persons  or 
materials. 

I  am  greatly  concerned  about  children's  ministries  in  the  local  church.  Children  live  in  a 
variety  of  settings.  Thus,  we  need  to  provide  many  learning  experiences,  which  enable  them 
to  live  and  serve  in  the  80's.  Hence  our  goals  must  be  multi-dimensional.  During  this  year, 
please  consider  the  following  areas  of  concern : 

1.  Children  in  the  church  school  with  emphasis  on  attendance,  curriculum,  workers, 
membership  status  and  family  participation. 

2.  Children  in  the  corporate  worship  service  with  emphasis  on  involvement,  special 
worship  experiences,  interaction  and  language  of  the  faith. 

3.  Extended  activities  such  as  week-day  ministries,  elementary  after-school  care, 
summer  ministries,  scouting,  camping,  creative  expression  or  tutoring. 

4.  Outreach  for  Christian  Mission  with  emphasis  on  giving  to  UM  Children's  Fund 
and  taking  a  meaningful  part  in  the  church's  missional  priority  and  five  special 
programs  for  this  quadrennium. 

5.  Attendance  of  adult  workers  to  the  Curric-U-Shop  at  First  Church,  Baton  Rouge  or 
Trinity  Church,  Ruston. 

Let's  show  our  children  that  we  care,  by  enabling  them  to  experience  the  meaning  of 
discipleship  as  a  participant  in  the  faith  community.  The  task  is  great.  But  we  are  able.

Evangelism 


The  world  is  filled  with  persons  in  need  of  the  very  best  news  we  know.  We  are  a  church  of

Functioning  with  the  support  and  counsel  of  Bishop  Shamblin  and  the  Cabinet,  the 
Evangelism  Committee  of  the  Board  has  brought  together  the  District  Chairpersons  on 
Evangelism  for  a  series  of  meetings  to  define  needs  within  the  conference  and  to  seek  ways 
of  strengthening  the  local  church  for  its  evangelistic  mission  in  the  world.  We  have  been 
fortunate  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship's  very  best, 
Dr.  Ron  Crandall.  He  will  work  with  us  in  developing  what  we  believe  to  be  a  truly  exciting 
program  for  church  growth  in  Louisiana  during  the  eighties. 

A  committee  including  representatives  from  the  Cabinet,  the  Conference  Program  Office, 
and  District  Evangelism  Chairpersons  will  be  at  work  this  year.  Our  goal  is  to  develop  a 
conference-wide  comprehensive  plan  for  evangelism  —  one  that  goes  beyond  the 
specialist/event  orientation  of  the  past  and  challenges  lay  and  clergy  persons  alike  to 
commit  themselves  to  be  the  church  in  all  their  relationships  and  in  all  dimensions  of  their 
lives.  By  the  time  this  conference  convenes  again,  we  hope  to  be  presenting  you  with  the 
details  of  this  strategy.

Board  Of  Global  Ministries 

In  each  new  generation  Christ  calls  persons  to  be  his  disciples  and  gives  them  tasks  to 
perform  in  His  service.  The  tasks  vary  from  generation  to  generation,  and  the  focus  of 
interest  may  change  several  times  within  the  experience  of  one  generation  and  yet  the  call 
to  mission  persists  and  no  church  is  fully  Christian  which  fails  to  heed  it.  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  embraces  many  aspects  of  mission.  There  is  a  new  and  vigorous 
movement  on  behalf  of  church  extension,  and  new  churches  are  being  developed  in  our  state 
after  almost  two  decades  of  dormancy.  Persons  are  trained  and  stand  ready  to  serve  and  to 
lead  in  case  of  natural  disasters.  Health  and  Welfare  institutions  of  our  conference  provide 
ongoing  service  at  some  of  the  points  of  greatest  continuing  need  in  our  state.  A  concern  for 
global  hunger  has  become  a  prominent  part  of  our  mission  experience,  and  plans  have  been 
laid  both  to  promote  further  participation  in  the  FISH  PROJECT  (formerly  called  the  LSU 
Hunger  Project)  and  to  develop  a  Bishop's  Conference  on  hunger  and  World  development  to 
highlight  the  opportunity  and  the  need.  Ongoing  education  about  the  many  varieties  of 
mission  involvement  possible  through  the  United  Methodist  Church  is  always  essential,  and 
this  year  there  was  a  training  event  held  in  each  district  to  teach  local  church  leaders  how  to 
develop  a  mission  consciousness  in  their  churches.  The  Revolving  Loan  Fund  continues  to 
serve  by  providing  churches  with  a  ready  source  of  funds  to  aid  in  local  church  construction 
or  renovation.  Support  for  Action  Ministries  provides  financial  assistance  for  numerous 
mission  projects,  most  of  them  through  the  local  churches  of  our  conference.  In  these  and 
other  ways,  your  Board  of  Global  Ministries  seeks  to  represent  you  as  we  respond  to  God's 
call  for  our  time. 
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Report  Of  Church  Extension 


The  population  of  Louisiana  increased  over  500,000  between  1970  and  1980,  over  15%.  The 
projected  population  growth  for  the  1980's  is  even  greater. 

Methodists  in  Louisiana  have  a  unique  opportunity  and  special  responsibility  to  plan  for 
areas  of  growing  population.  Bishop  Kenneth  Shamblin  has  led  the  way  in  making  this  a  top 
priority  in  Conference  concerns.  Between  February  22  and  March  4, 1982,  the  Bishop  spoke 
at  Church  Extension  rallies  in  each  of  the  nine  districts  of  the  Conference.  More  than  1,500 
persons  heard  him  present  the  urgent  needs  of  church  extension.  Gifts  of  land,  in  Lake 
Charles  and  Laplace,  gifts  of  cash,  and  pledges  over  a  three  year  period  from  every  district 
were  tangible  expressions  of  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  which  greeted  his  appeal. 

Methodists  in  Louisiana  have  responded  to  the  need  for  church  extension  in  three  specific 
ways. 

CENTURY  III  —  As  Methodists  move  into  the  third  century  of  ministry  and  mission  in 
America,  we  prepare  for  the  future  by  the  acquisition  of  sites  for  new  churches.  Surveys 
have  identified  areas  of  rapid  growth  throughout  the  state.  CENTURY  III  is  a  program  of 
securing  3  year  pledges,  or  gifts  of  cash,  or  stocks,  or  land  which  will  enable  us  to  secure 
sites  for  new  churches  now,  while  the  land  is  still  available  and  affordable.  When  we  wait 
until  a  subdivision  is  fully  developed,  houses  built,  shopping  centers  in  operation,  land 
prices  go  beyond  our  means,  and  the  most  visible  and  accessible  sites  are  not  available  at 
any  price.  It's  good  stewardship  to  plan  ahead.  When  we  can  reasonably  expect  to  need  a 
church  in  an  area  of  steady  growth,  we  need  to  secure  the  land  5-15  years  before  the 
congregation  is  actually  organized.  CENTURY  III  challenges  persons  to  make  gifts  through 
the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation  to  allow  us  to  purchase  sites  now  that  will  be 
needed  for  the  congregations  to  be  started  in  the  next  ten  years,  as  we  begin  our  third 
century  of  Methodist  witness  and  work. 

1000  CLUB  —  With  the  dedicated  and  far  sighted  leadership  of  the  Board  of  Laity,  for  the 
past  thirty  years  Methodist  people  have  been  helping  new  congregations  get  started  through 
the  1000  Club.  As  a  new  congregation  is  actually  organized,  Methodists  across  the  state  are 
called  upon  to  help.  The  goal  this  conference  year  was  increased  to  $75,000.  All  the  calls 
were  designated  for  the  new  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  Southeast  Baton  Rouge.  On  its  Charter 
Sunday,  February  28,  only  nine  months  after  the  pastor  was  assigned,  and  only  six  months 
after  the  first  worship  service  was  held,  155  charter  members  were  recognized. 

SALARY  SUPPORT  —  Through  the  apportionment  for  Conference  Benevolences,  asked 
of  every  congregation,  the  Conference  is  able  to  provide  full  salary  support  for  the  first 
year,  and  to  offer  supplemental  support  on  a  gradually  decreasing  scale  for  the  next  three 
years  if  needed.  This  year  the  pastor  of  St.  Andrew's  received  his  full  salary  support  from 
the  giving  of  all  the  Methodists  in  Louisiana  through  this  grant  for  church  extension. 
Approval  has  been  given  by  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  for  full  salary  support  for  the 
pastor  to  be  assigned  to  organize  a  new  church  in  North  Kenner,  in  the  Greater  New  Orleans 
area. 

CHURCH  EXTENSION  FINANCIAL  CRUSADE  —  It  is  our  intention  to  propose  to  the 
1983  Annual  Conference  a  major  financial  campaign,  to  raise  2  million  dollars  in  pledges 
during  the  1984-88  Quadrennium.  This  proposal  for  a  major  financial  campaign,  when 
developed  more  fully  by  the  Church  Extension  Committee  and  Board  of  Global  Ministries 
would  be  referred  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  the  Council  on  Ministries 
and  the  Cabinet  for  the  consideration  of  action. 

The  campaign  proposed  would  raise  funds  for  Century  III,  to  acquire  land  for  new 
congregations.  We  suggest  it  be  a  major  priority  for  our  Conference  during  the  1984-88 
Quadrennium,  and  a  part  of  our  Bi-centennial  celebration.  As  we  celebrate  our  two  hundred 
year  history  in  America,  we  move  forward  in  planning  for  the  third  century,  acquiring  sites 
for  the  new  congregations  which  will  be  needed  in  the  next  decade. 

The  decade  of  the  fifties  and  early  sixties  were  times  of  church  extension  in  Louisiana.  Of 
the  48  new  churches  started  since  1957,  75%  were  started  in  the  50's  and  early  60's.  There 
was  a  period  of  nine  years,  from  the  start  of  Asbury  in  Baton  Rouge  to  St.  Timothy  in 
Mandeville,  when  no  new  congregations  were  started  in  Louisiana.  It  was  also  in  this  ten 
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year  period  that  our  conference  steadily  lost  members.  There  is  a  strong  correlation 
between  starting  new  congregations  and  membership  growth.  60-80%  of  the  adults  who  join 
new  congregations  were  not  previously  active  in  any  congregation.  Church  extension  is  an 
essential  method  of  evangelism  for  Louisiana  United  Methodists  in  the  80's  and  beyond.

Disaster  Relief 

The  Committee  on  Disaster  Relief  is  seeking  to  train  as  many  people  as  possible  to 
respond  to  needs  resulting  from  natural  disasters.  Persons  now  certified  by  Church  World 
Service,  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  are 
Bonnie  Byrd,  Slidell;  Nancy  Tew,  Slidell;  Chuck  Dillemuth,  Baton  Rouge;  George 
Sherman,  Oak  Grove;  Steve  Spurlock,  Covington;  and  Doris  Sheppard,  Monroe.  Virginia 
Miller  of  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  is  our  field  consultant  representing  UMCOR  and  the 
National  Division. 

Following  a  February,  1981,  training  event,  some  specific  actions  were  taken.  The 
Aldersgate  United  Methodist  Church  in  Slidell  has  organized  an  Emergency  Shelter  and 
other  such  plans  are  under  consideration.  It  is  recommended  and  intended  that  each  district 
in  our  Conference  hold  a  seminar  to  help  prepare  local  congregations  to  respond  to 
disasters.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Disaster  Relief  accepts  responsibility  for 
coordinating  such  seminars  in  cooperation  with  each  District  Council  on  Ministries,  and 
after  consulting  with  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet.  For  a  Conference  team  on  Disaster  Relief  to 
function  meaningfully,  both  clergy  and  lay  persons  should  be  informed  about  avenues  of 
response  and  channels  of  Communication. 

The  Conference  Disaster  Fund  continues  to  be  a  Conference  Advance  Special  and  each 
local  church  is  urged  to  consider  an  annual  gift  of  $10  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  affected  by 
disasters.  Should  the  need  for  such  monies  become  evident,  the  Committee  on  Disaster 
Relief  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  after  consultation  with  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet  will 
consider  all  requests  and  act  thereon.

Health  And  Welfare  Ministries  Committee 

The  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  will  continue  to  publicize  the  work  and  needs  of  our 
conference-related  institution  and  to  promote  the  Good  Samaritan  offerings  each  Christmas 
and  Easter.  While  continuing  the  present  means  of  such  publicity  and  promotion,  there  will 
be  regular  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness,  efficiency,  and  appropriateness  of  present 
approaches. 

The  committee  will  examine  and  clarify  the  nature  of  our  relationships  with  our 
institutions. 

The  committee  will  work  in  at  least  the  following  four  areas  in  1982-83 : 

—  The  Good  Samaritan  Offerings 

—  Conference/institutional  relationships,  including  the  establishment  of  liaison  persons  to 
relate  to  each  conference  institution. 

—  Program  Study  and  Development  in  such  areas  of  concern  as  aging,  persons  with 
handicapping  conditions,  youth  service,  and/or  others. 

The  committee  will  bring  greater  visibility  to  the  needs  of  those  persons  whose  problems 
are  often  nearly  invisible  to  the  general  population,  and  will  attempt  to  show  our  churches 
how  they  can  use  them. 

The  Good  Samaritan  offering  total  for  1981  was  $259,385.39.  The  amount  for  1980  was 
$307,726.48.  The  difference  was  due  primarily  to  a  disappointing  Easter  offering.  The  good 
news  is  that  the  Christmas  offering  was  better  than  the  year  before. 

While  we  can  be  pleased  with  what  we  have  done,  there  is  so  much  to  be  done.  Let  us  not 
turn  our  hand  from  the  plow.

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Hunger  Task  Force 


The  Hunger  Task  Force  has  initiated  a  consciousness  raising  hunger  news  bulletin 
through  the  Louisiana  Methodist.  Twice  a  month  news  bulletins  are  submitted  for  inclusion 
in  this  conference-wide  paper. 

The  Task  Force  continues  to  monitor  the  issue  of  hunger  and  to  encourage  local  churches 
to  address  their  ministry  to  the  same.  Each  local  church  in  Louisiana  Methodism  or  cluster 
of  churches  is  encouraged  to  maintain  a  food  pantry  for  local  hunger  needs.  The  Task  Force 
urges  continued  enlistment  for  membership  in  Bread  for  the  World. 

The  Task  Force  has  approached  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  requesting  that 
the  issue  of  hunger  be  offered  as  a  part  of  the  School  of  Missions  at  Centenary  College  and 
also  that  there  be  an  emphasis  of  hunger  at  the  District  Schools  of  Missions.  Also  the  Hunger 
Task  Force  is  in  touch  with  the  Methodist  Men  groups  in  Louisiana  Methodism  asking  them 
to  make  hunger  a  concern  of  these  local  units. 

The  Task  Force  continues  to  enlist  support  for  Louisiana  Conference  Advance  Hunger 
Project  (FISH).  A  number  of  local  churches  and  districts  have  responded  enthusiastically 
to  this  project  and  a  commitment  for  funding  for  seven  students  has  been  received.  At  the 
time  of  writing  this  report  the  following  have  made  commitment  to  World  Hunger 
Scholarships  through  this  advance :  The  Baton  Rouge-Lafayette  District,  the  Baton  Rouge- 
Hammond  District,  the  New  Orleans-Slidell  District,  Shreveport  District,  Aldersgate  Unit- 
ed Methodist  Church,  Slidell,  Asbury  United  Methodist  Church,  Lafayette.  A  tentative 
commitment  for  a  full  scholarship  has  been  received  from  the  Monroe  District  in 
conjunction  with  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Monroe.  At  present  two  students  are 
in  residence  at  LSU  and  one  other  has  been  accepted  and  will  be  arriving  in  May  or  June 
1982.  This  student  is  from  the  International  Research  Center  in  India  and  will  be  studying  in 
the  area  of  earth  science. 

Program  goals  for  1983  include  the  following : 

1.  The  Hunger  Task  Force  will  emphasize  the  jurisdictional  program  of  Christian 
Parenting  for  Peace  and  Justice.  John  Giles,  Betty  Ardito  and  Ann  Hearn  are  to 
represent  the  Task  Force  at  the  jurisdictional  training  event  in  Dallas  in  March  of 
1982.  These  persons  will  provide  guidance  for  Conference  emphasis  which  is  to  begin 
in  1983. 

2.  A  number  of  the  present  projects  of  the  Task  Force  such  as  Louisiana  Conference 
Advance  Special  will  continue  to  be  monitored  and  emphasized  by  the  Task  Force. 

Program  goals  for  1984  include  the  following : 

The  Hunger  Task  Force  hopes  to  have  a  Bishops  Conference  on  Hunger  and  World 
Development  modeled  after  similar  events  in  the  Missouri  East  and  West  Conferences.  The 
Chairperson  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Tew  will  be  working  in  1982  and  83  with  the  Missouri  Hunger 
Group  for  guidance  and  training  relative  to  this  matter.  Also  Bishop  Shamblin  will  be 
contacted  and  his  support  enlisted. 

The  Chairperson  of  the  Task  Force  is  to  contact  Hunger  Task  Force  leadership  in  other 
Conferences  in  the  jurisdiction  and  share  the  basic  concept  of  our  Louisiana  Conference 
Advance  Hunger  Project  in  the  hopes  that  this  will  be  a  model  for  Annual  Conferences 
beyond  Louisiana  to  imitate. 

Each  local  church  is  urged  to  continue  to  be  aware  of  the  efforts  of  UMCOR  and  contribute 
to  these  efforts  in  the  Advance  Special  Program  of  the  church. 

Local  churches  are  reminded  that  there  are  resources  in  the  Conference  Resource  Center 
for  use  in  addressing  the  issue  of  hunger  on  the  local  church  level. 

The  Task  Force  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  Dr.  Bill  Patrick  for  his  leadership 
and  assistance  in  making  the  FISH  Project  reality.  Dr.  Patrick  continues  to  invest  many 
personal  hours  in  contacting  students  from  Third  World  nations  who  are  potential  recipients 
of  these  scholarships.  Without  his  knowledge  and  expertise  this  Advance  Special  would  not 
be  possible. 

The  Task  Force  will  sponsor  the  hunger  banquet  during  the  week  of  Annual  Conference.

To  meet  this  need,  district  and  sub-district  workshops  were  held  statewide  in 
March  of  1982  utilizing  a  core  interpreter  from  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  a 
conference  interpreter  in  each  district  to  promote  the  Advance  and  give  guidance  on  how  to 
have  mission  events  in  the  local  church.

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The  Revolving  Loan  Fund 

The  Revolving  Loan  Fund  has  been  in  existence  for  some  twenty-two  (22)  years.  Funds 
are  available  to :  (a)  established  churches  and  other  designated  bodies :  (b)  to  missionary  or 
new  congregations,  of  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  No  loans  are  made  to  finance 
programs.  A  maximum  of  $6,000  may  be  loaned  to  a  church/institution  which  is  five  (5) 
years  old  or  less,  and  for  older  congregations  the  maximum  is  $4,000. 

The  Policy  and  Rules  governing  these  loans  was  revised  at  Annual  Conference  last  year 
and  are  found  on  page  128  of  the  1981  Conference  Journal. 

As  of  March  8,  1982  the  Revolving  Loan  Fund  had  $18,804.09  in  cash  available  for  loans. 
There  was  also  $96,792  in  loans  outstanding  to  forty-five  (45)  churches  and  one  (1)  Wesley 
Foundation.  Eight  (8)  of  those  are  new  loans  made  during  the  period  of  June  8, 1981  through 
March  8, 1982. 

The  Conference  has  designated  the  Revolving  Loan  Fund  as  a  Conference  Advance 
Special  and  we  earnestly  solicit  your  gifts  and  they  should  be  remitted  to  the  Conference 
Director  of  Financial  Affairs. 

With  the  emphasis  on  church  extension  that  is  before  us  your  Board  of  Global  Ministries, 
through  the  Revolving  Loan  Fund,  was  pleased  to  loan  the  most  recent  new  congregation  — 
St.  Andrew  at  Baton  Rouge  —  $6,000  to  assist  them  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  parsonage. 

Applications  for  loans  and  information  about  new  or  existing  loans  may  be  secured  from 
the  Finance  Coordinator  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries.

S.A.M.  Funds 
Support  For  Action  Ministries 

The  priorities  for  funding  are:  (1)  church-sponsored,  community-based  programs, 
(2)  local  church  youth  programs,  (3)  community-based  programs  of  church-related 
institutions,  (4)  salary  supplements  for  community-based  ministry  or  projects,  and 
(5)  discretionary. 

The  following  recommendations  governing  S.A.M.  funds  were  adopted:  (1)  that  the 
church  extension  priority  be  shifted  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Church  Extension;  (2)  that 
S.A.M.  funds  support  "action"  ministries  with  an  emphasis  on  church-based,  community 
outreach  ministries  that  can  be  a  model  for  other  communities;  (3)  that  there  be  a  3-year 
limit  on  any  project's  receipt  of  S.A.M.  funds  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances  as 
determined  by  the  Cabinet  and  with  the  approval  of  the  S.A.M.  Sub-committee;  (4)  that  all 
projects  funded  show  a  clear  relationship  with  S.A.M.  priorities  (i.e.,  all  requests  for 
building  repairs  and  improvements  as  well  as  salary  supplements  be  clearly  tied  to  action 
ministry  effort) ;  (5)  that  all  projects  delineate  a  target  population  with  expected  results 
tied  to  S.A.M.  priorities;  and  (6)  that  S.A.M.  funds  are  seed  money  and  are  not  for  ongoing 
support.

Statement  of  Purpose  : 

1.  To  provide  around-the-clock  care,  education  and  Christian  nurture  of  neglected, 
dependent  children  in  need  of  care  outside  their  own  homes. 

2.  To  insure  that  all  children  admitted  received  the  best  possible  care  in  a  Christian 
environment. 

Last  year  we  gave  11,656  child  care  days  plus  counseling  to  parents  of  children  both 
residential  and  non-residential  as  well  as  marital  counseling.  This  includes  emergency  care 
as  well  as  residential. 

All  United  Church  sources $  75,266.47 

All  local  community  source 30,288.40 

All  Federal  and  State  source 588,553.31 

We  have  been  serving  in  mission  in  South  Louisiana  since  1919  as  a  French  Mission  School, 
growing  into  a  social  agency  that  cares  for  36  children  in  crises.  We  have  Laskey  cottage  for 
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12  boys,  Keener  cottage  for  12  girls  and  an  emergency  shelter  that  houses  both  boys  and 
girls.  The  average  population  of  the  agency  is  generally  capacity.  Additionally,  we  do 
family  counseling  and  are  planning  a  family  training  course  in  an  effort  to  try  to  prevent  the 
necessity  of  children  being  placed  here.  Through  the  last  year  we  have  had  42  children  use 
our  emergency  shelter. 

In  October,  Downs  Hall,  which  housed  our  recreation  and  library,  burned.  The  Women's 
Division  has  authorized  the  insurance  money  to  be  used  for  reconstruction.  We  appreciate 
both  the  prayers  and  financial  support  that  has  been  given  to  us  throughout  the  years.

The  Methodist  Home  Hospital 

The  Methodist  Home  Hospital  is  the  largest  emergency  shelter  facility  for  abused  and 
neglected  children  ages  2-14  years  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  The  Home  has  a  capacity  of  60 
children  at  a  time  and  receives  children  from  crisis  situations  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week 
from  a  wide  area. 

The  facility  is  owned  by  the  Louisiana  Conference.  The  Superintendent  is  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Directors  is  approved  by  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

The  budget  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  1982  totals  $846,312.00.  This  provides 
for  staffing,  child  care,  and  a  variety  of  specialized  services.  These  services  include  a 
general  education  program,  individual  and  group  counseling,  creative  therapuetic  pro- 
grams, and  psychiatric  evaluation  and  consultation.  There  are  also  provided  many  enter- 
tainment and  recreational  type  experiences. 

Basic  subsistence  funding  is  provided  for  each  child  by  the  State.  The  "second-mile" 
services  and  programs  are  provided  by  the  gifts,  memorials,  honorariums,  and  offerings 
given  by  individuals,  churches  and  groups  to  the  Methodist  Home  Hospital. 

All  of  these  services  and  experiences  are  rendered  in  an  atmosphere  of  family  type  living 
where  Christian  values  are  uppermost.

Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital 

I.  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital  in  New  Orleans  serves  a  large  and  diverse 
geographic  area.  Patients  come  from  all  sections  of  New  Orleans,  particularly  our 
fast  growing  area  east  of  the  Industrial  Canal.  They  also  come  from  many  rural 
Louisiana  communities  as  well  as  areas  north  of  Lake  Pontchartrain.  Methodist  also 
serves  as  a  referral  hospital  for  the  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  and  the  small  towns  north 
of  that  area. 

Over  1000  employees  and  a  medical  staff  of  225  physicians  minister  to  the  physical 
and  spiritual  needs  of  hospital  patients.  Almost  12,000  patients  were  hospitalized  at 
Methodist  in  1981.  23,000  Emergency  Room  patients  were  treated  and  7,000  surgeries 
were  performed.  Over  2,000  babies  entered  the  world  at  Methodist  last  year.  The 
annual  hospital  budget  exceeds  $30  million. 

We  aim  for  the  highest  Christian  and  scientific  achievements  at  Methodist,  and  our 
private,  not-for-profit  status  allows  the  freedom  to  pursue  these  goals.  The  318-bed 
hospital  houses  New  Orleans'  most  advanced  cardiac  catheterization  system,  a 
modern  computerized  tomographic  (CAT)  scanner,  and  other  medical  specialities, 
such  as  an  advanced  Nursery  to  treat  infants  with  health  problems  —  all  to  serve  our 
community  needs. 

So  much  of  what  Methodist  has  accomplished  can  be  traced  to  its  founding  and  its 
ongoing  church  relationship  through  the  dedication  of  its  Chaplain  and  Board 
Treasurer,  Rev.  John  Koelmay.  While  wishing  him  the  best,  the  Hospital  greatly 
laments  his  retirement,  and  requests  the  Conference  to  join  in  tribute  to  Rev. 
Koelmay  for  his  tremendous  contribution  to  this  ministry  of  Christian  healing. 
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II.  We  request  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Paul  Durbin  as  Chaplain  and  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Pastoral  Care  as  well  as  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Rev. 
Durbin  as  Associate  Chaplain. 

Retired  Ministers'  Homes 

The  Ruston  home,  formerly  occupied  by  Reverend  &  Mrs.  Karl  Tooke  will  be  occupied  by 
Reverend  &  Mrs.  Roy  Garrett,  and  Reverend  James  T.  Garrett  after  annual  conference. 
The  home  in  Lakeview,  Minden  is  occupied  by  Reverend  &  Mrs.  Lewis  E.  Milem.  The  Home 
in  Westlake  is  occupied  by  Mrs.  James  Knight  and  her  son. 

We  purchased  a  home  in  Hammond  for  Reverend  &  Mrs.  George  Harkins.  This  was 
bought  on  a  50/50  basis  with  First  Church,  Hammond.  After  Reverend  Harkin's  death,  Mrs. 
Harkins  decided  to  return  to  Mississippi  leaving  the  Hammond  home  vacant  for  the  present. 

We  are  building  on  a  50/50  basis  with  First  Church  in  Mansfield  and  the  home  will  be 
occupied  by  Reverend  &  Mrs.  George  Harbuck.  St.  Paul's  United  Methodist  Church 
purchased  a  home  for  The  Retired  Ministers'  Homes,  and  it  will  be  occupied  by  Reverend  & 
Mrs.  Issac  Patton. 

The  Board  has  applications  for  seven  additional  homes  in  the  next  four  years.  With  your 
assistance  we  can  fulfill  this  need. 

In  1981  we  received  a  total  of  $29,992.94.  By  Annual  Conference  we  will  have  spent  $20,000 
on  the  Mansfield  home ;  and  of  course,  we  spent  $20,000  on  the  Hammond  home. 

Your  continued  interest  and  support  is  vital  for  us  to  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  homes 
as  they  are  needed.

Peoples  Community  Center 

I  am  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  life  and  history  of  this  institution  as  it  approaches  the  60th 
year  of  service  to  the  New  Orleans  community-at-large. 

As  the  city  has  grown,  so  has  the  complexity  of  institutional  responsibilities.  Needs  have 
surfaced  which  have  caused  the  institution  to  reach  out  in  new  areas  of  service  to  the 
incoming  clientele,  the  supportive  and  administrative  staff. 

In  tune  with  present  day  demands,  those  persons  in  our  employment  who  served  in 
various  capacities  are  the  recipients  of  highly  standardized  programs  and  workshops. 
These  persons  are  well  qualified  and  have  proof  of  their  status  of  certification. 

The  institution  provides  a  service  in  Day  Care  to  children  whose  mothers  are  either 
preparing  for  a  job  retraining  (retooling)  or  are  otherwise  employed.  Our  program  is  not 
one  of  babysitting,  but  a  certified  Child  Development  Program  that  offers  mental,  physical 
and  social  development  skills  through  a  well  rounded  curriculum. 

The  institution  is  licensed  to  serve  132  in  regular  Child  Development  and  82  in  the  Outside 
School  Program  which  augments  the  regular  day  school  program  with  its  education, 
physical  and  social  supplements.  We  provided  27,240  units  of  service  for  Child  Care;  14,905 
units  of  service  for  Outside  School  Program  and  91,232  meals  were  served  to  the  Day  Care 
and  Outside  School  Program.  There  were  2,000  participants  in  the  calendar  of  activities 
(this  does  not  include  groups  using  our  facilities  as  a  meeting  place) . 

In  addition  to  the  programs  previously  described,  our  Agency  offered  to  the  community  in 
1981  the  following:  A  program  for  Senior  Citizens,  a  Juvenile  Crime  Prevention  Program,  a 
liaison  with  the  New  Orleans  Police  Anti-Crime  Council  through  the  6th  District  Police 
Station,  a  Day  Camp  Summer  Program,  a  Parenting  Program  for  young  mothers  and  a 
meeting  place  for  the  following :  The  New  Orleans  branch  of  the  National  Association  of 
University  Women,  Amicie  Auxiliary,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  the  Ruth  Carter  Auxiliary  of 
Peoples  Community  Center,  the  Black  Caucus  (clergy),  the  New  Orleans-Houma/Slidell 
District,  pilot  project,  Strengthening  Inner  City  Ethnic  Minority  Churches. 

Our  financial  records  are  audited  by  Duplantier,  Harpman,  Hogan  and  Maher,  Certified 
Public  Accountants. 
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We  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Ruth  Carter  Auxiliary,  the  United  Methodist  Wom- 
en Units  and  friends  for  their  support.

Metropolitan  Ministries 

In  ministry  to  the  surrounding  community,  the  lives  of  those  encountered  evidence  the 
effect  of  a  society  involved  in  rapid  social  change  while  many  of  its  members  are  ill- 
prepared  to  meet  reversals.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  Metropolitan  Ministries  remain 
committed  to  the  task  of  meeting  the  needs,  facing  the  hurts  of  those  whose  cries  are  heard 
during  this,  the  twelfth  year  of  its  service. 

The  Agency  has  addressed  the  issues  of  those  caught  up  in  the  legal  system  through  the 
areas  of  criminal  justice  in  its  work  with  juveniles.  Other  areas  of  outreach  included 
employment,  housing  and  the  meeting  of  various  types  of  emergencies. 

CRIMINAL  JUSTICE.  In  instances  where  some  individuals  have  been  accused  of 
breaking  the  law,  Metropolitan  Ministries  has  gone  into  Juvenile  Court  to  support  the 
individual  in  appropriate  adjudication  and  to  encourage  acceptance  and  adherence  to 
responsibilities  given  thereto. 

EMPLOYMENT.  As  adherents  to  the  idea  that  unemployment  contributes  to  the  growth 
of  crime,  Metropolitan  Ministries  personnel  has  diligently  processed  applications  and 
assisted  in  the  placement  of  persons  by  referral,  who  were  in  need  of  employment. 

HOUSING.  The  Agency  has  been  active  in  helping  individuals  find  adequate  housing. 
While  giving  serious  attention  to  the  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  in  New  Orleans  —  in 
its  effort  to  remove  blighted  houses  from  neighborhoods  by  making  them  available  at  a 
minimum  cost  with  low  interest  rates  for  those  who  wish  to  purchase. 

EMERGENCIES.  A  visitor  in  the  office  of  Metropolitan  Ministries  could  soon  detect  the 
flow  of  telephone  calls  from  persons  migrating  to  the  city  as  well  as  persons  already 
residing  in  the  city  but  have  family  interruptions.  There  were  opportunities  to  serve  some 
persons  while  others  were  referred  to  the  Salvation  Army  or  other  social  agencies. 
Metropolitan  Ministries  provided  overnight  shelter  in  some  cases.  Through  the  generous 
contribution  of  the  various  United  Methodist  Churches  and  other  related  agencies,  the  Food 
and  Clothing  Bank  continues  to  exist  and  to  provide  emergency  assistance.  The  baby  bed 
program  still  flourishes.  The  beds  were  gifts  from  St.  Luke's  United  Methodist  Church. 

Amidst  the  view  of  the  events  and  circumstances  presented,  along  with  the  news  of 
membership  loss,  the  evidence  of  lives  unclaimed,  unchurched,  we  pray  for  solutions.  In  the 
Spirit  of  the  Word,  "Go  ye  unto  all  the  world"  and  in  the  tradition  of  "The  world  is  my 
Parish"  we  seek  a  strong  assent  to  promotion  of  a  "Workshop  on  Evangelism  to  the  Black 
Churches  of  New  Oreans-Houma/Slidell  Districts." 

Our  order  has  been  placed  for  an  Earth  Station  for  the  enrichment  of  lives  of  constituents 
of  local  churches  within  the  geographical  bounds  of  the  Agency.

Dulac  Community  Center 

This  year  marks  the  Golden  Anniversary,  the  50th  year,  of  Methodist  Missionary  work 
with  Native  Americans  in  Dulac,  just  south  of  Houma,  Louisiana  in  Terrebonne  Parish.  In 
1932  no  schooling  of  any  kind  was  available  for  more  than  50  school-age  Indian  children. 
With  the  aid  of  volunteer  teachers,  led  by  Wilhemina  Hooper,  a  Methodist  Deaconness,  who 
had  been  asked  to  help  at  Dulac  for  two  months,  a  school  was  started.  Miss  Hooper 
remained  a  lifetime  in  Dulac  and  a  Mission  Center  that  has  adapted  through  the  years  to  the 
changing  needs  of  the  Native  Americans  has  always  been  there. 

The  Native  Americans,  themselves,  are  now  taking  the  leading  role  in  directing  the 
Center.  The  United  Houma  Nation,  which  boasts  by  far  the  largest  concentration  of  Native 
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Americans  in  Louisiana  right  in  Terrebonne  Parish,  is  actively  involved  in  developing  a 
variety  of  programs. 

The  Center  continues  its  Home  Start  Program,  teaching  disadvantaged  children  3  to  5 
years  old  in  their  homes,  to  provide  them  an  early  learning  experience.  The  CETA  Services 
for  the  United  Houma  Nation  are  housed  there.  There  is  an  ongoing  recreation  program  for 
youth,  which  picks-up  considerably  in  the  summer.  Last  Christmas  nearly  300  children 
received  toys  through  the  Center,  courtesy  of  the  Houma  Oil  Wives  and  the  U.S.  Marines. 

Most  recently  a  week-day  noon  meal  for  disadvantaged  elderly  has  been  arranged 
through  the  Terrebonne  Council  on  Aging.  The  group  has  already  grown  to  32  and  still 
expanding.  By  the  time  you  read  this  a  certified  Day  Care  Center  should  be  in  operation,  the 
most  needed  service  according  to  the  Community  Center  Surveys. 

The  Community  Developer  leading  all  this  is  Roy  Parfait,  who  is  also  head  of  the 
outstanding  Houma  Indian  Craft  Co-op.  The  Center  houses  the  Native  American  Crafts.  An 
extensive  display  will  be  at  Annual  Conference  and  you  are  invited  to  support  this  project 
through  your  purchases. 

Dulac  continues  as  a  National  and  Conference  Advance  Special.  The  Women's  Division  is 
moving  toward  entering  a  lease  agreement  with  our  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries 
so  that  our  Mission  at  Dulac  can  continue.  The  $10,000  grant  from  our  Conference  Board  last 
year  will  run  out  in  October  so  local  church  Advance  Special  gifts  will  be  needed  more  than 
ever.  Help  Dulac  celebrate  their  Golden  Anniversary. 

Spanish  Speaking  Ministry 

The  Spanish  Ministry  in  New  Orleans  reached  its  goal  for  evangelism  this  year,  gaining 
more  than  the  one  for  one  that  was  set  by  the  Conference. 

The  Spanish  population  in  New  Orleans  is  growing  every  day,  and  in  our  congregation  the 
people  from  South  and  Central  America,  as  well  as  the  Caribbean  and  Puerto  Rico  have 
found  a  fellowship  that  cares  for  them.  We  can  say  that  our  Church  is  a  mission  field  that 
represents  a  large  part  of  the  American  continent  here  at  home. 

This  year  we  contributed,  as  a  church,  to  all  phases  of  the  budget.  Our  contribution  is 
small  in  amount  but  we  are  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  support  its 
program. 

As  usual,  we  observed  the  dates  of  the  Christian  Calendar.  New  activities  have  been 
added  to  the  traditional.  One  of  these  was  a  prayer  vigil  held  on  March  5  (World  Day  of 
Prayer) .  This  program  lasted  all  night  long  and  76  people  attended  with  three  of  the  Spanish 
speaking  ministry  in  the  city  participating.  Also  during  the  lenten  season,  we  celebrated 
Bible  studies  in  eight  different  homes  over  the  city  and  Kenner  reaching  86  persons. 

Special  mention  is  necessary  for  the  Evangelistic  Campaign,  financed  by  the  Ethnic 
Minority  Task  Force  and  with  the  help  of  our  Board  in  Nashville,  Tennessee.  The  Rev. 
Josafat  Curti  was  the  preacher  and  the  attendance  was  so  great  that  the  Chapel  was  too 
small  for  the  number  of  people  who  were  present. 

We  want  to  thank  the  support  of  the  local  churches.  We  keep  visiting  the  local  churches 
over  the  conference  and  the  response  to  the  need  of  our  people  is  fantastic. 

Each  Sunday  our  gathering  starts  at  10:45  a.m.  with  the  worship  service  and  continues 
with  a  coffee  hour  that  usually  finishes  by  2:00  p.m.,  after  having  a  good  time  talking  and 
solving  many  problems  or  simply  celebrating  a  family  event  such  as  a  birthday  or  a 
wedding  anniversary. 

It  is  our  hope  that  through  God  the  bridge  of  love  and  service  may  continue  to  grow  and 
through  that  bridge  a  number  of  persons  may  reach  complete  salvation.

Hughes  Center  located  in  the  Eden  Park  area  of  Baton  Rouge  is  The  United  Methodist 
Church  at  work  in  a  deprived  area.  With  the  help  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  The  National 
Division,  Local  Churches,  and  individual  contributions,  we  are  able  to  operate  a  day  care 
center,  a  senior  citizens  program,  a  summer  recreation  program  and  help  for  persons  in 
need  of  food,  clothing  and  housing. 

Our  senior  citizens  program  is  in  great  need  of  expansion  because  we  are  only  able  to 
accommodate  twenty-five  persons  in  this  program. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  all  who  have  supported  Hughes  Center  in  the  past  years  and 
your  continued  support  will  be  appreciated. 

Lafon  Home 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  can  remember  when,  in  1975,  at  the  end  of  a  $50,000.00 
renovation  program  designed  to  meet  Fire  Marshal  requirements  to  satisfy  the  minimum 
standards  of  the  Life  Safety  Code  that  a  campaign  was  launched  to  rebuild  the  only  nursing 
home  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Approximately  one  year  and  four  months  later,  January 
15,  1977  the  regional  office  of  Health  and  Welfare,  in  Dallas,  Texas  announced  the  home 
would  be  officially  closed  as  of  January  31. 

We  have  been  at  work  ever  since  trying  to  get  the  institution  rebuilt.  Since  December,  1980 
we  have  had  an  application  filed  with  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  (FHA)  and 
Urban  Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  through  the  city  of  New  Orleans  requesting 
$1,400,000.00  and  $400, 000.00  respectively  for  rebuilding  purposes. 

During  the  month  of  November,  1981  several  of  the  Board  members,  our  beloved  Bishop  J. 
K.  Shamblin,  Dr.  W.  D.  Boddie,  ex-officio  on  whose  district  the  project  is  located  and  I  wrote 
to  every  congressman  and  congresswoman  from  Louisiana,  and  this  proved  to  be  the 
turning  point  for  us.  Since  then  things  have  been  happening  in  our  favor. 

Today  is  April  1, 1982  and  it  is  within  this  first  week  of  the  month  that  I  am  to  get  a  final 
commitment  from  the  Federal  Housing  Administration,  Washington,  D.C.  on  the  funding 
for  the  rebuilding  of  the  Lafon  Home.

St.  Mark's  Community  Center 

St.  Mark's  Community  Center  was  established  in  1909  by  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  Board  of  Missions,  Methodist  Church,  U.S.A.,  as  part  of  a  nationwide  movement  to 
establish  community  centers  in  high  poverty  areas  around  the  country.  Today  St.  Mark's 
has  a  staff  of  over  50  persons,  operates  on  an  annual  budget  of  approximately  one  million 
dollars,  and  maintains  four  program  divisions  serving  an  average  of  400  persons  each  day. 
PROGRAMS 

Existing  since  1909,  RECREATION  is  the  oldest  program  at  St.  Mark's  serving 
approximately  150  young  people  daily  through  year  round  recreational  activities  including 
physical  education,  team  sports,  swimming,  music  and  dance  groups,  arts  and  crafts,  field 
trips,  tutoring  sessions,  and  special  interest. 

ST.  MARK'S  STREET  ACADEMY  is  an  alternative  junior  high  school  for  75  young  people 
who  have  dropped  out  or  been  put  out  of  traditional  schools.  SMS  A  offers  individualized 
instruction  and  attention  within  the  structure  of  the  Workshop  Way  curriculum  approach. 
Upon  graduation  from  SMSA,  students  return  to  the  public  schools  to  complete  their  high 
school  education. 

CHILD  CARE  RESOURCE  SERVICE  pursues  the  goal  of  quality  care,  education,  and 
developmental  guidance  for  young  children  through  8  components,  including:  the  in-house 
Day  Care  Training,  for  36  new  child  care  workers  each  year  through  the  Center's  accredited 
11  month  program  in  Early  Childhood  Education;  Community  Training;  Teacher  Resource 
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Service,  a  materials  warehouse;  St.  Mark's  Community  Day  Care  Center;  the  Substitute 
Teacher  Referral  Service:  Counseling  for  Adolescent  Mothers;  Child  Advocacy;  and 
Information  and  Referral. 

CAMP  ST.  MARK'S  offers  23  acres  of  wooded  and  clear  land  in  Covington,  Louisiana,  for 
year-round  recreational  activities.  The  Camp's  facilities  are  used  by  each  of  the  Center's 
programs  and  other  church  and  community  groups. 

Board  Of  Higher  Education  And  Campus  Ministry 

The  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  has  responded  to  the 
challenge  of  the  church  to  enlarge  its  scope  of  concern  in  higher  education.  In  its  efforts  to 
minister  to  Centenary  College,  Dillard  University,  the  Campus  Ministry  through  the  Wesley 
Foundation  programs,  and  to  the  state  in  its  legislative  process  related  to  higher  education, 
the  Board  has  adopted  the  following  structure  to  accomplish  its  work.  There  are  28 
members  on  the  Board  and  they  are  divided  into  the  following  work  committees:  Finance, 
Legal,  Student  Relations,  Personnel,  and  Program  and  Interpretation. 

The  support  of  the  conference  for  the  various  concerns  in  higher  education  has  been 
excellent.  During  1981  the  churches  of  the  conference  gave  a  total  of  $924,997,  or  about  92% 
of  the  conference  askings,  to  the  following:  Centenary  College,  Wesley  Foundation  Campus 
Ministries,  Ministerial  Education  Fund,  Black  College  Fund,  Educational  Priorities,  and 
the  United  Methodist  Student  Dav  Offering.  Also  receiving  support  from  these  funds  are  St. 
Paul  School  of  Theology,  S.M.U.,  Dillard  University,  and  Lydia  Patterson  School. 
Comparing  1981  to  1980,  there  was  an  overall  increase  of  8.8%  in  support  which  compensated 
for  the  effect  of  inflation.  Only  the  Black  College  Fund,  of  which  Dillard  University  receives 
a  major  portion,  did  not  reflect  an  increase  in  support.  The  per  capita  giving  of  the 
conference  in  1981  was  $6.71,  which  is  among  the  highest  in  conference  support  in  United 
Methodism. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  asking  for  1983  for  Centenary  College  be  $400,000  and  for 
Wesley  Foundation  Campus  Ministries  $380,000.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminstration 
has  given  approval  to  this  recommendation. 

A  Merit  Scholarship  of  $500  will  be  awarded  at  this  session  of  Annual  Conference  to  a  Unit- 
ed Methodist  student  who  plans  to  attend  a  United  Methodist  college.  Funds  for  the 
scholarship  come  from  the  United  Methodist  Student  Day  Offering.  All  pastors  have  been 
notified  about  the  scholarship  and  were  given  directions  for  application. 

The  Board  has  cooperated  with  the  Wesley  Foundation  Study  Committee  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  in  the  study  that  was  made  this  past  year.  A  joint  report  will  be 
made  on  the  study  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

There  are  some  major  concerns  that  have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board  this  past 
year  and  continue  to  be  on  our  agenda  for  action.  There  is  the  need  to  find  additional 
financial  support  for  capital  improvements  on  the  nine  existing  Wesley  Foundation  centers. 
The  present  level  of  financial  support  of  the  conference  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  capital 
improvement  demands. 

The  need  to  establish  guidelines  for  campus  ministers'  appointments  and  salary  support 
is  urgent.  It  is  the  concern  of  the  Board  that  a  minister  desiring  to  enter  the  campus 
ministry  should  no  longer  be  faced  with  the  possibility  of  being  penalized  for  answering  the 
call  to  this  special  ministry.  The  Board  is  making  every  effort  it  can  to  upgrade  the  quality 
of  ministry  on  our  campuses  and  to  secure  the  greatest  return  for  our  investment  of  time 
and  talent. 

The  development  of  ecumenical  ministries  as  a  means  of  increasing  our  outreach  on  the 
campuses  of  the  colleges  and  universities  of  our  state  continues  to  be  important.  Already  we 
are  involved  in  ecumenical  ministries  on  four  campuses,  are  presently  studying  the  forma- 
tion of  others  on  two  additional  campuses.  At  McNeese  the  existing  Wesley  Foundation  is 
studying  the  possibility  of  an  ecumenical  program. 

The  role  of  the  local  church  Coordinator  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  and 
how  the  Board  can  assist  the  local  church  in  this  area  is  of  major  importance.  This  is  a  most 
important  link  between  the  local  church  and  the  campus  as  it  seeks  to  minister  to  its  church 
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members  enrolled  in  college.  The  local  church  has  been  guilty  of  neglect  of  its  ministry  to 
this  important  segment  of  the  local  church,  the  college  student.  Very  little  effort  has  been 
made  by  local  churches  and  pastors  to  inform  campus  ministers  of  the  presence  of  their 
students  on  campus.  Without  this  information  from  the  local  church  it  is  difficult  for  the 
campus  minister  to  locate  these  students.  The  Conference  UMW  has  agreed  to  assist  the 
Board  in  developing  this  missing  link  of  ministry. 

The  Board  has  been  cooperating  with  leaders  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  in  planning 
a  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  Event  for  October  20-22,  1982,  to  be  held  at  St. 
Paul  School  of  Theology.  For  the  first  time  College  Church  Relation  personnel  will  come 
together  with  Campus  Ministers  and  members  of  Conference  Boards  of  Higher  Education 
and  Campus  Ministry  for  interchange  and  for  special  study  in  a  variety  of  workshops  to  be 
offered.

Centenary  College 

Not  long  after  arriving  at  Centenary  College,  I  requested  a  special  session  of  Annual 
Conference.  That  request  was  granted  by  Bishop  Shamblin.  I  described  a  memory  that  was 
burned  into  my  psyche,  from  the  "old  days,"  when  I  was  captain  of  a  ship;  once,  the  ship 
was  lost  in  a  fog,  groping  in  the  darkness.  I  went  on  to  say  that  now,  as  the  captain  of  another 
ship  called  Centenary,  I  felt  much  the  same  way. 

Well,  after  four  years  of  hard  work  by  many,  many  people  —  and  not  least  the  men  and 
women  of  the  Conference  —  fiscal  year  1980-81,  along  with  the  fall  enrollment  for  1982,  have 
seen  the  lifting  of  that  fog,  bringing  Centenary  into  a  new  day.  The  signs  are  obvious : 

A.  Financial:  The  promise  made  in  1977  to  balance  the  budget  was  again  kept.  The 
annual  drive,  the  Great  Teachers  Scholars  Fund,  brought  in  the  best  response  in  its 
history  —  $720,000.  At  the  same  time  $2  million  was  added  to  the  endowment  of  the 
College.  The  Centenary  Church  Council  set  a  goal  of  ninety  new  scholarships  from 
churches  or  church-related  groups  or  laity,  as  part  of  the  new  emphasis  in  response  to 
the  federal  budget  cuts  in  both  the  grant  and  loan  programs:  the  fiscal  year  saw  some 
28  new  scholarships  established. 

Even  though  we  might  say  the  fog  has  lifted,  it  has  lifted  to  reveal  a  challenging 
future.  If  the  College's  budget  continues  to  grow  at  the  present  rate,  in  five  years  the 
budget  for  the  College  might  be  well  over  $14  million.  But  the  budget  must  continue  to 
be  balanced,  the  endowment  must  continue  to  grow,  and  the  establishment  of  new 
scholarships  will  continue  to  be  a  high  priority. 

B.  Enrollment:  In  1977,  not  only  was  Centenary  suffering  from  financial  worries,  but 
enrollment  had  dropped.  But  registration  day,  1981,  was  a  watermark:  the  optimum 
enrollment  of  1,200  students  was  reached.  This  enables  the  College  to  maximize  its 
resources,  yet  maintain  that  atmosphere  of  being  a  small  liberal  arts  college  with 
strong  emphasis  on  personal  and  value-centered  education. 

C.  Academics:  Centenary  has  a  long  and  rich  tradition  for  academic  excellence;  and 
that  continues.  The  average  ACT  score  at  Centenary  is  21.07,  while  the  national 
average  is  18.5,  and  the  Louisiana  average  is  16.9.  Centenary  offers  B.A.  and  B.S. 
degrees  in  34  major  areas  of  study  and  master  degrees  in  business  and  education. 
Ph.D.  or  terminal  degrees  are  held  by  71  percent  of  the  faculty. 

D.  Church:  Centenary  is  a  church-related  college,  and  that  relationship  has  gained  new 
strength.  The  Centenary  Church  Council  created  in  1980,  further  deepens  the  ties 
between  Centenary  and  the  Churches.  It  is  an  advisory  group  consisting  of  Bishop 
Shamblin,  President  Webb,  the  nine  District  Superintendents,  one  clergy  and  two  lay 
persons  from  each  district.  They  have  established  three  major  areas  of  concern: 
student  recruitment,  scholarship  development,  and  continuing  education. 

E.  Alumni:  The  alumni  of  the  College  continue  to  be  a  significant  force.  In  fact,  a  rather 
dramatic  increase  in  alumni  giving  resulted  in  Centenary's  being  named  a  finalist  in 
the  U.S.  Steel  Alumni  Giving  Competition.  A  new  program  has  been  started,  the  class 
agent  system,  which  hopefully  will  result  in  greater  alumni  involvement. 
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F .       Beautification :  The  campus  itself  is  a  significant  resource  for  Centenary. 

A  campus  improvement  program  has  begun,  which  is  beautifying  the  college,  and 

raising  endowed  funds  to  ensure  its  continued  loveliness. 

It  has  been  a  significant  time  in  the  life  of  Centenary  College:  a  lifting  of  the  fog  which  has 

brought  a  new  day.  But  new  days  bring  with  them  new  challenges,  some  more  pressing  than 

those  already  faced.  Over  its  long  history,  the  College  has  found  those  who  are  willing  to 

respond  when  called  on,  and  we  are  confident  it  will  be  so  now.

Dillard  University 

Once  again,  Dillard  University  is  delighted  to  report  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry  that  this  conference  year  has  been  a  good  one  on  a  number 
of  fronts.  Dillard  has  made  strides  in  terms  at  academics,  enrollment,  finances,  and  in 
intellectual  growth  and  stimulation. 

The  University  again  saw  an  increase  in  enrollment  and  a  higher  elevation  in  the  quality 
of  its  faculty.  It  saw  a  renaissance  in  art  and  the  initiation  of  a  Spring  Lecture  Series  that 
featured  noted  lecturers  and  authors.  Dillard  received  a  substantial  grant  from  the  federal 
government's  Strengthening  Developing  Institutions  Program  (SDIP)  and  a  number  of 
unrestricted  grants  from  private  sources.  In  addition,  the  University  launched  the  first 
capital  funds  campaign  in  its  history. 

As  you  know,  many  colleges  and  universities,  especially  in  the  private  or  independent 
sector,  are  suffering  declining  enrollments.  However,  Dillard  has  been  fortunate. 
Enrollment  is  up  by  19  per  cent  this  year.  Students  come  from  35  states  and  8  foreign 
territories. 

In  the  academic  arena,  the  Division  of  Nursing,  after  undertaking  the  very  tedious  and 
challenging  task  of  doing  a  self-study  in  preparation  for  continuing  national  accreditation, 
was  granted  continuance  of  full  accreditation  of  the  Nursing  Program  for  eight  more  years. 
This  eight-year  period  represents  the  maximum  number  of  years  that  a  program  can  be 
granted  accreditation  before  the  next  scheduled  visit  is  required.  The  Division  of  Nursing 
has  held  national  accreditation  since  1952,  when  it  became  the  first  collegiate  program  in 
Louisiana  to  be  so  recognized. 

Indicative  of  the  success  the  Nursing  Program  is  experiencing  is  the  report  from  the  state 
of  Louisiana  that  all  of  the  Dillard  nursing  graduates  who  took  the  State  Board  of  Nursing 
Examination  in  Louisiana  passed  the  examination.  That's  100  per  cent  passing! 

The  quality  of  the  faculty  continues  to  improve.  A  recent  study  of  the  professional  training 
of  the  faculty  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  disciplines  indicates  that  more  than  65  per  cent 
hold  the  doctorate  in  their  respective  disciplines. 

This  year,  the  university  has  made  an  effort  to  enhance  instruction  in  international 
affairs.  Dillard  is  one  of  five  universities  participating  in  the  United  States  Department  of 
State  Diplomat-in-Residence  Program.  Roy  Haverkamp,  a  career  diplomat  who  has  served 
in  Asia,  Europe  and  as  deputy  chief  of  mission  in  Kingston,  is  the  visiting  diplomat-in- 
residence.  He  lectures,  conducts  classes,  and  serves  as  an  advisor  to  students  who  are 
interested  in  international  affairs.  Last  summer,  two  faculty  members  traveled  to  West 
Africa  as  part  of  the  Louisiana  Consortium  for  International  Studies.  They  returned  with  a 
wealth  of  insight  into  life  on  the  African  continent  and  they  have  shared  their  experiences 
with  the  University  community. 

During  the  past  few  years,  there  has  been  a  resurgence  of  interest  and  activity  in  art  at 
Dillard.  This  renaissance  has  manifested  itself  with  the  University's  sponsoring  major  art 
exhibitions.  Last  semester,  Dillard  faculty,  staff,  students,  and  alumni  participated  in  an 
open  air  exhibition  at  the  French  Market  Promenade  in  the  French  Quarter.  The  University 
also  sponsored  an  exhibition  of  the  architectural  designs  of  Mr.  John  Louis  Wilson.  Mr. 
Wilson,  FAIA,  is  a  1919  graduate  of  Dillard  and  was  the  first  black  to  graduate  from 
Columbia  University  School  of  Architecture. 

This  year's  Spring  Arts  Festival  represented  a  concerted  effort  to  enhance  the 
intellectuality  of  campus  life.  The  festival  has  thus  far  featured  exhibitions  of  the  works  of

internationally-acclaimed  artist  Phillip  Lindsay  Mason,  noted  wild  fowl  carving  artist 
Charles  Hutchinson,  Dillard  graduating  seniors,  New  Orleans  Public  School  teachers  and 
students,  Dillard  art  teacher  Leander  Canady,  as  well  as  Jamaican  and  African  Art. 

The  Spring  Lecture  Series  has  featured  Phillip  Lindsay  Mason,  Ernest  Gaines,  author  of 
The  Autobiography  of  Miss  Jane  Pittman,  and  literary  critic  and  author  Blyden  Jackson. 
Also  scheduled  to  lecture  is  the  above-mentioned  diplomat,  Roy  Haverkamp. 

Of  note  in  the  financial  area  is  the  fact  that  Dillard's  application  for  the  SDIP  grant 
ranked  14th  out  of  a  field  of  some  300  submitted  by  institutions  of  higher  learning.  The 
University  was  awarded  $2  %  million  over  a  three-year  period  to  enhance  its  continued 
development  as  an  institution  of  higher  learning.  Emphasis  is  on  strengthening  the 
academic  program  and  continued  development  of  an  integrated  student  life  program. 

Also,  Dillard  was  one  of  five  institutions  awarded  a  $375,000  Kenan  Grant  to  strengthen 
instruction  in  mathematics  and  computer  science.  Through  the  grant,  Dillard  will  strive  to 
raise  the  level  of  mathematical  competence  of  all  students,  irrespective  of  their  majors. 

We  must  note  that  the  University  continues  to  be  concerned  about  the  impact  of 
"Reaganomics"  on  Dillard  and  all  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

In  terms  of  the  promise  of  American  life  and  the  deep  beauty  and  nobility  of  the  American 
Dream,  the  proposed  further  cuts  in  federal  student  aid  would  be  disastrous.  All  colleges 
and  universities  would  be  adversely  affected  —  rich  and  poor,  black  and  white,  public  and 
independent,  large  and  small. 

Equality  of  educational  opportunity,  like  other  forms  of  equality,  is  at  the  very  heart  of 
the  American  Creed  and  Commitment.  The  American  tradition  and  moral  ideal,  at  their 
best,  cannot  tolerate  financial  barriers  standing  in  the  way  of  the  desire  for  and  the  pursuit 
of  higher  education  if  the  individual  has  the  talent,  self -discipline,  determination,  and 
commitment.  Higher  education  is  the  key  to  a  better  life.  Indeed,  higher  education  is  the  key 
to  the  Good  Life.  Man  was  made  not  only  for  life,  but  the  Good  Life. 

As  has  been  stated  on  many  occasions,  the  cooperative  and  supportive  interest  of  the 
Conference  means  a  great  deal  to  Dillard.  We  appreciate  your  efforts  and  concern  for  the 
enhancement  of  Dillard  as  a  viable  institution.

Board  Of  Ordained  Ministry 

In  order  to  do  its  work  effectively,  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry 
is  organized  into  committees  and  subcommittees.  Every  member  of  the  Board  is  a  member 
of  one  committee  and  one  subcommittee.  What  follows,  then,  are  recommendations  made 
by  committees  and/or  subcommittees  and  adopted  by  the  full  Board. 

Committee  On  Ministerial  Training  And  Orders 

Two  proposals  suggested  by  this  committee  have  been  adopted  this  year  by  the  full  Board. 
One  concerns  the  procedure  by  which  the  Board  will  deal  with  ministers  from  other 
denominations  who  desire  to  become  United  Methodist  ministers.  Any  such  person  making 
request  to  the  Board  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations.  This 
committee  will  receive  the  credentials  of  the  minister,  send  the  appropriate  documents  to 
the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  for  evaluation,  and  then  refer  the 
candidate  to  either  the  Committee  on  Local  Pastors  of  our  Board,  or  the  Committee  on 
Ministerial  Training  and  Orders,  whichever  has  jurisdiction. 

The  other  proposal  deals  with  the  procedure  by  which  students  enrolled  in  seminary  may 
receive  financial  assistance  from  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  of  the  Conference.  In 
order  to  receive  such  assistance : 

1)  students  must  be  enrolled  in  the  candidacy  program  from  the  Louisiana  Conference 

2)  they  must  be  properly  enrolled  in  a  United  Methodist  Seminary  or  other  theological 
school  properly  certified  by  the  University  Senate  of  our  church 

3)  they  must  be  working  toward  their  basic  seminary  degree 

4)  they  may  not  receive  financial  assistance  for  more  than  six  (6)  semesters  of  seminary 
work  or  an  equivalent 

5)  students  must  request  financial  assistance  through  the  registrar  of  the  Committee  on 
Ministerial  Training  and  Orders  of  the  Board  (William  Peeples,  P.O.  Box  118, 
Bastrop,  LA  71220)  using  a  card  which  they  may  secure  from  their  District 
Superintendent  and  which  must  be  validated  by  the  registrar  of  the  school  where  they 
are  enrolled  before  it  is  sent  to  the  registrar  of  the  committee.  Such  validated 
requests  will  be  honored  and  financial  assistance  granted. 

This  committee  has  also  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  sponsor 
training  experiences  for  District  committees  on  the  ministry  to  be  held  during  the  1982-83 
conference  year.  A  task  group  from  the  Board  has  been  appointed  to  make 
recommendations  concerning  such  training.

Subcommittee  On  Caring  And  Counselling 

The  Subcommittee  on  Caring  and  Counselling  makes  the  following  recommendations  to 
the  1982  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference: 

1.  That  every  district  conduct  a  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  for  the  ministers  within  their 
district  in  order  to  provide  greater  spiritual  and  moral  support  for  their  ministry. 

2.  That  all  1983  Retirees  attend  the  Pre-Retirement  Counselling  Seminar,  to  be  held 
April  22, 1983. 

3.  That  all  clergy  send  in  their  "Spiritual  Life  Bank  Request  Form"  by  September  1, 
1982,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so. 

4.  If  you  are  insured  through  the  Conference  Insurance  Program,  $16  per  visit  is  paid.  A 
$50  deductible  fee  must  be  paid  once  per  calendar  year  per  family  member  that 
receives  counseling.  Psychologists  referred  by  a  Medical  Doctor  (M.D.)  and 
Psychiatrists  are  eligible  to  receive  fees  through  this  service.

Subcommittee  On  Counselling  Elders 

The  subcommittee  makes  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  only  local  pastors  who  have  not  completed  their  educational  requirements  be 
assigned  a  Counselling  Elder. 

2.  In  order  to  establish  guidelines  for  clarity  of  Paragraph  411  of  the  1980  Discipline  we 
recommend  that  each  D.S.  submit  five  names  in  the  District  to  serve  as  Counselling 
Elders.  The  D.S.  would  then  assign  each  local  pastor  to  one  of  these  five  C.E.'s. 
Training  for  all  C.E.'s  will  continue  to  be  under  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry.  We 
suggest  that  recently  retired  ministers  might  serve  admirably  in  this  capacity,  and 
the  D.S.  might  find  money  in  District  funds  to  provide  expense  money  for  the  first  two 
years. 

3.  That  travel  expenses,  at  the  Conference  rate,  be  paid  to  the  Counselling  Elders  as 
suggested  in  Paragraph  411  (1980  Discipline),  to  be  implemented  June  1, 1982.

Board  Of  Pensions 

A.  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund  (MRPF) 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  funded  annuity  rate  for  1983  be  set  at  $165  per  service  year.  Benefits  to 
surviving  spouses  of  ministers  shall  be  70%  of  the  annuity  rate. 

2.  That  there  be  apportioned  to  the  charges  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  the 
amount  of  $650,000  to  be  pro-rated  on  the  Conference  Decimal,  and  adjusted  by  the 
Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  with  the  help  of  the  District  Superintendents  and  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  so  that  there  will 
not  be  an  undue  burden  on  the  small  church. 

3.  That  payments  for  past  service  liability  (prior  to  1982)  be  established  on  the  basis  of  a 
20  year  amortization  and  that  the  1983  payment  be  set  at  $1,126,034  to  be  funded  as 
follows : 

Conference  Apportionments $650,000 

Interest  income  from  Woolworth  Foundation, 
Pension  Crusade  Funds,  etc $476,034 

4.  In  the  event  that  a  church  is  delinquent  in  its  apportioned  pension  payment,  the 
amount  shall  be  charged  against  the  annuity  account  of  the  minister  serving  at  the 
time  of  such  delinquency  and  shall  be  deducted  from  his/her  annuity  claim  at  the  time 
of  that  minister's  retirement  or  prior  decease.  Ministers  who  have  claims  against 
their  pension  credits  because  of  non-payment  for  service  in  prior  years  may  pay  the 
rate  due  during  those  years,  plus  6Vfe%  interest  compounded  annually,  and,  upon 
payment  in  tun,  shall  be  eligible  for  pension  credit  and  benefits  for  those  years  of 
service. 
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B.  The  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  (MPP) 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  participants  shall  all  be  ministerial  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference,  and  local  pastors  under  episcopal  appointment  to  a  charge 

2.  That  Participants  Plan  Compensation  is  the  sum  of:  Cash  salary  received  from 
church-related  sources;  Housing  Allowance,  or  when  a  parsonage  is  provided,  20%  of 
the  cash  salary  as  the  approximate  value  of  that  parsonage  and  any  tax  deferred 
annuity  contribution  paid  during  the  year  under  any  tax  deferred  annuity  program. 

3.  That  the  church's  contribution  base  be  set  at  12%  of  the  Denominational  Average 
Compensation  (DAC)  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  (1982 
DAC  is  $16,776).  However,  if  a  participant's  compensation  falls  below  the  DAC,  the 
participant's  salary  paying  unit  shall  pay  12%  of  actual  compensation  and  the  CPP 
shall  make  a  special  allocation  so  that  the  contribution  credits  will  be  based  on  the 
DAC. 

4.  Contributions  for  each  participant  shall  be  paid  directly  by  the  Paying  Unit  to  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions,  1200  Davis  Street,  Evanston,  IL  60201. 

5.  Any  local  church  that  becomes  delinquent  in  payment  will  have  until  September  20th 
of  the  following  year  to  satisfy  payments. 

6.  Participants  shall  contribute  3%  of  Plan  Compensation  to  the  MPP  on  a  regular  basis 
with  remittances  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  This  may  be  done 
in  either  of  two  ways : 

a.  The  minister  may  send  his  personal  check,  along  with  General  Board  remittance 
form,  directed  to  his  regular  annuity  account  as  a  tax  deductible  contribution. 

b.  The  minister  may  have  his  employer  make  direct  deposits  (up  to  15%  of  cash 
salary)  in  a  tax-deferred  annuity  account,  in  accordance  with  Federal  Govern- 
ment regulations  (Further  information  concerning  the  tax  deferred  deposit  plan 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  Rev.  Wayne  L.  Bondurant,  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  1200  Davis  St.,  Evanston,  IL  60201. 

C.  The  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  (CPP) 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  participants  shall  all  be  ministerial  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference, and  local  pastors  under  episcopal  appointment,  who  are  receiving  at  least 
the  equivalent  of  the  Conference,  equitable  salary.  Part-time  ministers,  probationary 
members  appointed  to  attend  school,  and  certain  members  on  sabbatical  leave  may 
become  participants  under  special  arrangements. 

2.  That  the  churches  contribute,  on  behalf  of  each  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  4.4% 
of  the  actual  compensation  plus  20%  housing  up  to  DAC  maximum  and  make  remit- 
tances directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  in  conjunction  with  MPP  payments. 

3.  Disability  benefits: 

a.  A  monthly  disability  benefit  will  be  payable  to  participants  equal  to  40%  of  the 
DAC. 

b.  The  church  contribution  to  the  MPP  on  behalf  of  the  participant  will  be  continued 
from  the  CPP. 

4.  The  Death  Benefit  Program  (DBP)  Plan  C  shall  be  continued  and  will  be  funded 
through  an  addition  to  the  H.M.E.P.  This  supplement  to  the  CPP  provides  the 
following  benefits : 

a.  Minister  —  The  benefit  is  225%  of  the  DAC  ($37,746  for  1982)  if  death  occurs  before 
age  47,  decreasing  7  1/2%  annually  to  no  less  than  60%  of  the  DA  at  age  68  and 
remaining  thus  until  retirement.  At  retirement  the  benefit  becomes  30%  of  DAC 
($5,032.80  for  1982). 

b.  Spouse  —  Coverage  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  spouse  (minister  surviving)  is 
15%  of  the  DAC  ($2,516.40  for  1982).  This  applies  to  both  active  and  retired.  In  the 
event  of  the  death  of  a  surviving  spouse  the  beneficiary  receives  10%  of  the  DAC. 

c.  Children  —  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  child  who  is  at  least  14  days  of  age  and  less 
than  18  years,  the  participant  receives  $1,500. 
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d.  Other  dependent  benefits  —  Information  for  children's  educational  and/or 
disability  benefits  may  be  obtained  from  Dr.  J.  J.  Caraway,  Conference  Director 
of  Financial  Affairs,  P.O.  Box  3057,  Baton  Rouge,  LA  70821. 
D.  Hospitalization  and  Medical  Expense  Program  (HMEP) 

1 .  Benefits  —  a  resume  of  Group  Policy  No.  GA466300C 

a.  After  a  deductible  of  $50  per  person,  per  year,  80%  of  the  medical  expenses  covered 
by  policy  will  be  paid. 

b.  After  a  $50  deductible  per  person,  per  year,  100%  of  the  first  $500  of  hospitalization 
will  be  paid. 

c.  After  you  are  required  to  pay  $500  of  out-of-pocket  expenses  for  covered  medical 
expenses  by  you  or  your  dependent,  or  $1,500  for  insured  members  of  your  family, 
during  a  calendar  year,  100%  of  such  medical  expenses  covered  by  policy  will  be 
paid.  This  does  not  apply  to  those  over  age  65  because  of  the  structure  of  Medicare 
and  HMEP. 

d.  Where  there  is  no  hospital  confinement,  for  mental  or  nervous  disorders  (any 
social  maladjustment  —  occupational,  marital,  dyssocial  or  others  —  without 
manifest  psychiatric  disorder  is  not  a  mental  or  nervous  disorder)  the  amount  of 
the  physician's  and  psychologist's  charges  included  as  covered  medical  expenses 
will  be  limited  to  $20  a  visit  and  the  number  of  visits  for  both  during  a  calendar 
year  will  be  limited  to  50. 

e.  The  maximum  benefit  is  $500,000  for  the  insured  and  each  dependent.  However,  up 
to  $1,000  of  the  maximum  will  be  restored  automatically  each  January  1. 

2.  Premium  for  the  period  January  1, 1982-December  31, 1982 

a.  Under  65 

Minister  or  Employee:  $   671.28  annually;  $55.94  monthly 

Spouse  with  or 

without  children :  1,139.69  annually ;  94.93  monthly 

Dependent  child :  348.60  annually ;  29.05  monthly 

b.  Over  65 

Minister :  $390.72  annually ;  $32.56  monthly 

Spouse :  390.72  annually;  32.56  monthly 

3.  All  participants  over  age  65  must  enroll  in  Medicare  and  Medicaid  (where  applicable) 
in  order  to  obtain  Conference  HMEP  benefits. 

4.  Reporting  HMEP  Claims :  Only  one  First  Notice  of  Claim  (per  person)  should  be  sent, 
each  calendar  year,  to  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company,  New  Orleans,  LA. 
Travelers  request  that  claims  be  filed  at  least  quarterly  and  not  held  until  the  end  of  a 
year. 

5.  Cancellation  of  HMEP:  Should  a  member  of  the  plan  become  3  months  in  arrears  on 
payment  of  premiums  his/her  coverage  will  be  discontinued  and  they  shall  be  notified 
by  mail.  Reinstatement  will  not  be  permitted  for  one  full  year,  at  which  time  payment 
for  the  amount  in  arrears  plus  1  month  payment  in  advance  must  be  remitted.  Also, 
participants  who  have  been  discontinued  for  non-payment  may  not  be  reinstated 
without  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Pensions,  and  the  filing  of  a  current  medical  report  (a  participant  should  be  aware 
that  such  a  report  might  deprive  him/her  of  coverage  for  certain  existing  ailments,  or 
may  even  make  him/her  ineligible  for  reinstatement  into  the  program  altogether) . 

6.  Recommendations: 

a.  That  the  local  church  pay  one-half  and  the  minister  pay  one-half  of  the  HMEP 
premiums.  Remittances  shall  be  sent  monthly,  or  quarterly,  in  advance  to  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions . 

b.  A  church  may  assume  full  HMEP  premium  costs  as  a  tax-exempt  benefit  for  the 
minister. 

c.  That  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  withhold  from  annuity  checks 
the  monthly  premium  rate  for  annuitants  enrolled  in  HMEP,  but  no  annuitant  shall 
receive  less  pension  payment  than  the  prior  year.

C.  utner  Matters 

1.  Resolution  Relating  to  Rental/Housing  Allowances  For  Retired  Ministers  of  This 
Conference. 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  the  United  Methodist  Church  has 
the  functions  through  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a  parsonage 
or  a  rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained 
or  licensed  ministers ;  and 

WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of  The  United 
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Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid  to  said 
retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of  previous,  active  service; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Inernal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance 
for  retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Conference ; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED : 

a.  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  for  the  current  year  be 
and  is  hereby  designated  as  a  rental/housing  allowance  for  each  retired  ordained 
or  licensed  minister  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  who  is  or  was  a  member  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement. 

b.  The  pension  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies  shall  be  the 
pension  payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired  ordained  or  licensed 
minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church,  Annual  Conference  or  insti- 
tution of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  or  of  any  former  denomination  that  is  now 
a  part  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired  minister's  pension. 

NOTE: 

The  rental/housing  allowance  which  may  be  excluded  from  a  minister's  gross  income 
is  limited  to  the  lesser  of  (1)  the  amount  of  the  rental/housing  allowance  designated 
by  the  minister's  employer  or  other  appropriate  body,  (2)  the  amount  actually  ex- 
pended by  the  minister  to  provide  his  or  her  housing  provided.  As  specified  in  Rev. 
Rul.  71-280, 1971  C.B.  92,  "the  only  amount  that  will  qualify  for  exclusion  under  section 
107  (2)  of  the  Code  as  a  'rental  allowance'  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  fair  rental  value  of 
the  home,  including  furnishings  and  appurtenances  such  as  a  garage,  plus  the  cost  of 
utilities." 

2.  We  recommend  that  all  Retirees  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  Conference  HMEP,  unless 
they  are  enrolled  in  another  adequate  Health  Insurance  Program.  Those  in  other 
programs  shall  submit  written  evidence  of  adequate  coverages  to  this  Board. 

3.  The  benefits  listed  in  this  report  relating  to  MRPF,  MPP,  CPP  and  HMEP,  are  a 
summary  of  the  programs  in  which  this  Conference  participates  through  The  General 
Board  of  Pensions,  and  all  claims  are  subject  to  the  detailed  programs  and  inter- 
pretations of  the  General  Board. 

4.  That  our  Board  of  Pensions  reimburse  (upon  receipt  of  voucher)  the  necessary 
moving  expenses  incurred  by  ministers  when  they  retire,  up  to  a  maximum  amount  of 
$1,500,  and  the  moving  expenses  of  surviving  annuitant(s)  (who  must  vacate  a 
parsonage)  of  a  minister  who  dies  while  in  an  effective,  associate  or  probationary 
relationship,  and  of  a  full-time  Lay  Pastor  under  appointment. 

5.  Early  Retirement  —  If  a  minister  chooses  to  take  early  retirement  on  an  actuarily 
reduced  pension,  as  allowed  under  the  1980  Discipline,  Para.  447.2,  he/she  must 
assume  responsibility  for  the  entire  amount  of  the  HMEP  premiums. 

6.  In  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry,  the  Board  of  Pensions 
requests  that  the  Conference  Director  of  Financial  Affairs  conduct  a  seminar  with  all 
new  Conference  appointees.  This  seminar  will  be  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the 
HMEP,  MPP  and  CPP,  and  to  assist  these  persons  in  completing  all  necessary 
applications.  It  is  further  requested  that  information  regarding  the  Federal  Self- 
Employment  Tax  be  given  by  the  Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  an  appointee  from  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service,  or  other  tax  expert.  We  recommend  that  this  seminar  be 
conducted  in  the  Area  Office  during  the  month  of  August,  1982. 

7.  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  pleased  to  provide  housing  on  the  Centenary  Campus  for 
retirees  and  their  spouses  or  widows.  We  recommend  that  reservation  requests  be 
submitted  to  Centenary  NO  LATER  THAN  April  1.  The  Board  is  not  responsible*for 
any  other  housing  arrangement.  Meals  will  also  be  provided  by  the  Board  in  the 
Centenary  Cafeteria.

The  Louisiana  Conference,  in  regular  session  June,  1978,  authorized  a  Pension  Funding 
Crusade  to  secure  capital  funds  to  insure  meeting  our  pension  responsibilities  and  to 
strengthen  our  pension.  A  goal  of  $2,500,000  was  approved  to  be  raised  in  a  four  year  period 
of  time  (June  1, 1979-May  31, 1983). 

Under  the  inspiring  leadership  of  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin,  the  dedication  of  the 
Special  Task  Force,  the  supportive  efforts  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  and  the  able 
assistance  of  Alton  S.  Miller  of  the  Office  of  Finance  and  Field  Service,  an  intensive 
campaign  was  conducted.  We  rejoiced  at  the  response  as  Laity  and  Clergy  together  led 
Louisiana  United  Methodists  to  resounding  success  and  achievement  exceeding  the 
established  goal. 

Directives  of  the  campaign  call  for  the  reporting  to  the  Conference  the  manner  in  which 
commitments  are  being  honored,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  funds  are  being  handled.  Dr. 
J.  J.  Caraway,  Executive  Secretary  of  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  reports  the 
following:

We  recommend  that  Pension  Crusade  Funds  be  retained  by  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  for  investment  under  policies  determined  by  the  Investment  Committee  of  the 
United  Methodist  Foundation,  and  investments  be  made  by  the  Conference  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs  in  consultation  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Pensions. 

In  keeping  with  the  intent  of  the  Crusade  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the  annuity  rate 
from  $121  in  1979  to  the  $165  recommended  rate  for  1982,  and  at  the  same  time  we  have 
decreased  the  decimal  apportionments  from  $1,000,000  to  the  recommended  $650,000  for 
1983.  In  doing  so  we  have  retained  all  capital  receipts  and  used  only  the  earned  interest  in 
meeting  pension  requirements.  It  is  clearly  evident  that  this  funding  has  enabled  us  to  enter 
the  new  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  in  1982  in  the  fine  manner  and  at  the  high  level  of 
participation  decided  on  at  the  last  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Certificates  of  Appreciation  will  be  presented  to  all  churches  and  ministers  upon 
completion  of  their  stated  pledge  to  this  Crusade.  We  commend  all  churches  and  ministers 
who  have  been  faithful  and  regular  in  payment  of  their  commitments  to  this  fund.  It  is  of 
utmost  importance  that  we  bring  the  same  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  commitment  to  this  last 
year  of  the  campaign  as  was  evidenced  in  the  overwhelming  support  when  it  was  initiated. 
We  urge  each  District  Superintendent  to  make  this  an  item  on  the  agenda  of  the  Charge 
Conference  in  each  church  in  1982. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  complete  our  financial  commitments  to  this  Pension  Funding 
Crusade  and  further  strengthen  our  pension  program.  Every  delegate  to  this  Annual 
Conference  must  carry  the  message  back  to  the  local  church  in  such  a  way  as  to  elicit 
continued  response  to  the  theme  "We  Depended  on  Them  —  They  Depend  On  Us."

Board  Of  Trustees 
Report  No.  1 

The  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  has  faithfully  carried  out  all  actions  of  the  1981 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  in  reference  to  properties,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Board  has 
sent  copies  of  the  resolutions  and  other  information  related  to  them  to  the  respective 
District  Superintendents  in  whose  districts  those  properties  are  located. 

Our  Board  of  Trustees  is  attempting  to  obtain  a  complete  list  of  all  properties  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  which  have  been  abandoned  either  by 
Conference  action  or  by  lack  of  use  over  a  period  of  time  and  is  asking  each  District 
Superintendent  to  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  a  list  of  these 
abandoned  properties.  The  Board  has  compiled  such  a  list  of  properties  that  have  been 
abandoned  by  action  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  from  1964  to  date,  and  is  sending  a 
copy  of  this  list  to  each  District  Superintendent. 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  work  with  our  Bishop  and  the  Conference  Headquarters  Committee  in 
the  construction  of  a  United  Methodist  Building  in  Baton  Rouge.  After  inspection,  the 
building  was  substantially  accepted  on  May  18, 1982,  and  opening  ceremonies  will  be  held  on 
June  19  and  20. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  work  and  the  faithfulness  of  three  trustees  retiring  from  the 
Board  of  this  Annual  Conference.

Board  Of  Trustees 
Report  No.  2 

This  report  supplements  our  report  Number  1  and  is  to  inform  the  Conference  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Board  relative  to  Conference  property,  and  recommendations  thereon. 

During  the  Conference  year,  authorized  by  mail  ballot,  the  President  has  executed* 
mineral  leases  on  property  heretofore  abandoned  by  the  Conference,  the  title  of  which 
reposes  in  this  Board.  Boyd's  Chapel  Church,  in  the  Alexandria  District,  leased  to  Placid  Oil 
Company,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with  a  bonus  payment  of  $208.00  which  was  paid  to  the 
Alexandria  District,  for  use  in  furtherance  of  its  mission  program. 

Also  the  president  was  authorized  by  mail  ballot,  to  enter  into  a  mineral  lease  with  Justiss 
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Oil  Company,  Inc.,  of  the  former  Zoar  Church  property,  located  in  Jackson  Parish, 
Louisiana.  This  lease  paid  a  bonus  of  $200.00,  plus  the  1/6  royalty  and  for  a  term  of  five 
years.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  this  day  authorized  the  ratification  of  both  of  these  leases. 

We  have  continued  to  cooperate  with  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Headquarters 
Building  in  Baton  Rouge,  and  upon  recommendation  of  the  Building  Committee,  several 
weeks  ago,  we  have  accepted  the  job  as  being  complete.  We  understand  that  the  Building 
Committee  continues  work  in  cooperation  with  the  contractor,  on  several  minor  details,  on 
which  there  is  complete  agreement. 

Title  to  the  Headquarters  Building,  like  all  other  Annual  Conference  property,  is  vested  in 
this  Board  of  Trustees  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  2510.1  of  the  Book  of 
Discipline.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Board  has  no  paid  employees,  to  administer  and  look 
after  Conference  property,  we  recommend  that  the  president  of  this  Board  be  authorized  to 
appoint  a  Maintenance  Committee  for  the  Headquarters  Building.  This  committee  would 
have  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  building  and  its  grounds,  the 
procurement  of  adequate  hazard  insurance,  at  all  times,  and  generally,  direct  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  premises.  We  understand  that  all  operating  expenses  and  utilities  of  the 
Headquarters  will  be  paid  by  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

For  the  first  time,  in  many  years,  we  have  received  no  requests  for  abandonment  of 
church  property.  We  presume  that  this  can  be  taken  as  an  indication  that  services  are  being 
held  in  all  of  the  churches  of  the  Conference,  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  support  and 
cooperation  given  us  by  the  District  Superintendents  in  this  connection. 

We  have  worked  in  cooperation  and  harmony,  with  the  attorneys  for  the  successions  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  M.  Bannerman  regarding  the  donation  of  their  home  property  in  the 
City  of  Shreveport,  to  this  Conference.  As  shown  by  the  resolution  which  we  will  present  to 
the  Conference,  in  order  to  more  perfectly  carry  out  the  intent  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bannerman, 
we  are  recommending  that  this  Board  be  authorized  to  transfer  the  title  of  the  property  to 
the  Retired  Ministers  Homes  Board,  Inc.

C.  Reports  Of  Commissions 

Report  Of  The  Commission  On  Archives  And  History 

The  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  has  the  responsibility  of  establishing  a  complete 
record  of  the  conference,  its  agencies  and  institutions,  by  collecting,  preserving,  and 
cataloging  the  official  documents,  minutes,  and  historical  items  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Louisiana.  The  Commission  maintains  two  depositories  where  these  records  are 
stored:  the  Cline  Room  of  Magale  Library  at  Centenary  College  in  Shreveport,  and  The  Will 
W.  Alexander  Library  at  Dillard  University  in  New  Orleans. 
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We  are  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  local  churches  in  the  continuing  task  of 
writing  church  histories  and  forwarding  copies  of  anniversary  programs,  dedications  of 
buildings,  historical  sites,  and  other  important  documents  which  help  to  complete  our 
records.  The  Archivist  reports  greater  use  of  the  archival  materials  which  are  presently 
available. 

A  History  Workshop  was  conducted  by  Dr.  John  Ness  at  the  Trinity  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Ruston,  Louisiana.  Those  in  attendance  received  valuable  information  concern- 
ing the  work  of  the  history  committee  in  the  local  church. 

The  Bicentennial  Committee  is  coordinating  the  Bicentennial  Celebration  of  American 
Methodism  1784-1984  which  will  be  observed  by  the  conference  and  local  churches.  Various 
types  of  activities,  projects,  and  programs  and  other  planning  information  for  this 
celebration  may  be  found  in  the  May  1982  issue  of  the  Interpreter.

Christian  Unity  And  Interreligious  Concerns 

I  pray  for  those  who  believe  in  me  through  their  word  that  they  may  all  be  one;

The  prayer  of  our  Lord  found  in  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  clearly  links  the  church's  unity  to 
its  mission.  Accepting  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  also  means  accepting  and  working  with  other 
persons  and  groups  particularly  those  who  call  him  Lord. 

Part  of  the  work  of  our  Louisiana  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Inter- 
religious Concerns  is  to  reach  out  through  various  ecumenical  agencies  to  find  ways  to  serve 
our  Lord  with  those  Christians  other  than  United  Methodist.  The  ecumenical  agencies 
include  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  The  National  Council  of  Churches,  The  Consultation 
on  Church  Union,  and  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference. 

Another  thrust  is  to  work  with  people  of  other  religions.  In  the  spring,  March  18-20, 1983, 
the  Commission  plans  a  dialogue  with  the  Jewish  Community  in  Louisiana. 

During  the  coming  year,  the  Commission  will  be  reporting  to  the  Conference,  through  the 

Louisiana  Methodist,  the  work  of  these  groups  and  will  be  opening  lines  of  communication 

between  the  leadership  of  our  Conference  and  others  within  the  Methodist  Family  located  in 

the  Louisiana  Area. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  that  each  local  church  obtain  the 

"Guidelines"  for  establishing  the  local  church's  Commission  and  become  active  in  the 
search  for  ways  and  means  search  to  work  with  the  other  churches  of  its  community.

Commission  On  Equitable  Salaries 

The  churches  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  giving  support  to  the  Equitable  Salary 
Fund,  have  made  it  possible  to  give  supplemental  salary  support  to  more  than  twenty 
ministers  who  are  serving  full  time  as  pastors.  For  this  we  are  grateful. 

The  Cabinet  has  continued  to  show  concern  for  the  financial  well  being  of  our  ministers 
and  our  Director  of  Financial  Affairs  has  made  the  payments  on  a  regular  basis.  Our  thanks 
to  them  and  to  the  participating  pastors  for  supplying  us  with  the  necessary  information  to 
allow  us  to  make  the  grants. 

Your  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  understands  its  ministry  to  be  that  of  promoting 
a  better  economic  welfare  for  each  full  time  pastor  whose  income  is  inadequate.  To  do  this, 
we  consider  all  other  income  and  offer  supplemental  aid  to  bring  the  total  income  up  to  the 
equitable  salary  level  that  is  set  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

For  the  Conference  Year  1982-83,  we  recommend: 

A.  That  $14,500  be  the  maximum  level  of  ministerial  support  for  those  who  participate  in 
the  Equitable  Salary  Fund. 
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B.  That  full  time  ministers  as  defined  by  paragraph  438.3a  (The  Book  of  Discipline,  1980) 
participating  in  the  Equitable  Salary  Program,  be  pastors  with  a  work  load  index  of 
at  least  "75."  This  index  is  determined  by  adding:  (1)  Church/Charge  membership, 
(2)  average  attendance  at  principal  worship  service,  and  (3)  average  Sunday  School 
attendance  for  the  year  1981  and  dividing  by  3,  (example:  Church  Membership  — 146: 
Average  attendance  —  59:  average  Sunday  School  attendance  —  51:  thus,  146  +  59  + 
51  =  256. 256  divided  by  3  equals  85  (index). 

C.  That  total  pastoral  support  shall  be  at  least  $5,000  for  the  pastor  to  share  in  the 
Equitable  Salary  Fund.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Cabinet  and  concurrence  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Commission. 

D.  That  the  amount  to  be  provided  by  the  Commission  for  a  pastoral  charge  will  be  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  45%  of  the  amount  the  charge  pays  for  the  pastor's  salary, 
travel  expense  and  utility  allowance. 

E.  That  annual  grants  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  in  monthly 
installments  on  the  basis  of  available  funds  at  the  beginning  of  the  conference  year.  In 
the  event  of  insufficient  funds,  appropriations  shall  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis. 

G.  That  each  church  or  charge,  whose  pastor  receives  support  from  the  Equitable  Salary 
Fund,  is  expected  to  have  a  financial  campaign  such  as  an  ''Every  Member 
Canvass,"  "Pony  Express,"  etc.,  and  shall  strive  to  increase  the  pastor's  support  by 
at  least  5%  per  year  in  order  to  remain  eligible  to  participate  in  the  fund. 

H.  That  in  order  for  a  church  or  charge  to  be  eligible  for  Equitable  Salary  support,  the 
church  must  pay  the  ministerial  items  (Episcopal  Fund,  District  Superintendent's 
Fund,  Pension  Fund,  and  Equitable  Salary  Fund)  in  the  amount  apportioned  by  the 
Conference  CFA,  and  also,  each  church  or  charge  receiving  Equitable  Salary  support 
is  expected  to  strive  to  pay  the  apportioned  amount  for  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolences. 

I.  That  out  of  the  Equitable  Salary  Fund,  the  Commission  pay  one-half  of  the  total 
premium  on  the  Conference  HMEP  insurance  for  full  time  pastors  receiving  less  than 
$10,000  annual  total  income. 

J.  That  each  District  Superintendent  shall  furnish  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on 
Equitable  Salaries,  by  the  opening  date  of  Annual  Conference,  a  list  of  pastors 
receiving  less  than  $14,500  annual  income. 

K.  That  each  pastor  named  by  the  District  Superintendent  be  supplied  with  a  ques- 
tionnaire at  conference,  which  must  be  turned  in  to  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commis- 
sion before  conference  adjourns.  (This  will  prevent  the  delay  in  the  supplement 
checks  for  the  month  of  June) . 
Ministerial  members  appointed  under  the  provision  of  Paragraph  437.2  (The  Book  of 
Discipline,  1980)  will  be  considered  for  participation  in  the  Equitable  Salary  Fund  according 
to  Paragraph  438.3b.

Commission  On  Religion  And  Race 

Bi-District  Workshop  In  Baton  Rouge 

The  Baton  Rouge-Hammond  and  the  Baton  Rouge-Lafayette  districts  jointly  sponsored  a 
bi-district  workshop  on  Religion  and  Race  on  October  10, 1981  at  the  Reily  Memorial  Univer- 
sity Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge,  Rev.  Phil  Woodland,  Pastor. 

The  workshop,  which  attracted  nearly  100  participants,  had  as  its  theme  "Toward  An 
Inclusive  Church,"  and  featured  Bishop  Kenneth  Shamblin,  our  resident  bishop,  as  its 
keynote  speaker.  The  workshop  also  featured  Rev.  Kenneth  Dear,  from  the  Washington 
office  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  who  addressed  the  workshop  and  showed  a 
filmstrip  entitled  "Racism  to  Pluralism." 

Rev.  Dear  introduced  the  working  session  of  the  workshop  and  showed  the  filmstrip 
entitled  "Racism  and  Pluralism." 
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After  the  filmstrip,  the  assembly  was  subdivided  into  several  discussion  groups  which 
used  Bishop  Shamblin's  address  and  Rev.  Dear's  filmstrip  as  bases  for  discussion.  These 
several  groups  identified  salient  problems  in  dealing  with  racism,  and  produced  some 
cogent  suggestions  for  solutions. 
THE  LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  CONDUCTS  RELIGION  AND  RACE  WORKSHOP 

The  Lake  Charles  District,  Dr.  Cooke,  District  Superintendent,  conducted  a  Religion  and 
Race  Workshop  on  Saturday,  May  16, 1981  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles, 
Rev.  Benedict  Galloway,  Pastor.  The  keynote  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Rogers  J. 
Newman,  Chairman,  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race. 

Other  workshop  leaders  in  the  workshop  were  Mr.  John  Houston,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard 
Carter,  Mr.  Duhon,  Mr.  Irving  Abraham,  Rev.  Ted  Standley,  Rev.  Benedict  Galloway,  and 
Rev.  Richard  Harry.  Dr.  Jack  Cooke,  District  Superintendent,  brought  opening  greetings. 
WESTLAKE  UMC  HOLDS  RELIGION  AND  RACE  WORKSHOP 

Westlake  United  Methodist  Church,  Rev.  Ted  Standley,  Pastor,  held  a  Religion  and  Race 
Workshop  in  Sunday  School  on  August  30,  1981.  Rogers  Newman,  Conference  Religion  and 
Race  Chairperson,  served  as  workshop  leader.  Using  the  Personal  Inventory  Questionnaire 
as  a  point  of  departure,  discussion  groups  examined  their  feelings  about  other  race  persons. 
COMMISSION  CHAIRPERSON  ATTENDS  JURISDICTIONAL  WORKSHOP 

Dr.  Rogers  Newman,  Conference  Religion  and  Race  Chairperson,  represented  Louisiana 
at  the  Jurisdictional  Workshop  held  on  October  9  and  10, 1981  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico. 
That  workshop,  which  was  led  by  Rev.  and  Ms.  Yolanda  Rivas  of  the  Washington  Religion 
and  Race  office,  attracted  participants  from  all  states  within  the  jurisdiction.  The  workshop 
set  about  the  task  of  defining  racial  inclusiveness,  especially  as  it  relates  to  empowerment 
of  minorites  within  the  Church.  Attention  was  also  given  to  the  need  to  monitor  racial  inclu- 
siveness of  boards  and  agencies  within  the  Church. 
OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

1)  Camphor  Memorial's  Religion  and  Race  work  area  held  three  programs  during  the 
year,  including  a  reception  hosting  international  students. 

2)  Reily  University  United  Methodist  Church,  Neely  United  Methodist  Church,  and 
Ingleside  United  Methodist  Church  and  Hughes  United  Methodist  Church  sponsored 
joint  Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  1981. 

3)  The  Adult  Sunday  classes'  program  of  exchange  visitation  between  Camphor  and 
Reily  University  Methodist  continues. 

4)  Reily  University  Methodist  sponsored  an  interchurch  Thanksgiving  Workshop 
service  and  supper  in  November,  1981. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1)  That  active  Religion  and  Race  Commissions  and  work  areas  be  established  in  all 
churches  and  on  all  districts,  or  that  Religion  and  Race  programming  be  made  the 
responsibility  of  a  definite  work  area  in  churches  where  the  structure  does  not  permit 
a  separate  work  area  on  Religion  and  Race. 

2)  That  reports  concerning  Religion  and  Race  activities  be  made  a  part  of  the  regular 
proceedings  of  all  Charge  Conferences,  and  that  this  part  of  the  Charge  Conference 
reports  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Religion  and  Race  chairperson. 

3)  That  at  least  one  district-wide  Religion  and  Race  workshop  or  conference  be  held  for 
each  district;  two  or  more  districts  may  sponsor  a  joint  conference. 

4)  That  all  churches  make  a  special  effort  to  sponsor  at  least  one  activity  which  brings 
people,  especially  United  Methodists,  of  other  races  into  their  fellowships.

Status  And  Role  Of  Women 

The  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  (CSRW)  was  created  at  both  General 
and  Annual  Conference  levels  in  order  to  open  church  structures  to  the  full  and  equal 
participation  of  women.  This  year,  as  we  are  well  into  our  second  quadrennium  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  we  are  continuing  to  explore  and  gain  new  understanding  as  to  what 
it  means  to  be  the  "eyeglasses"  for  the  church,  particularly  here  in  Louisiana.  We  continue 
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our  commitment  to  be  MONITOR  —  ADVOCATE  —  CATALYST  for  the  status  and  role  of 
women  calling  ourselves  and  the  conference  into  awareness  of  the  injustices  that  exist  and 
seeking  after  the  vision  of  what  our  future  can  be. 
As  MONITOR  of  the  intentional  inclusion  of  women  in  the  church  CSRW  has : 

—continued  to  encourage  the  use  of  inclusive  language  in  Annual  Conference  worship 
services; 

—monitored  last  year's  Annual  Conference  plenary  sessions  and  developed  a  new 
monitoring  instrument  to  be  used  during  this  year's  Annual  Conference; 

—made  a  survey  of  the  membership  of  all  Conference  Boards  and  Commissions  as  to 
the  1/3  clergy,  1/3  laymen,  1/3  laywomen  makeup  directed  by  the  General  Con- 
ference, and  encouraged  the  Chairpersons  of  the  Boards  and  Commissions  and  the 
Conference  Nominating  Committee  to  work  toward  this  goal  for  all  Boards  and 
Commissions. 
As  ADVOCATE  for  the  full  participation  of  women  in  the  church  CSRW  has : 

—continued  to  encourage  the  formation  of  CSRWs  on  a  district  and  local  church  level; 

—continued  its  support  to  clergy  women,  seminary  women  and  women  diaconal 
ministers  including  a  grant  for  a  clergywomen's  retreat  (held  in  March  1982),  an 
Annual  Conference  luncheon  for  women  in  ministry,  and  regular  contact  with 
seminary  women; 

—collected  information  for  developing  a  survey  for  lay  employees  in  local  churches 
which  will  help  in  assessing  the  status  of  women  lay  employees  as  compared  to  men 
lay  employees  with  regard  to  salary,  hours,  benefits,  etc. 

—continued  work  on  compiling  a  history  of  women  in  Louisiana  Methodism ; 

—begun  developing  plans  for  a  conference-wide  workshop  "Help  for  Helpers." 
As  CATALYST  for  opportunities  for  women  to  minister  CSRW  has : 

—provided  Annual  Conference  Child  Care  services  for  clergy  and  lay  families : 

—requested  from  all  pastors  of  the  Annual  Conference,  names  and  addresses  of  women 
with  leadership  abilities  to  serve  in  the  Annual  Conference,  as  the  beginning  of  a 
Talent  Bank.  This  resource  is  to  be  made  available  through  the  District  Offices ; 

—worked  with  local  church  CSRWs  in  planning  their  programs; 

—provided  resources  for  "A  Day  of  Appreciation"  held  in  the  fall  of  1981. 

*  *  * 

We  thank  the  pastors  for  their  support  and  cooperation  and  the  laity  for  their  enthusiastic 
and  receptive  spirit  for  this  day. 

Included  in  the  resource  packet  for  this  Day  of  Appreciation  was  an  evaluation  form  to  be 
returned  to  CSRW.  Of  those  evaluations  received,  the  response  was  very  positive.  Words 
used  to  describe  the  reception  by  congregations  were  enthusiastic,  appreciative,  moved. 
Many  said  they  wanted  to  do  this  again. 
THEREFORE, 
—in  light  of  this  positive  response  by  churches  in  the  conference; 
—in  order  to  afford  women  an  intentional  day  to  be  visible  in  the  leadership  of  worship; 

and 
—to  broaden  the  awareness  of  our  congregations  to  the  presence  of  women  in  the 
leadership  of  our  church  now,  and  of  the  hope  for  the  future. 
We,  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  recommend  that  September  26, 
1982  and/or  October  10, 1982,  Laity  Day,  be  observed  as  "Woman  in  the  Pulpit  Sunday."  On 
this/these  days  we  would  encourage  each  local  church  to  celebrate  the  leadership  of  women 
in  the  church  by  having  a  woman  or  women  give  the  sermon. 

If  we  so  resolve,  a  packet  of  resources  for  such  a  Sunday  celebration  will  be  sent  to  every 
local  church  by  the  Commission,  including  ideas  for  worship,  suggestions  for  hymns,  and 
theological  and  historical  perspectives. 

During  the  years  that  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  (CSRW)  has  been 
active  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  there  have  been  times  when  it  would  have  been 
helpful  to  CSRW  to  have  had  a  CSRW  contact  person  on  the  local  church  level.  In  fact,  there 
are  churches  who  are  interested  in  becoming  involved  in  CSRW's  work  on  a  local  level.  In 
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addition,  one  of  the  tasks  of  the  Annual  Conference  CSRW  is  to  "be  informed  about  the 
status  and  role  of  all  women  in  the  total  life  of  the  conference  .  .  .  including  the  local  church" 
( 1980  Discipline,  paragraph  730) . 

Therefore,  we  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  recommend  that  each  local  church  designate  a  person  to  be  their 
contact  person  for  CSRW  in  their  local  church,  whose  name  and  address  will  be  on  file  in  the 
Conference  Office  and  District  Offices,  to  be  effective  beginning  with  the  year  1983. 

In  conclusion,  CSRW  will  continue  in  its  commitment  to  become  the  "eyeglasses"  through 
which  we  can  see  a  new  vision  of  what  the  church  can  be.

The  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church  Task  Force 

I  am  pleased  to  report  on  behalf  of  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church  Task  Force  that  the 
Missional  Priority  emphasis  moved  along  very  well  during  the  1981  calendar  year.  The  total 
apportionment  for  the  Conference  was  $72,500.00,  and  we  raised  $65,480.33.  Thirty  percent  of 
this  money  ($19,644.10),  was  retained  for  use  in  ethnic  minority  church  related  projects  in 
the  conference. 

The  remainder  of  the  funds,  seventy  percent,  $45,836.23,  was  sent  to  the  General  Church 
Commission  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  distribution  to  the  four  General  Boards: 
Board  of  Discipleship  (21%),  Global  Ministries  (48%),  Church  and  Society  (10%),  and 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry  (21%).  The  General  Boards  will  issue  the  funds  to  assist  in 
the  various  church-related  programs  and  projects  throughout  the  denomination  including 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  We  have  applied  for  funds  from  three  of  the  Boards  to 
assist  us  in  projects,  and  from  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as  well,  and  we  are 
getting  excellent  results.  For  example,  the  New  Orleans  Bi-District  Church  School 
Enrichment  Program  (d.  in  the  report)  has  been  funded  $10,400.00  by  the  Division  of 
Diaconal  Ministries  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry. 

While  we  fell  short  $7,019.00  in  raising  our  conference  apportionment  there  was  an 
anonymous  contributor  who  gave  a  special  gift  in  the  amount  of  $15,000.00,  to  the  conference 
EMLC  Task  Force  giving  us  enough  to  fund  eleven  different  programs.  We  express  our 
gratitude  to  the  contributor  for  the  generous  gift. 

Herewith  is  an  accounting  of  the  funds  received  through  the  devoted  efforts  and 
dedication  of  the  Pastors  and  Laypeople,  and  the  generous  concern  of  the  anonymous 
contributor.

Resolution  No.  IV 

The  following  is  the  exact  text  of  a  resolution  presented  to  the  Administrative  Board  of  the 
Lasseigne  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church,  meeting  in  regular  session  at  612  Main 
Street,  La  Place,  La.,  on  January  28, 1982. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting  and 
grew  out  of  detailed  study  of  news  releases  from  both  church  and  secular  press  and  in 
response  to  the  spread  of  International  Terrorism  such  as  represented  in  the  recent  capture 
of  an  officer  of  the  United  States  government  in  Italy  and  other  such  incidents. 

"This  Board  is  concerned  about  some  of  the  activities  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

Whereas  we  recognize  that  much  of  the  work  done  by  these  organizations  is 
vital  and  benevolent,  we  do  not  agree  with  their  involvement  with  movements 
which  are  politically  stimulated.  The  stand  taken  by  the  NCC  or  WCC  does  not 
and  cannot  represent  the  political  ideologies  of  all  United  Methodist 
contributors. 
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We  believe  that  there  are  enough  worthy  activities  and  charitable  causes  — 
many  that  receive  no  attention  —  to  absorb  all  our  contributions  without 
entering  areas  of  political  controversiality. 

Our  most  recent  concern  is  in  reference  to  the  grants  by  the  WCC  to  certain 
South  African  organizations  such  as  SWAPO,  under  the  Program  to  Combat 
Racism.  We  understand  that  the  grants  were  marked  for  legal  and  admin- 
istrative use,  but  we  are  not  so  naive  as  to  believe  that  this  did  not  'free- 
up'  other  funds  of  those  organizations  to  buy  weapons  which  they  need  for  their 
guerilla  activities. 

We  are  not  condemning  these  groups  in  their  search  for  freedom  or 
independence.  However,  we  do  disapprove  of  the  NCC/WCC  endeavors  which 
involve  primarily  political  ideology.  Nor  do  we  believe  in  supporting  any  group 
whose  policy  is  to  engage  in  active  warfare. 

In  keeping  with  the  idea  that  those  who  contribute  should  agree  with  the  use  of 
their  funds,  we  would  like  to  see  published  by  the  United  Methodist  Church,  a 
list  of  the  specific  organizations  to  which  support  is  given.  The  list  should 
include  all  organizations  which  are  partially  or  fully  supported  by  the  NCC  and 
WCC.  In  the  words  of  Philip  Potter,  'The  fundamental  right  of  the  people  to 
know.'  We  must  be  well  informed  to  make  conscionable  decisions  of 
stewardship.  Each  contributor  should  be  granted  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the 
complete  spectrum  of  NCC  and  WCC  activities  so  that  he  or  she  may  decide 
whether  to  support  these  organizations."

We  depend  upon  his  leadership,  his  energy, 
his  spiritual  and  moral  vision  —  and  his  ability  to  bring  us  back  again  and  again  to  our 
essential  purposes  as  the  Body  of  Christ. 

Many  challenges,  demands,  and  problems  are  working  upon  and  within  the  Church  today. 
But  thanks  be  to  God,  for  Jesus  Christ  is  alive  in  us.  He  is  the  Living  Lord  by  whose  Crossjoy 
has  come  into  the  world.  May  our  lives  as  Methodists  be  a  journey  of  grace,  responding  to 
Christ,  seeking  to  be  faithful  to  his  will  to  bring  all  into  communion  with  Himself.

PAYROLL  DEDUCTION  PLAN 

To  promote  systematic  "thrift"  savings,  churches  are  encouraged  to  offer  payroll 
deduction  opportunities  to  their  paid  staff  members  when  they  join  LAMECO. 

A  designated  amount  is  withheld  from  individual  payroll  checks  by  the  church  and  sent  on 
to  LAMECO  reflecting  balances  and  dividends. 

PAYROLL  DEDUCTION  FORMS  and  pre-addressed  envelopes  are  available  to  those 
churches  participating  in  the  payroll  deduction  method. 
PASSBOOK  SAVINGS: 

Passbook  savings  accounts  (regular  share  accounts)  are  offered  to  members  not 
participating  in  a  payroll  deduction  plan.  Deposits  are  sent  to  LAMECO  through  the  mail 
along  with  the  passbook.  After  being  posted,  passbooks  are  returned  to  members. 
+  +  +  ++Item  of  interest:  Interest  (dividends)  on  regular  share  accounts  is  HIGHER  than 
on  passbook  savings  at  banks,  etc. 

Interest  on  long  term  savings  is  LESS  than  at  banks. 
LOANS:  Main  emphasis  of  LAMECO  is  to  provide  loans  at  a  nominal  rate  of  interest  to 
members  (not  provide  high  rates  on  savings  accounts) . 

Interest  rates  on  loans  are  lower  (and  more  reasonable)  than  those  offered  anywhere  else 
(including  most  other  credit  unions).  Interest  is  figured  on  unpaid  balance  with  no  penalty 
for  early  payment. 

+  +  +  + +Item  of  interest:  Loan  protection  insurance  is  carried  at  NO  ADDITIONAL  COST 
to  the  members 

In  case  of  the  death  of  the  member,  the  loan  is  automatically  paid  in  full.

Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference 

The  year  1981  has  been  one  of  the  best  and  most  significant  years  in  the  history  of  the 
Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference.  We  have  had  vital  discussion  and  consideration  of  what 
it  means  to  be  united  in  Christ.  Bishop  Arthur  Vogel  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  Father 
George  Tavard  of  the  Catholic  Church  have  reminded  us  in  Louisiana  of  the  need  to  go 
beyond  polite  and  occasional  meetings  and  to  move  toward  greater  unity  in  the  church,  The 
Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity  is  being  observed  increasingly  throughout  the  state  of 
Louisiana.  January  18-25  is  the  time  for  churches  in  villages,  parish  seats,  suburban  areas, 
and  innercities  to  come  together  for  common  prayer  and  worship.  In  many  of  our  Louisiana 
towns  and  cities  ministerial  associations  are  not  serving  as  effectively  as  they  have  in  the 
past.  There  is  a  growing  recognition  that  a  federation  of  churches  such  as  exists  in  New 
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Orleans  is  needed  in  cities  like  Baton  Rouge,  Shreveport,  Monroe,  Alexandria,  Lake 
Charles,  Lafayette,  and  so  forth.  Dr.  Grover  Hartman  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  spent  a 
week  in  Louisiana  this  past  year  giving  guidance  to  pastors  and  laymen  in  various  cities 
concerning  the  organizing  of  a  federation  of  churches. 

In  1981  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  helped  and  encouraged  churches  to  work 
together  to  deal  with  serious  social  and  economic  problems  that  confront  us  as  a  state  and  a 
nation.  Dr.  Jerry  Lewis  of  the  Timberlawn  Psychiatric  Research  Foundation  in  Dallas  was 
brought  to  Louisiana  on  two  occasions  to  conduct  seminars  on  strengthening  the  family  and 
to  assist  pastors  in  counseling  troubled  individuals  and  disturbed  families.  The  Louisiana 
Interchurch  Conference  has  received  a  grant  to  strengthen  the  non-profit  homes  for  the 
elderly  in  our  state.  The  Interfaith  Committee  on  Institutional  Chaplains  has  made 
significant  progress  in  the  re-classifying  of  chaplains  under  Civil  Service  in  our  state 
institutions,  in  providing  continuing  education  programs  for  chaplains,  and  in  improving 
services  to  the  people  in  our  Louisiana  institutions.  The  Task  Force  on  Peace  Education 
planned  a  Peace  Workshop  to  which  Dr.  William  Sloane  Coffin  was  invited  to  speak.  Even 
though  the  Conference  had  to  be  called  off  because  of  the  harsh  weather  that  came  to 
Louisiana  on  January  12  and  13,  the  witness  for  peace  was  made.  Persons  representing  the 
Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  appeared  before  numerous  committees  of  the  Louisiana 
Legislature.  The  Task  Force  on  Criminal  Justice  has  encouraged  the  new  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Corrections  to  be  concerned  with  the  rehabilitation  and  human  factors 
involved  in  the  administration  of  his  Department.  This  task  force  also  published  a  pamphlet 
encouraging  local  churches  to  involve  themselves  in  the  administration  of  juvenile  justice. 
In  addition,  on  recommendation  of  this  Task  Force,  the  Interchurch  Conference  sought  and 
received  a  grant  of  $11,000  to  fund  a  joint  project  of  the  Tulane  School  of  Law  and  Social 
Work,  the  juvenile  court  system  in  Jefferson  Parish,  and  the  Louisiana  Interchurch 
Conference  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  administration  of  juvenile  justice  in  our  courts. 

The  year  1981  will  be  recognized  in  the  history  of  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  as 
the  year  construction  started  for  the  chapel  at  the  Louisiana  State  Penitentiary  at  Angola. 
The  Conference  and  the  Louisiana  Baptists  Convention  have  provided  over  $350,000  and  the 
state  $120,000  for  the  building  of  the  chapel.  The  contract  was  signed  in  1981  and  the  chapel 
dedicated  May  7, 1982.  The  building  of  this  chapel  has  provided  a  witness  that  the  churches 
care  about  those  who  have  offended  society,  that  we  have  done  something  about  it,  and  that 
we  believe  that  through  the  grace  of  God  lives  can  be  changed  and  those  who  have  offended 
society  can  become  responsible  citizens. 

We  are  confident  that  God  is  calling  us  in  our  various  churches  to  unity  and  mission.  We 
believe  that  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  offers  us  a  well-structured  vehicle  to 
accomplish  this  purpose.  We  are  grateful  to  all  in  our  state  who  continue  to  support  the 
Conference  with  their  prayers,  their  service,  and  their  gifts.

Minister's  Emergency  Aid  Fund 

During  the  past  year  the  Minister's  Emergency  Aid  Fund,  which  is  administered  by  the 
cabinet,  has  made  it  possible  for  nineteen  ministers,  or  their  families,  to  receive  financial 
aid  in  times  when  extra  help  was  much  needed. 
The  financial  report  is  as  follows : 

Balance  in  Fund  January  1, 1981 $31,989.95 

Received  from  ministers  during  the  year 14,119.39 

Paid  out  in  grants 15,535.30 

Balance  in  Fund  December  31, 1981 30,574.04 

We  recommend  that  the  following  rules  continue  in  effect: 

1.  That  each  effective  minister  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  be  asked  to  give  an 
amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  minister's  base  salary  for  1982,  to  be 
paid  to  the  Minister's  Emergency  Aid  Fund. 

2.  That  this  fund  be  used  to  provide  emergency  benefit  aid  to  the  ministers  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  who  may  be  in  special  need;  and  that  this  emergency  aid  be 
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given,  subject  to  the  following  limitations : 

A)  The  maximum  amount  allowed  for  a  single  emergency  will  be  $2,000. 

B)  The  amount  for  a  continuing  emergency  may  be  determined  by  the  cabinet. 

3.  That  each  pastor  and  local  church  be  requested  to  cooperate  in  providing  an  adequate 
hospitalization  insurance  program  for  family  protection.

At  the  end  of  1981,  the  market  value  of  all  Foundation  funds,  handled  by  the  Trust 
Department  of  one  of  Louisiana's  largest  banks,  was  $868,443.62.  A  total  of  $760,524.01  was  in 
sixteen  (16)  dedicated  funds,  and  $107,919.61  was  in  the  Permanent  Fund.  The  trustees  voted 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  January  to  grant  $8,000.00  to  begin  the  Church  Extension  Century 
III  program  and  $4,850.07  was  to  go  to  Ethnic  Minority  causes  within  Louisiana.  The  annual 
earnings  for  all  funds  to  be  distributed  are  now  just  over  $100,000.00  a  year. 

The  Louisiana  Methodist  Foundation  month  is  September  of  each  year.  Each  local  church 
is  asked  to  give  emphasis  to  the  Foundation  sometimes  during  this  month.

South  Central  Jurisdiction 
United  Methodist  Church 

Leadership  training  opportunities  for  age-level  workers,  as  well  as  in  other  areas  of  the 
church,  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major  functions  of  the  Jurisdictional  Council  on 
Ministries.  The  calendar  year  of  1981  began  with  a  job  training  event  for  lay  leaders  and 
United  Methodist  Men.  Each  of  these  groups  is  making  plans  for  similar  events  in  1983. 

Some  of  the  most  exciting  events  sponsored  by  the  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries 
were  four  conferences  for  retirees  held  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  Fayetteville,  Arkansas.  The  first  of 
these  was  "Dogwood  Time,"  planned  at  a  time  when  dogwood  blooms  color  the 
mountainsides  of  that  area.  The  three  other  events:  "The  Best  Is  Yet  To  Be,"  "Autumn 
Time,"  and  "Mountain  Top  Retreat."  A  total  of  approximately  850  were  involved  in  these 
experiences  that  are  attracting  more  retirees  every  year. 

Communications  and  T.V.  ministries  is  an  emphasis  given  by  the  Council,  with  training 
events  in  several  areas,  the  use  of  the  computer  in  the  local  church,  video  cassette 
production,  the  Protestant  Hour,  etc.  It  has  been  during  this  year  that  the  South  Central 
Jurisdictional  Video  Cassette  Exchange  program  was  initiated.  This  has  linked  a  number  of 
annual  conference  resource  centers  and  local  church  communications  centers  in  a  network, 
exchanging  video  cassettes  that  each  has  produced. 

The  summer  months  have  attracted  a  large  number  of  people  to  Mt.  Sequoyah,  attending 
Bishops'  Week,  the  Ecumenical  Missions  Conference,  and  other  events.  Approximately 
fifty -four  percent  of  the  events  held  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  during  the  year  1981  were  sponsored  by 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

A  very  active  and  vital  youth  program  of  the  Jurisdiction  brings  together  young  people 
from  across  the  eight  state  area,  providing  opportunities  for  fellowship,  study,  and 
Christian  growth.  The  young  people  met  this  year  at  Southwestern  University,  Georgetown, 
Texas. 

A  special  event:  "Ministry  Planning  and  Review,"  was  held  for  four  cabinets  during  the 
year.  The  extended  cabinets  had  opportunities,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Paul  Dietterich, 
Center  for  Parish  Development,  to  look  at  their  jobs,  examine  their  own  leadership  styles, 
set  goals,  and  make  plans  for  the  year. 

Visions  '81  —  Biennial  Convocation,  Fellowship  of  United  Methodists  in  Music,  Worship 
and  Other  Arts,  was  participated  in  by  a  number  of  persons  from  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction. 

One  of  the  basic  leadership  training  events  of  the  Jurisdiction  is  the  laboratory  school  held 
at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  Fayetteville,  and  a  second  one  at  Sacramento,  New  Mexico,  each  summer. 
Approximately  four  hundred  people  were  participants  in  these  two  events. 

The  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries  worked  with  the  General  Board  of  Glolbal 
Ministries  in  a  training  event  for  annual  conference  leaders  in  the  area  of  missions: 
"Christian  Education  Out-Of -Doors." 

Rev.  Byrl  Moreland  and  Mr.  Jack  Paris  serve  as  members  of  the  Jurisdictional  Council 
on  Ministries  from  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  We  are  grateful  to  these  people  for 
their  leadership,  and  the  support  of  the  Annual  Conference  to  the  Jurisdiction.

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VII.  Memoirs 

FRANK  C.  COLLINS 

"Dad,  what  have  you  been  doing  this  week?  " 

"Oh,  visiting  the  old  folks,  trying  to  cheer  them  up  and  share  God's  love  with  them." 

My  question  invariably  evoked  the  same  answer  from  my  late  father,  who  at  91  was  still 
serving  our  Lord  with  the  same  zeal  that  God  had  levied  on  him  in  1911  when,  as  a  high 
school  graduate,  he  was  first  called  to  preach. 

He  was  so  licensed  in  1915,  with  ordination  as  deacon  and  elder  in  the  Methodist  Church  in 
1919  and  1925,  respectively. 

Born  in  Eden  Mills,  Ontario,  Canada  on  November  19,  1890,  his  father,  Thomas  Collins, 
emigrated  to  the  United  States,  settling  initially  in  Texas  and  finally  moving  to  Louisiana 
with  his  family. 

Dad  was  educated  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Georgia,  receiving  a  B.S.  from  Meridian 
College  in  1915  and  a  BD  from  Emory  University  in  1922.  He  taught  in  Mission  Schools  in  El 
Paso,  Texas  (Lydia  Patterson  Institute)  and  Chandler  College  in  Havana,  Cuba.  In  1933,  the 
depression  forced  his  return  from  the  Mission  work  in  Cuba,  and  he  held  pastorates  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference  until  a  heart  attack  forced  his  retirement  in  1958. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Lucile  Ellen  Reynolds  in  1924,  while  serving  with  his  wife's 
father,  Rev.  Lawrence  Reynolds,  a  pioneer  in  Methodism's  Mission  Work  to  the  Spanish 
along  the  Texas  border.  Rev.  Reynolds  was  director  of  Lydia  Patterson  Institute  at  that 
time. 

God  blessed  Dad  and  Mother  with  a  daughter,  Alice  Marie,  and  a  son,  Frank  Charles,  Jr. 

Upon  his  return  from  the  Mission  Field,  Dad  held  many  pastorates  in  Louisiana;  among 
them  were  Ringgold,  Leesville,  Oakdale,  Gilbert,  Greenwood,  Elton,  New  Orleans,  Plain 
Dealing,  Zwolle,  and  Covington. 

Very  active  and  involved  in  the  work  with  youth,  Dad  was  secretary  of  the  Louisiana 
Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  and  was  instrumental  in  originating  an  essay  contest  for  young 
people,  in  which  they  described  the  evils  of  use  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

He  was  quite  active  in  Mangum  Memorial  Methodist  Church,  his  last  permanent  home 
church  in  Shreveport.  There  he  assisted  the  pastors  in  visiting  the  elderly  and  shut-ins 
serving  communion  and  occasionally  supplying  the  pulpit. 

Failing  health  suggested  his  entry  into  Heritage  Manor,  a  convalescent  home  in 
Hammond  in  August  of  1980.  He  joined  his  wife,  who  had  predeceased  him  in  1972,  and  his 
Lord,  after  a  short  illness  on  January  14, 1982. 

He  is  survived  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Alice  Marie  Phillips  in  Covington,  Louisiana,  RADM 
Frank  C.  Collins,  Jr.  of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  twelve  grandchildren,  and  twelve  great 
grandchildren. 

For  seventy  years  Dad  was  God's  man.  He  is  now  at  rest  with  his  Lord,  but  the  positive 
impact  for  God  will  live  on  in  countless  generations.

GEORGE  W.  HARKINS 

I  was  asked  to  say  these  words  at  the  funeral  of  George  Harkins  by  George  and  his  family. 
George  was  my  pastor  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Hammond.  He  died  on  October 
23, 1981.  George  and  I  talked  about  this  day,  several  times.  At  times  he  needed  peace  from 
the  feeling  that  he  was  a  burden  to  his  family,  his  friends,  and  his  church  —  but  he  wasn't, 
you  know.  And  those  things  all  of  us  shared  with  George  will  lighten  our  burdens  in  the  days 
ahead.  For  he  gave  us  a  chance  to  minister  —  and  he  taught  us  —  if  we  allowed  ourselves  to 
be  taught. 

We  have  traveled  a  journey  with  George,  to  one  degree  or  another,  traveled  a  journey 
through  two  years.  Months  of  pain,  of  anxiety,  of  worry,  of  doubt  —  and  now,  of  grief.  But 
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even  though  we  have  traveled  with  him,  and  tried  to  minister  to  him  as  he  has  ministered  to 
us  —  we  have  not  really  understood  his  suffering,  that  of  his  family,  or  even  ours.  No  one 
knows  what  George  went  through  —  but  George.  No  one  knows  what  his  family,  his  friends 
went  through  —  but  the  person  who  had  the  experience. 

But  George  understood  some  of  our  problems.  Why  some  could  visit,  and  some  could  not. 
Some  could  minister;  some  could  not.  Some  wanted  to  help;  and  others  could  not  find  a  way. 
So  George  —  to  the  last  —  gave  us  something  —  the  love  of  a  man  trying  to  understand  us. 
For  this  he  understood  and  forgave.  Robert  Frost  said: 

"...  the  nearest  friends  can  go  with  anyone  to  death,  comes  so  far  short  they 
might  as  well  not  try  to  go  at  all.  He,  from  the  time  when  one  is  sick  to  death, 
one  is  alone,  and  he  dies  more  alone.  Friends  make  a  pretense  of  following  to 
the  grave,  but  before  one  is  in  it,  their  minds  are  turned  and  making  the  best  of 
their  way  back  to  life  and  living  people,  and  things  they  understand. "

But  he  gave  us  some  lessons  too.  I  never  visited  that  he  wasn't  concerned  about  someone 
else.  On  my  next  to  last  visit  I  told  him  that  I  would  be  in  California  for  a  week.  He  said,  "If  I 
die  before  you  get  back  we'll  wait  for  the  funeral."  A  concern  about  me  and  my  need  to  be 
there  on  burial  day.  No  one  visited  without  being  welcomed  as  a  friend.  A  local  policeman, 
who  didn't  know  George,  told  of  visiting  him,  because  of  what  he  had  done  for  policemen  in 
town,  and  of  the  moving  visit  and  dialogue  he  had.  No  one  needed  help  that  he  didn't  try  to 
help.  He  treasured  friends,  and  seemed  to  love  everyone,  whether  they  loved  him  or  not.  He 
talked  about  the  treasured  importance  of  friends.  He  marvelled  at  the  kindness  of  many. 
Friends  meant  much;  he  enjoyed  the  fun,  fellowship,  but  most  especially  the  loyalties 
engendered  by  good  friends  with  whom  he  could  relax  and  for  whom  he  could  care. 

So,  he  was  battling  to  understand  to  the  last ;  and  he  was  teaching  us  to  the  last,  that  a  part 
of  what  it  means  to  be  in  a  congregation  is:  to  be  friends  one  with  the  other;  to  love  one 
another ;  to  help  one  another;  to  forgive  one  another.  And  he  constantly  asked  for  prayer.  He 
wanted  us  to  pray  for  him  and  each  other.  All  of  us  have  prayed  a  lot  these  two  years.  And 
how  meaningful  that  experience  has  become.  On  one  of  my  last  visits,  George  said,  "I  know 
that  you  pray  for  me  daily;  I  feel  it.  But  today  I  need  to  hear  it."  So  we  held  hands  and  I 
stumbled  through  a  few  words.  And  we  left.  Whether  we  admit  it  or  not,  we  cried  together. 
We  became  closer  —  to  each  other  —  and  to  God.  George  left  us  these  few  things  —  and 
more.  But  the  lesson  that  we  must  try  to  understand  each  other;  love  each  other;  pray  for 
each  other  are  important  things  to  learn. 

George  recited  some  scriptures  one  day.  It  had  more  meaning  from  the  lips  of  a  dying 
man. 

John  14: 1-7 

"Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled;  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me. 

In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions ;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told 
you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you. 

And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto 
myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 

And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know. 

Thomas  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  we  know  not  whither  thou  goest;  and  how  can  we 
know  the  way? 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life;  no  man  cometh  unto 
the  Father,  but  by  me. 

If  ye  had  known  me,  you  should  have  known  my  Father  also:  and  from 
henceforth  ye  know  him,  and  have  seen  him."

"If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he 
may  abide  with  you  for  ever ; ' '

of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner  of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month: 
and  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations. 

And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse:  but  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall 
be  in  it ;  and  his  servants  shall  serve  him : 

And  they  shall  see  his  face ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in  their  foreheads. 

And  there  shall  be  no  night  there;  and  they  need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the 
sun;  for  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever."

EDWARD  A.  KENNEDY,  JR. 

To  love  someone  more  dearly  every  day, 
To  help  a  wondering  child  to  find  his  way, 
To  ponder  oh'  noble  phor't 
And  pray  and  smile  when  evening  falls, 
This  is  my  task. 

To  follow  true  as  blind  men  long  for  life, 
To  do  my  best  from  dawn  of  day  til  night, 
To  keep  my  heart  fit  for  thy  holy  spirit, 
And  answer  when  he  calls,

These  words  from  the  hymn  "My  Task,"  describe  the  life  and  philosophy  of  Edward  A 
Kennedy,  better  known  as  "Ed."  He  was  born  August  23,  1927  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
the  son  of  Edward  and  Rosa  Kennedy.  He  was  educated  at  McDonogh  #6  Elementary 
School,  Gilbert  Academy,  and  then  attended  Clark  College.  He  received  his  Masters  degree 
from  Boston  University,  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  He  later  received  another  Masters 
degree  from  New  York  University.  He  believed,  "the  more  I  give  Thee,  the  more  I  have  for 
myself."  He  was  a  very  benevolent  person;  always  doing  more  for  others  than  for  himself 
He  lived  a  very  full  and  rich  life,  though  short.  He  served  many  appointments  of  high  place 
in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Executive  Assistant  to  the  Bishop,  St.  Mark  Church  in  New 
Orleans,  St.  Peter  Church  in  Clinton,  and  Asbury  Church  in  Algiers,  Louisiana. 

His  most  enjoyable  and  helpful  pastoring  was  with  the  Bethany  United  Methodist  Church 
After  an  accident,  he  passed  away  September  17, 1981.  The  funeral  was  held  from  his  native

A  loving  father,  a  companion  to  an  exceptionally  talented  wife,  Mrs.  Mattie  Lee  Square 
Smith  and  gifted  children  —  Sgt.  Albert  James  Smith,  Josephine  Yvonne  Smith,  and  Mrs. 
Jerry  Dean  S.  Cook  —  was  born  on  August  11, 1914  to  the  late  Br.  Jessie  Gloster  Smith  and 
Mrs.  Josephine  Branch  Smith.  Rev.  Edgar  Edward  Smith  passed  on  to  his  great  reward  led, 
through  the  shadow  of  death  by  his  Saviour  and  Friend,  Jesus  Christ,  who  returned  to  take 
him  home  on  August  2, 1981. 

Rev.  Smith  was  a  deserving  servant  of  Christ  who  lived  and  interpreted  the  Gospel  to  a 
large  number  of  churches  including  churches  at  Wilson,  Conrad,  St.  James,  Springfield, 
Shiloh,  Rosedale,  Roberts,  Denham  Springs,  St.  Luke,  Scott,  Port  Allen,  JeJeune,  Asbury  —

His  congregations  loved  him  and  his  family,  who  joined  him  in  dedication  to  teach  his 
people  —  The  United  Methodist  Church  —  the  great  music  and  hymns  of  the  Christian  faith 
and  to  instill  within  them  self-actualizing  virtues  that  would  lift  the  levels  of  their  spiritual 
and  moral  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Rev.  Edgar  Smith  was  a  "drum  major  for  God"  in  the  area  of  social  justice  and  race 
relations.  He  pioneered  tasks  that  lifted  the  dignity  of  the  young  and  aging  and,  through 
daily  living  and  honesty,  was  an  inspiration  to  his  own  family  and  to  the  churches  where  he 
served.

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JOHN  FLETCHER  WILSON 

John  Fletcher  Wilson  was  born  in  Arkadelphia,  Arkansas  on  February  29, 1908,  and  died 
February  12, 1982.

Brother  John  was  a  faithful 
member  of  Cedar  Grove  United  Methodist  Church,  where  he  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Men's  Bible  Class.  He  was  in  his  seat  at  church  every  time  he  was  able,  which  was  nearly 
every  Sunday  for  years.  He  was  faithful  at  all  work  days,  being  able  most  of  the  time  to 
outlast  younger  men  than  himself.  His  prayers  were  lifted  up  for  the  pastor  and  the 
congregation  always.  He  was  kind  and  compassionate  and  friendly.  While  unable  mentally 
to  withstand  the  pressures  of  the  pastoral  ministry,  as  a  Christian  among  laity  he  made  an 
impact  upon  all  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  spent  several  years  working  for  the 
Shreveport  Department  of  Public  Works.  His  life  came  to  an  end,  I  believe,  as  he  would  have 
wished  it  —  simply  falling  in  his  tracks  in  his  garden  with  his  hoe  beside  him.  His  funeral 
was  conducted  in  the  church  that  he  loved  so  much,  the  Cedar  Grove  United  Methodist 
Church.  Brother  John  leaves  behind  him  not  only  two  sons,  but  a  host  of  friends  who  loved 
him  and  now  miss  him  as  they  cherish  his  memory.  Charles  Wesley's  hymn  is  most  apt 
about  Brother  John : 

Servant  of  God,  well  done!  Thy  glorious  warfare's  past; 

The  battle's  fought,  the  race  is  won,  and  thou  are  crowned  at  last. 

With  saints  enthroned  on  high,  Thou  dost  Thy  Lord  proclaim 

And  still  to  God  salvation  cry,  Salvation  to  the  Lamb.

MRS.  FRANK  (EVELYN)  ALDRIDGE,  SR. 

It  was  the  second  Sunday  in  June,  1972,  moving  day  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference, 
when  I  arrived  at  Neely  to  serve  as  pastor.  Shortly  after  being  there  I  discovered  that  there 
were  two  widows  of  ministers  in  the  congregation.  Evelyn  Greene  Aldridge  was  one  of  them. 
Over  the  years  that  I  served  her  as  pastor,  I  found  her  to  be  quiet  and  unassuming  but  a 
Christian  of  tremendous  conviction,  faith  and  courage.  I  am  reminded  of  the  prophet  Isaiah 
when  he  said,  "In  returning  and  rest  you  shall  be  saved;  in  quietness  and  in  trust  shall  be 
your  strength." 

Evelyn  Green  Aldridge,  one  of  four  children,  was  born  on  October  13, 1907  to  the  marriage 
of  the  late  Alfred  and  Naomi  G.  Green  in  Jeanerette,  Louisiana.  She  married  the  late 
Reverend  Frank  Aldridge,  Sr.  and  they  had  the  following  six  children:  Nahum  M.  Aldridge, 
Frank  Aldridge,  Jr.,  Maude  A.  Hillard,  Naomie  A.  Thornton,  Ellen  A.  Ervin,  and  Brunetta 
A.  Shamblin. 

While  this  writer  did  not  know  her  husband,  I  am  told  that  he  spent  eighteen  and  three- 
fourth  years  in  the  ministry.  He  and  his  wife  served,  the  following  charges :  Lafayette-Cade; 
Eola-Gold  Dust;  Crowley-Olevia ;  Mount  Zion-St.  Paul;  Clinton;  Neely,  Baton  Rouge;  and 
St.  Mark,  Opelousas.  After  her  husband  died,  she  returned  to  Baton  Rouge  where  she  joined 
Neely  Church. 

Yes,  she  had  a  quiet  aura  about  her,  but  none  could  say  that  she  was  still  and  guilty  of 
doing  nothing.  When  I  arrived  at  Neely  she  was  still  singing  in  the  choir.  She  participated  in 
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the  complete  life  of  the  Church  and  its  programs.  She  had  great  concern  for  the  pastor  and 
she  would  try  to  conceal  her  sickness  not  wanting  to  be  a  burden  on  the  pastor  and  on  her 
children.  On  numerous  occasions  she  would  tell  me,  "Reverend,  I  am  not  expecting  much  of 
you,  I  am  really  not  that  sick,  and  I  told  them  to  tell  you  that  you  did  not  have  to  come  and 
bring  me  communion."  Not  making  demands  and  being  unassuming  did  not  mean  that  she 
was  not  appreciative,  because  she  would  always  tell  how  grateful  she  was  and  with  a 
gracious  spirit  she  would  say,  "thank  you  for  coming." 

She  died  at  her  home  on  November  25,  1981  and  her  family  and  friends  gathered  on 
November  28, 1981  at  Neely  Church  for  her  funeral  and  to  say  goodby  to  her.  The  service  was 
closed  with  the  congregation  singing  one  of  her  favorite  hymns.  She  had  requested  this,  so 
we  sang, 

My  Soul,  Be  on  Thy  Guard 
Ten  Thousand  foes  arise 
The  hosts  of  sin  are  pressing  hard 
To  draw  thee  from  the  skies 

*  *  * 

Fight  on  my  soul  till  death 

Shall  bring  thee  to  thy  God; 

He'll  take  thee,  at  thy  parting  breath, 

To  his  divine  abode.

Mrs.  John  J.  (Lee)  Rasmussen  departed  this  life  May  17,  1982.  A  recent  project  of  this 
very  industrious  woman  had  been  the  writing  of  her  biography.  It  is  a  testimony  to  her 
Christian  life  and  a  source  of  my  information. 

As  the  subject  of  her  writing  was  "My  Parsonage  Memoirs,"  her  birth  in  New  Orleans  and 
her  early  life  were  omitted.  August  16,  1927,  she  married  John  J.  Rasmussen  and 
determined  to  be  a  helpful  minister's  wife  and  not  a  hindrance.  This  she  did  as  she  lovingly 
supported  her  husband,  nurtured  her  family,  and  faithfully  served  the  church. 

An  early  appointment  in  Trout,  Louisiana,  was  during  the  Depression  years  and  here  she 
distributed  the  Red  Cross  commodities  from  the  parsonage.  In  Bunkie  it  was  noted  that 
among  her  duties  she  found  time  to  be  pitcher  on  a  softball  team.  The  war  years  found  the 
Rasmussens  in  Minden  and  here  she  made  a  service  flag  with  a  star  to  represent  each  young 
man  from  their  congregation  in  the  armed  forces.  Youth  and  children's  work  was  a  large 
part  of  her  ministry  in  Ruston,  Lake  Charles,  and  at  Noel  Church. 

Her  husband,  Dr.  John  J.  Rasmussen,  died  on  February  4,  1958,  after  a  distinguished 
ministry  in  Louisiana  Methodism.

A.  Conference  Structure  And  Rules 

Article  I:  Conference  Boards  And  Agencies 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  the  following  Boards,  Commissions  and 
Committees : 

A.  Boards 

1 .  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  lay  person  and  one  minister  from  each  district. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

5 .  The  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  of  the  UMW . 

In  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  the  Board  shall  develop  and 
promote  programs  on  Christian  Social  Concerns  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference.  The 
functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  work  described  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  for  the  Divisions 
of  the  General  Board  of  Church  and  Society  in  areas,  Emerging  Social  Issues,  General 
Welfare,  World  Peace  and  Human  Relations. 

2.  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  lay  person  and  one  minister  from  each  district. 

2 .  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger . 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

Assigned  to  this  Board  shall  be  the  functions  of  education,  evangelism,  worship, 
camping,  and  the  area  of  youth  ministry.  The  primary  purpose  shall  be  that  purpose 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  assisting  districts  and 
local  churches  in  their  efforts  to  win  persons  as  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  and  to  help  these 
persons  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  God  that  they  may  increasingly  identify 
themselves  as  children  of  God  and  members  of  the  Christian  community,  to  live  in  the  Spirit 
of  God  in  every  relationship  and  to  fulfill  their  common  discipleship  in  the  world. 

3.  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  elected  for  the  quadrennium.  It 
shall  represent  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  in  all  its  promotional  activities 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries. 

Membership  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  lay  member  and  one  minister  from  each  district,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
in  each  district  as  the  District  Coordinator  of  Global  Ministries. 

2.  Six  members  at  large,  including  one  young  adult  lay  person  (18  to  30  years  of  age) . 

3.  A  liaison  from  other  Conference  Program  Boards. 

4.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth  Team . 

5.  A  college  student  chosen  by  the  state  student  organization. 

6.  Conference  lay  leader. 

7.  Conference  Disaster  Coordinator,  who  shall  be  liaison  to  UMCOR. 

8.  President  of  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

9.  Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns  of  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 
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In  addition  to  its  general  area  of  work  the  following  functions  shall  be  assigned  to  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries : 

Ecumenical  and  Interreligious  Concerns,  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief,  Urban 
Ministries,  Town  and  Country  Ministries,  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries,  Economic 
Development,  World  Hunger  Concerns. 

The  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  although  autonomous,  shall  maintain  a 
relationship  with  the  Board  concerning  their  mutual  work  in  mission. 

4.  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  &  Campus  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  elected  to 
the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of : 

1.  One  lay  person  and  one  minister  from  each  district,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
in  each  district  as  the  District  Director  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

2.  One  representative,  the  president  or  one  appointed  by  him,  from  each  of  the  colleges 
related  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

3.  Two  representatives  from  the  campus  ministers/directors  to  be  elected  by  the 
campus  ministry  staff. 

4.  Two  college  students  to  be  elected  by  the  state  United  Methodist  student  organization. 

5.  One  representative  from  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  Team  to 
be  elected  by  the  said  group. 

6.  A  cabinet  liaison  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

7.  The  Annual  Conference  Coordinator  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

8.  The  Annual  Conference  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry,  Division  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Program  of  Campus  Ministry  within  the 
Conference  and  the  relationship  with  the  Conference  Institutions  of  Higher  Education. 

5.  Conference  Board  of  Laity 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Laity.  On  the  general  church  level  the  Board  shall 
be  related  to  the  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship. 
Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of : 

1.  District  Lay  Leaders. 

2.  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders. 

3.  District  Superintendents. 

4.  Directors  of  Adult  Work,  Youth  Work,  and  Children's  Work  of  the  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries. 

5.  Conference  Director,  United  Methodist  Men. 

6.  Conference  President,  United  Methodist  Women. 

7.  Immediate  Past  President,  United  Methodist  Women. 

8.  District  Presidents,  United  Methodist  Women. 

9.  Conference  Board  of  the  Laity  Program  Directors. 

10.  Lay  Associate  Director  of  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 

11.  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Youth  or  his/her  designate. 

The  functions  shall  be  those  found  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  and  among  the  functions  of 
the  Board  of  Laity  shall  be  stewardship  and  the  1000  Club.  The  Board  of  Laity  shall  adopt  its 
own  By-Laws  to  achieve  these  functions. 

6.  Conference  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  elected  for  the 
quadrennium,  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  six  ministers  in  full  connection  in  the  Conference, 
nominated  by  the  presiding  bishop  after  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the  board  of 
the  previous  quadrennium,  or  with  a  committee  of  the  board,  and  with  the  Cabinet.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  Conference  Commission  on  Higher  Education  have  due 
representation  and  that  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  members  be  graduates  of  colleges  and 
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schools  of  theology  accredited  or  approved  by  the  University  Senate.  Vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  bishop  after  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the  board. 

The  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  shall  organize  and  fulfill  the  duties  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  duties  of  enlistment  shall  also  be  assigned  to  this  Board. 

7.  Conference  Board  of  Pensions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the  interests  and  work  of  providing  for  and 
contributing  to  the  support,  relief,  assistance,  and  pensioning  of  ministers  and  their 
families,  other  church  workers,  and  lay  employees  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  its 
institutions,  organizations,  and  agencies  within  the  Annual  Conference,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  the  General  Board. 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  members  not  indebted  to 
pension  and  benefit  funds,  plans,  and  programs  or  receiving  pensions  therefrom;  one-third 
shall  be  laywomen,  one-third  shall  be  laymen,  and  one-third  shall  be  clergy,  elected  for  a 
term  of  eight  years  and  arranged  in  classes  as  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference;  in 
addition  thereto,  any  ministerial  member  of  the  Conference  or  lay  member  of  a  church 
within  the  Conference  who  is  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions,  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  the  Treasurer. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  duties  and  functions  as  provided  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

8.  Conference  Board  of  Trustees 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  twelve  members,  at  least  thirty  years  of 
age,  six  ministerial  members  and  six  lay  persons,  elected  in  classes  by  the  Conference  for 
alternating  terms  of  three  years  to  carry  out  the  functions  provided  in  the  Book  of 
Discipline. 

9.  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

Membership  of  the  boards  will  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  persons,  of  whom  at  least  one- 
third  shall  be  in  diaconal  ministry  careers. 

The  Board  shall  develop  programs  and  concerns  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
related  to  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

B.  Commissions 

1.  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  elected  for  the 
quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons. 

The  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  those  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

2.  Conference  Commission  On  Christian  Unity  And  Interreligious  Affairs 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Affairs 
elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  one  lay  person  and  one  minister  from  each  district. 
The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  elected  for  the 
quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  lay  person  and  one  minister  from  each  district. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 
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The  functions  and  selection  of  members  of  the  Commission  shall  follow  the  general 
guidelines  and  structure  of  the  General  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as  specified  in  the 
Book  of  Discipline. 

4.  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation  elected 
for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each  district. 

The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline 
pertaining  to  equitable  salaries. 

5.  Conference  Commission  on  the  Role  and  Status  of  Women 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  the  Role  and  Status  of  Women  elected  for  the 
quadrennium. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  fifteen  persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  women,  but 
including  men,  clergy,  and  lay.  The  chairperson  shall  be  a  woman.  Selection  of  commission 
personnel  shall  include  representatives  of  ethnic  and  racial  minorities,  youth/young  adults, 
persons  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  various  lifestyles. 

The  commission  shall  develop  programs  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  as 
specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

C.  Committees 

1.  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Comrmttee  on  Courtesies  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  six  persons. 

The  function  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  provide  courtesies  and  introductions  for 
visitors  to  the  Annual  Conference  sessions  and  to  prepare  written  expressions  of 
appreciation  for  those  who  assist  the  work  of  the  Conference. 

2.  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy  elected  quadrennially  by  the 
Annual  Conference. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  three  lay  women,  three  lay  men,  three  clergy  persons,  and 
three  additional  persons  to  make  possible  the  representation  of  Racial  Ethnic  Minority, 
Youth,  and  Young  Adults,  and  three  additional  persons  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  provided 
that  at  least  five  of  the  fifteen  persons  are  clergy. 

The  functions  of  this  committee  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  elected  annually,  upon 
nomination  of  the  bishop,  consisting  of  five  elders  and  reserve  elders,  to  perform  the 
functions  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

4.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Journal  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
The  membership  shall  consist  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members. 
The  Committee  on  Journal  shall  inspect  the  secretary's  record  of  each  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Conference. 

5.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the  following 
members:  Resident  Bishop  as  chairman,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  Conference  President  of 
United  Methodist  Women,  District  Superintendents,  two  lay  persons  who  are  members  of 
the  Conference  named  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity,  two  lay  persons  who  are  members 
of  the  Conference  named  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  Conference  United  Methodist 
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Women,  and  two  youth  who  are  members  of  the  Conference  named  by  the  Conference  Youth 
Team,  and  two  young  adults  appointed  by  the  bishop. 

The  lay  representatives  shall  serve  from  the  time  at  which  they  are  chosen  by  their 
.representative  designated  bodies  or  persons.  The  nominating  committee  shall  submit  in 
nomination  only  the  names  of  those  persons  who  agree  to  serve  in  the  position  to  which  they 
are  nominated. 

6.  Conference  Committee  on  Review  and  Resolutions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Review  and  Resolutions  elected  for  the 
quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  five  persons. 

The  Committee  shall  have  the  function  assigned  to  it  by  Conference  Rule  Ten. 

7.  Conference  Rules  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Rules  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no  more  than 
six  persons,  half  of  whom  shall  be  lay,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed  quadrennially. 

8.  Committee  on  Communications 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Communications  to  oversee  and  set  policies  for  the 
Conference  newspaper  and  also  provide  guidelines  for  a  Conference  Resource  Center  to  be 
operated  out  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Office,  and  to  relate  to  United 
Methodist  Communications  and  other  communications  agencies  of  the  general  church. 
Membership  shall  be  four  clergy  and  four  lay  persons,  to  be  named  by  the  conference 
nominating  committee  and  confirmed  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

Article  II:  Conference  Council  On  Finance 
And  Administration 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  five  ministers  and  six  lay  persons. 

The  Council  shall  function  as  specified  in  Paragraph  866-886  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

B.  The  depository  of  funds  and  bodkkeeping  functions  of  all  Conference  Councils,  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  be  provided  by  the  Conference.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  initiate  a  system  of  vouchers  through  which  the  Conference  treasurer 
shall  reimburse  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  chairpersons  of  the  board  and  agencies 
for  funds  expended  within  their  budgets.  See  Conference  Rule  Four. 

C.  The  Conference  CFA  shall  develop  the  Budget  for  Conference  Benevolences  as 
follows : 

1.  A  Proposed  Budget  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  the 
calendar  year  to  begin  19  months  hence. 

2.  A  Revised  Budget  shall  be  acted  on  and  adopted  by  the  Annual 
Conference  for  the  calendar  year  to  begin  7  months  hence. 

3.  This  Budget  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  CFA,  just  prior  to  distribution  of 
funds,  and  shall  be  paid  in  proportion  to  the  funds  available,  i.e.  if  90%  is 
available,  90%  shall  be  paid. 

Article  III:  Conference  Council  On  Ministries 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  to  fulfill  the  purpose  assigned  to  the 
Council  by  Paragraph  831.1  and  the  functions,  Paragraph  831.10  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 
The  membership  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  consist  of  the  following : 

1.  Presiding  Bishop 

2.  District  Superintendents 

3.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Ministry 

4.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  the  Laity 
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5.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Pensions 

6.  Two  (2)  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Discipleship 

7.  Two  (2)  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

8.  Two  (2)  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

9.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 

10.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

11.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

12.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation 

13.  One  (1)  representative  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministries 

14.  One  (1)  representative  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  &  Role  of  Women 

15.  The  Conference  Secretary 

16.  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  one  (1)  of  them 
shall  be  the  President 

17.  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  Conference  Youth  Organization 

18.  Two  (2)  young  adults  elected  by  the  young  adult  members  to  Annual  Conference 

19.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader 

20.  One  (1)  lay  person  from  each  district  to  be  elected  by  the  district  council  on  ministries 

21.  Ex  Officio,  without  vote  —  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Staff,  Conference 
Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  Conference  Director  of  Special  Ministries 

22.  Ex  Officio,  without  vote  —  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration 

23.  Ex  Officio,  with  vote  —  such  representatives  to  general  boards,  councils  and  agencies 
as  are  elected  from  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  the  Conference 
representatives  to  the  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries 

24.  Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  United  Methodist  Men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
president 

In  the  selection  of  representatives  to  the  Council,  care  should  be  taken  to  provide  for  a 
proper  balance  of  lay  and  ministerial  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Vice  Chairman  and  a 
Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  beginning  of  each  quadrennium  by  the 
Council  on  Ministries  following  nomination  of  a  Nominating  Committee  previously 
appointed  by  the  Chairman,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  Director  of  Financial  Affairs. 

The  Council  on  Ministries  shall  meet  as  often  as  required  to  fulfill  its  purposes.  A  quorum 
shall  consist  of  those  who  are  in  attendance  after  a  proper  call  for  a  meeting  has  been 
issued.  A  proper  call  shall  consist  of  a  thirty  day  written  notice  except  for  emergency 
session. 

The  Bishop  and  the  Director  of  Program  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  all  committees. 

The  Council  shall  have  these  committees : 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Resident  Bishop,  the  officers 
of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Director  of  the  Council  on  Ministries,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Cabinet,  the  two  other  members  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Conference  Lay 
Leader,  the  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  and  a 
representative  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  who  shall 
be  a  non-voting  member.  The  Chairman  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  act  for  the 
Council  on  Ministries  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

2.  The  Council  may  appoint  age-level  and  family  departments  as  it  deems  necessary  to 
the  performance  of  its  duties.  It  may  appoint  committees,  task  forces,  and 
consultations  as  may  be  deemed  essential  to  the  effective  discharging  of  its 
responsibilities. 

B.  There  shall  be  a  staff  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  with  these  functions : 
l.To   work    with    the    Bishop    and    Cabinet    in    the    planning,    coordination    and 

implementation  of  programs  in  the  Conference. 
2.  To  provide  staff  assistance  to  enable  the  Council  on  Ministries  to  achieve  the 

relationships  and  functions  assigned  to  it  by  the  Book  of  Discipline. 
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3.  To  maintain  a  Resources  Center  for  the  Conference  composed  of  those  program 
resources  used  by  local  churches  and  districts. 

4.  To  provide  staff  services  to  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

5.  To  be  a  program  consultant  and  resource  person  to  the  districts  by  initiating  and 
providing  training  of  each  District  Council  on  Ministries  so  that  through  the  District 
Council  more  adequate  services  can  be  rendered  to  the  local  churches. 

6.  To  be  a  program  consultant  and  resource  person  to  the  local  churches  by  providing 
consultative  service  and  leadership  training. 

7.  To  make  available  to  the  Conference  certain  administrative  services,  such  as  office 
facilities  for  clerical  work  for  the  Conference  and  central  file  of  mailing  list. 

8.  To  maintain  linkage  with  the  General  Church  by  being  a  channel  for  receiving 
information  from  the  General  Church  Agencies  and  to  interpret  the  needs  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  with  the  local  churches  of  this  state  to  the  General  Church 
agencies. 

9.  To  serve  as  a  clearing  house  and  coordinator  of  the  Conference  Calendar  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

10.  To  provide  staff  functions  for  certain  special  Conference  activities. 

C.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  shall  consist  of  a  director,  elected  and 
appointed  according  to  Paragraph  831.7  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  and  at  least  one  associate 
director,  elected  and  appointed  according  to  Paragraph  831.8  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 
Where  only  one  associate  director  is  elected  and  appointed,  that  associate  director  should  be 
a  lay  person. 

The  secretaries  and  stenographers  provided  for  in  the  Council  budget  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Council  Director. 

All  staff  members  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  shall  be 
assigned  duties  as  determined  by  the  Director  and  appropriate  committee.  The  place  of 
residence  of  staff  members  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council. 

Article  IV :  Districts 

A.  There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  following  members: 
District  Superintendent,  who  shall  be  chairman;  District  Lay  Leader;  District  President 
United  Methodist  Women;  2  Lay  Persons  named  by  District  Board  of  Laity;  2  Lay  Persons, 
named  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  United  Methodist  Women;  2  youth, 
named  by  the  District  Youth  Council;  4  ministers,  named  by  the  District  Superintendent;  2 
young  adults. 

B.  There  shall  be  a  District  Council  on  Ministries  functioning  in  each  district  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

Membership  shall  include  the  following:  Coordinators  of  Children,  Youth,  Young  Adults, 
Adults  and  Family  Life  Ministries.  It  shall  also  include  Chairpersons  of  the  following 
program  areas:  Education,  Evangelism,  Ecumenical  Affairs,  Missions,  Health  and 
Welfare,  Stewardship,  Worship,  Religion  and  Race,  Publications  and  Social  Concerns. 
Membership  shall  also  include  District  Lay  Leader,  United  Methodist  Women,  United 
Methodist  Men,  Youth,  1000  Club,  etc.  It  is  recommended  that  a  member  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  be  included  as  a  resource  person  in  each  District 
Council  on  Ministries.  We  further  recommend  that  membership  shall  be  chosen  so  as  to 
include  equitable  representation,  insofar  as  possible,  of  laity  as  well  as  clergy,  minority 
groups,  women,  youth,  and  young  adults.  Membership  in  the  District  Council  on  Ministries 
shall  be  taken  from  persons  interested  in  district  work  after  consultation  (not  merely  last 
minute  appointments).  Lay  people  should  be  considered  for  all  positions  on  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries.  District  Council  on  Ministries  members  may  be  listed  with  ttfeir 
names  and  addresses  in  the  Annual  Conference  Journal.  The  District  Conferences  should 
elect  the  membership  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries. 

The  officers  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  the  chairperson,  who  shall  be 
elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
District  Council  deems  necessary. 
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The  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  work  to  achieve  the  purpose  and  functions 
assigned  by  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

The  District  Superintendent  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  staff  officer. 

District  Councils  on  Ministries  shall  be  financed  by  the  district  budget,  except  for  special 
program  activities,  in  which  case  they  may  apply  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries 
and  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  a  grant  from  the  Conference 
Program  Priorities  Fund. 

C.  Each  district  should  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the  district 
superintendent  from  funds  made  available  from  the  district  budget  upon  recommendation 
and  approval  of  the  District  Stewards. 

Article  VI :  Program  Planning  Process 

A.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies  shall 
develop  methods  in  the  program  planning  process  which  will  enable  the  local  churches  of 
the  Conference  to  communicate  recommendations  concerning  needs  and  goals  for  the 
design  of  programs  which  reflect  concerns  for  ministry  at  the  local  church  level. 

B.  The  Charge  Conference  fulfilling  its  purpose  as  specified  in  Paragraph  145  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline  shall  be  used,  under  the  leadership  of  the  District  Superintendent,  to  receive 
information  on  the  needs  and  opportunities  which  exist  in  the  local  churches  that  should  be 
taken  into  account  in  program  planning  by  Conference  Agencies.  The  District 
Superintendent  shall  have  the  responsibility  for  communicating  this  information  to  the 
Conference  Agencies. 

C.  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  used  as  a  primary  program  planning, 
development  and  implementation  agency  for  enabling  local  churches  in  fulfillment  of  the 
ministry. 

Article  VII:  Conference  Rules 

1.  APPORTIONMENTS:  All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  annually  apportioned 
to  each  local  church  through  the  application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following 
factors  taken  from  the  last  published  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

A.  One-half  on  the  basis  of  membership. 

B .  One-half  on  the  basis  of  these  six  columns : 
Paid  other  current  expenses,  etc. 

Church  School:  Lesson  materials,  supplies,  administration,  etc. 
Pastor's  salary  paid 
Associate's  salary  paid 
Travel  allowance  total  paid 
Utilities  paid 

2.  APPROPRIATIONS :  Any  legislation  requiring  appropriation  of  Conference  funds  or 
any  requests  for  Conference-wide  solicitation  of  funds  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration  for  study  and  its  recommendations  before  being  presented 
to  the  Annual  Conference.  See  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  FISCAL  AND  STATISTICAL  YEAR:  The  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  and  statistical 
year  of  the  Conference.  All  remittances  for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer  not  later  than  the  Monday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  January ;  and  the 
pastor's  report  No.  1  and  No.  2  shall  be  turned  in,  and  checked  by  auditors  at  District 
meetings  at  a  time  and  place  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  in 
consultation  with  members  of  the  Cabinet. 

4.  FUNDS  TO  BE  SENT  TO  CONFERENCE  TREASURER:  Local  Church  Treasurers 
shall  send  all  funds  for  Conference  Boards,  Agencies  and  Institutions  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  for  appropriate  distribution.  All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of 
Conference  Councils,  Boards,  Committees,  and  Commissions  shall  be  administered  and 
unified  in  the  office  of  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall  be  made  through  a 
voucher  system  to  be  supervised  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council 
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on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the  surplus  funds  of  Conference 
boards  and  agencies,  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable  amount  needed  as  carry-over 
to  begin  the  next  year.  This  shall  not  apply  to  institutions,  The  Board  of  Pensions,  nor  the 
Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation.  Any  funds  generated  from  interest  by 
The  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  go  back  into  it. 

5.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BUDGET:  The  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  develop  the  Budget  for  Conference  Benevolences  as  follows : 

1.  A  proposed  Budget  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  calendar 
year  to  begin  19  months  hence. 

2.  A  Revised  Budget  shall  be  acted  on  and  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  the 
calendar  year  to  begin  7  months  hence. 

3.  This  Budget  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  just 
prior  to  distribution  of  funds,  and  shall  be  paid,  in  proportion  to  the  funds 
available,  i.e.  if  90%  is  available,  90%  will  be  paid. 

6.  DISTRICT  BUDGETS  AND  DISTRICT  FUNDS:  All  undesignated  monies  received 
should  be  distributed  on  an  exact  ratio  or  percentage  of  the  total  district  budget.  Designated 
funds  shall  be  directed  exclusively  to  the  program  or  item  to  which  they  are  given  with  no 
consequent  alteration  in  other  items  in  the  district  budget. 

7.  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS:  The  base  salary  of  each  District  Superintendent 
paid  by  the  Annual  Conference  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  average  base  salary  paid  to  the 
twenty  highest-paid  pastors  of  charges  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  The  base  salary  and 
expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  determined  by 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  reported  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

8.  PRE-CONFERENCE  REPORTS:  All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions  and 
Committees  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  shall  prepare  all  Annual  Conference  reports, 
resolutions  and  recommendations  and  send  them  to  the  office  of  the  Conference  Council 
Director  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference;  and  the 
Conference  Council  Director  shall  compile  and  duplicate  these  reports  and  mail  a  copy  to 
each  minister  and  lay  member  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Annual  Conference  convenes.  Any 
reports,  resolutions  or  recommendations  not  included  in  the  pre-conference  reports  must  be 
duplicated  and  distributed  to  the  Annual  Conference  before  final  action  can  be  taken,  except 
when  exempted  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3 )  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference.  This  rule  does  not  apply 
to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry. 

9.  COMMITTEE  ON  REVIEW  AND  RESOLUTIONS:  Any  resolution,  proposed  by  an 
individual  or  group  other  than  a  conference  agency,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
committee  at  least  24  hours  before  consideration  by  the  Annual  Conference.  The  committee 
shall  ensure  that  the  resolution  is  submitted  by  a  properly  qualified  delegate  to  the  Annual 
Conference,  provide  adequate  duplication  and  distribution  of  the  resolution  to  the  delegates, 
and  present  the  resolution  to  the  Annual  Conference  without  comment  (No  vote  of 
concurrence/non-concurrence  shall  be  taken  or  reported  by  the  committee).  Resolutions 
may  be  referred  by  the  committee  to  a  conference  agency  for  study.  Said  agency  may 
include  the  resolution  in  its  report  or  refer  it  back  to  the  Committee  on  Review  and 
Resolutions  for  its  consideration  before  presenting  it  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

10.  DATA  FOR  MEMOIRS:  The  District  Superintendents  in  whose  district  a  Conference 
member,  wife  or  widow  of  a  minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure,  in  advance  of 
the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased. 

11.  WIDOWS:  A  directory  of  widows  of  deceased  Conference  members  shall  be  published 
in  the  Journal. 

12.  DISTRICT  CONFERENCES:  The  Annual  Conference  hereby  directs  that  District 
Conferences  may  be  held  annually  and  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  named  in  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  and  in  addition  thereto,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5)  lay  members  as 
delegates,  provided,  however,  each  church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  elected  member. 

13.  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE:  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  solicit 
suggestions  for  the  names  of  persons  who  should  be  nominated  for  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies  and  members  of  the  Annual  Conference.  In  order  to  receive  an  inclusive  list  of 
qualified  youth  nominees  from  the  Conference  Youth  Team,  the  committee  will  delay  the 
naming  of  youth  members  to  Boards  and  Agencies  until  after  the  initial  Conference  Youth 
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Team  meeting  for  the  new  program  year  (usually  held  in  August) . 

14.  TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP:  The  terms  of  membership  on  all  Boards,  Commissions, 
and  Committees  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  shall  be  a  maximum  of  eight  (8)  years,  with 
this  rule  becoming  effective  in  1980,  and  applying  to  all  who  have  served  eight  (8)  years  on 
such  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  by  1980,  except  as  provided  otherwise  by  the 
Book  of  Discipline.  No  person  shall  serve  on  more  than  one  Conference  Program  Board  or 
Commission  except  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  These  rules  do  not  apply  to 
Trustees.  Further,  if  members  of  a  conference  Board,  Commission  or  Committee,  are 
absent  from  two  consecutive  regular  meetings  without  a  reason  acceptable  to  the  agency, 
they  shall  cease  to  be  members  thereof.  In  that  case  they  shall  be  so  notified,  and  their 
places  shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  appropriate  provisions  for  filling  vacancies,  if 
any,  otherwise,  upon  notification  of  the  vacancy  by  the  agency  concerned,  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  shall  present  replacement  nominations  to  the  upcoming  Annual  Conference 
for  election  to  the  remaining  term  involved. 

15.  CABINET  LIAISON:  There  shall  be  a  Cabinet  Liaison  appointed  by  the  presiding 
Bishop  to  each  Conference  Board  and  Agency.  Expenses  of  the  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Board  or  Agency  involved. 

16.  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES  MEMBERSHIP:  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies  shall  not  be  limited  to  their  membership  in  the  appointment  of  committees  and 
task  forces.  Members  of  General  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  be  members  of  corresponding 
Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

17.  ALL  INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  CONFERENCE :  All  institutions  in  the  Conference  shall 
be  incorporated  and  shall  review  their  corporate  charters  quadrennially  to  determine  that 
they  are  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  the  Book  of  Discipline  of 
the  United  Methodist  Church. 

18.  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE :  Each  Charge  Conference  shall  elect 
annually  the  lay  member (s)  to  the  Annual  Conference  and  one  or  more  alternates.  Each 
Board  of  Directors  of  Wesley  Foundation  shall  elect  a  Methodist  student  member  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation  of  each  campus  minister  who  received  over  one-half  his  salary  for  the 
Wesley  Foundation.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  preside  at  this  election. 

19.  ELECTION  OF  YOUTH  DELEGATES:  The  District  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  shall 
nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  the  youth  category  (18  years  of  age  or  younger 
on  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  consultation 
with  the  District  Superintendent,  local  church  youth  groups,  and  pastors  in  that  district,  and 
these  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference. 

The  District  Young  Adult  Coordinator  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in 
the  young  adult  category  (between  the  ages  of  19  and  25  on  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual 
Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  consultation  with  a  young  adult  task  force 
composed  of  campus  ministers,  young  adult  leaders  in  local  churches,  two  young  adults,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  a  student  and  one  a  non-student,  and  the  immediate  past  young  adult 
delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  that  district  and  the  District  Superintendent.  In  those 
districts  where  there  is  no  young  adult  coordinator,  the  adult  coordinator  shall  make  the 
nominations  in  the  process  as  stated  above.  These  nominations  shall  be  presented  to  the 
District  Conference  for  their  election.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor 
of  the  District  Conference. 

20.  LAY  AND  MINISTERIAL  MEMBERS:  To  equalize  the  lay  and  ministerial 
membership  of  the  Annual  Conference,  as  required  by  the  amended  Constitution  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church,  each  district  shall  send  an  equal  number  of  lay  and  ministerial 
members  to  the  Annual  Conference.  All  ministerial  members  of  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  attached  to  one  of  the  districts.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  determine  the 
number  of  ministerial  members  in  each  district.  If  additional  lay  members  are  needed  to 
equalize  the  number  of  lay  members  with  ministerial  members  in  any  district,  additional 
lay  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  District  Conference  on  nomination  of  the  District  Board 
of  Laity;  but  priority  shall  be  given  to  the  Consecrated  Diaconal  Ministers  in  that  District. 
Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference.  The 
Conference  President  of  the  United  Methodist  Women,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  the 
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Conference  President  United  Methodist  Men  and  the  Conference  President  United 
Methodist  Youth  shall  be  counted  as  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  from  the  districts 
in  which  they  reside. 

21.  LOCAL  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  ON  WILLS:  Each  local  church  shall  have  a 
committee  of  one  or  more  members  on  wills,  trusts  and  special  gifts. 

22.  CHANGE  IN  RULES:  Any  recommendation  for  Rule  changes  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee  within  10  days  after  the  Convocation  of  Boards.  The 
Rules  Committee  shall  consider  and  make  its  recommendations  in  time  to  be  included  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Report. 

23.  CALENDAR:  In  order  to  coordinate  the  calendar  of  the  Conference  and  to  be  better 
stewards  of  money  and  time,  no  conference  event  may  be  held  unless  it  has  first  been 
cleared  through  the  COM  Executive  Committee  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  event.  The 
CCOM  Executive  Committee  shall  make  necessary  changes  so  that  there  will  be  no 
duplication  of  major  events.  Items  to  be  calendared  are  programs,  board  meetings, 
conference  events,  etc.  —  any  scheduled  event  which  involves  the  Conference.  In  case  of 
unusual  circumstances  a  meeting  could  be  put  on  the  calendar  by  a  %  vote  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII :  Rules  Of  Order  For  Conference  Sessions 

RULE  1.  SCHEDULE  OF  MEETINGS 

Morning  —  Opening  Prayer  or  Devotional  Service 

Conference  Business  with  a  mid-morning  recess 

Afternoon  —  Conference  Business 

Evening  —  Programs  as  planned. 
RULE  2.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS:  After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the 

Conference  shall  be  conducted  as  follows : 

1 .  Report  of  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  or  meetings. 

2 .  Report  of  Committee  on  Courtesies . 

3 .  Reports  of  other  standing  administrative  and  special  committees. 

4.  Calendar. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

RULE  3.  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN :  The  presiding  Bishop,  or  a  person  designated 
by  him  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Annual  Conference.  He  shall  decide  points  of  order 
raised  or  not  raised  by  the  members,  as  he  deems  necessary  to  conform  to  these  rules  of 
order;  subject,  in  both  cases,  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any  member  without 
debate;  except  that  the  chairman  and  the  appellant,  in  the  order  named  here,  shall  each 
have  five  minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  their  respective  positions.  A  tie  vote  in  the 
case  of  appeal  shall  sustain  the  chair.  When  any  member  raises  a  point  of  order  he  shall 
cite,  by  number,  the  rule  he  adjudges  to  have  been  violated.  The  presiding  Bishop  shall 
have  the  right  to  recess  a  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  any  time  at  his  discretion 
and  to  reconvene  at  such  time  as  he  shall  announce,  with  only  delegates,  authorized 
personnel  and  authorized  guests  permitted  to  attend  such  a  session  following  recess. 

RULE  4.  CALLING  THE  CONFERENCE  TO  ORDER:  When  the  chairman  stands  in  his 
place  and  calls  the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the  chair,  or 
stand,  while  the  chairman  stands. 

RULE  5.  ATTENDANCE  AND  SEATING  RESERVES:  No  member,  unless  hindered  by 
sickness  or  otherwise  from  being  present,  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference  without  permission  of  the  Conference;  and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Chairman. 

RULE  6.  DIRECTIONS  FOR  SECURING  THE  FLOOR:  When  a  delegate  desires  to  speak 
to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  at  his  designated  seat,  respectfully  address  the 
presiding  officer,  using  the  term,  "Mr.  Chairman,"  and  after  recognition,  proceed  to  a 
speaker's  platform  and  announce  the  Church  or  Charge  which  he  represents;  which,  in 
turn,  the  Chairman  shall  then  announce  to  the  Conference. 

RULE  7.  INTERRUPTING  THE  SPEAKER:  No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be 
interrupted  except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to 
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raise  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 

RULE  8.  SPEAKING  MORE  THAN  ONCE;  LENGTH  OF  SPEECH:  No  member  shall 
speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires  the 
floor,  no  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  motion,  no  longer  than  ten 
minutes  unless  his  time  shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference.  This  ten  minute  limit  may 
be  reduced  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference  at  any  time,  and  for  any  period  duration. 

RULE  9.  QUESTION  OF  HIGH  PRIVILEGE :  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time  for 
what  he  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege  shall  be  allowed  to  indicate 
briefly  the  nature  of  the  question  and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  chair  to  be  such,  he  may 
proceed  at  his  pleasure  or  until  the  chairman  judges  that  he  has  exhausted  his  privilege. 

RULE  10.  VOTING  AREA  OF  CONFERENCE:  Only  delegates  within  the  area  of  the 
Conference  when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  delegates  within  the  area 
at  the  time  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for  special 
reasons  by  the  Conference. 

RULE  11.  VOTING  PROCEDURES:  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot. 
An  "aye"  and  "nay"  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be  ordered  on  call  of  any  member, 
supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  A  count  vote  may  be 
ordered  on  call  of  any  member  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  in  which  case  the  delegates  shall  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being  taken  or  when  the  previous 
question  has  been  called,  until  the  process  is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the 
vote  itself,  or  that  which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the  time  while  waiting  for  the 
report  of  the  secretaries  on  a  count  vote,  or  an  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote.  The  count  shall  be 
made  by  the  Committee  of  Tellers. 

RULE  12.  DIVISION  OF  QUESTION:  Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  delegate  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  he  indicates. 
If  no  delegate  objects,  the  division  shall  be  made;  but  if  there  is  objection,  the  chair  shall 
put  the  question  of  division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

RULE  13.  VOTE  BY  ORDER:  The  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  deliberate  as  one 
body;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  delegate,  seconded  by  another  delegate  of  the 
same  order  and  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the 
ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the  Conference  votes  by 
orders,  no  measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  classes 
of  delegates.  In  cases  of  such  a  vote  the  order  calling  for  it  shall  vote  first;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Conference  may  not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution.  Discipline  (pp.  64-66) 

RULE  14.  MOTION  FOR  ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  UNNECES- 
SARY: Whenever  a  report  of  a  committee  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  thereof, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Conference  for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  proper  order  for 
consideration  by  the  Conference  without  the  formality  of  a  motion  to  adopt,. and  a  second 
thereto. 

RULE  15.  REQUIRED  FORMS  FOR  REPORTS,  RESOLUTIONS,  MOTIONS,  AND 
AMENDMENTS:  All  resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  in  triplicate; 
and,  when  requested  by  the  secretary,  motions,  including  amendments,  shall  be 
presented  in  writing. 

RULE  16.  ALTERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS,  ETC. :  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  or  a 
resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read,  it  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except  by  action  of  the 
Conference. 

RULE  17.  UNDEBATABLE  MOTIONS:  The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon  without 
debate: 

1.  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the  Conference  finally. 

2.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  call  for  the  previous  question. 
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6.  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion. 

7.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

8.  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day. 

RULE  18.  RIGHTS  OF  THE  MAIN  QUESTION:  The  main  question  may  be  opened  to 
debate  under  the  following  motions :  to  adopt,  to  amend,  to  commit  or  refer,  to  substitute, 
to  postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or  subject  shall  be  entertained 
until  the  one  under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  The  foregoing  does  not 
apply  to  secondary  motions  if  otherwise  allowable  in  the  existing  parliamentary 
situation. 

RULE  19.  PRECEDENCE  OF  SECONDARY  MOTIONS :  If  any  one  or  more  of  the  following 
motions  shall  be  made  when  one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending,  the  order  of  their 
precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall  be  the  same  as  the  order  of  their  listing 
below: 

1.  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn.  (This  motion  is  subject  of 
amendment,  or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table. ) 

2.  To  adjourn. 

3.  To  take  recess. 

4.  To  order  the  previous  question. 

5.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

6.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

7.  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

8.  To  commit  or  refer. 

9.  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being  allowed  to  an  amendment. ) 
10.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

RULE  20.  TABLING  RELATED  MOTIONS:  No  motion  which  adheres  to  another  motion,  or 
has  another  motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by  itself.  Such  motions,  if  laid 
on  the  table,  carry  with  them  the  motions  to  which  they  respectively  adhere,  or  which 
adhere  to  them. 

RULE  21.  REFERRING  REPORTS,  ETC:  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer  to 
a  committee  a  section  or  a  part  of  a  report  or  resolution  which  is  before  the  Conference 
for  consideration,  or  any  amendment  offered  thereto. 

RULE  22.  PROCEDURE  FOR  CONSIDERATION  OF  SUBSTITUTES:  When  a  resolution 
or  committee  report  is  properly  before  the  Conference  for  consideration  and  action,  even 
if  amendments  thereto  are  pending,  a  substitute  therefore  may  be  offered  by  any 
member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the  report  or  resolution  under 
consideration.  The  Conference  shall  then  proceed  first  to  perfect  the  original  report  or 
resolution,  including  consideration  and  action  upon  any  amendments  which  may  be 
offered  to  it.  The  same  perfecting  process  shall  then  be  followed  with  respect  to  the 
substitute.  The  question  shall  then  be  put  first  on  the  motion  to  substitute,  followed  by  the 
motion  to  adopt  the  report  or  resolution;  provided,  however,  that  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or  recommendation 
or  on  making  the  proposed  substitution  until  opportunity  has  been  given  for  at  least  two 
(2)  members  to  speak  on  each  side  of  the  question  of  substitution  or  adoption. 

RULE  23.  PREVIOUS  QUESTION:  When  any  member  moves  the  previous  question  (that 
is,  that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pending) ,  he  shall  indicate  to  what 
he  intends  it  to  apply,  if  any  secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also  pending.  If  he  does  not 
so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the  immediately  pending  question. 
This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  require  a  two-thirds  .(2/3)  vote  of 
those  present  and  voting  for  its  adoption;  and  if  it  is  accepted,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on 
the  motion  or  motions  to  which  it  applies  without  further  debate. 

RULE  24.  MOTION  AFTER  SPEECH:  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately 
after  discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing  the  floor,  to  make  a  motion 
whose  adoption  would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

RULE  25.  EXCEPTIONS  TO  MAJORITY  VOTE:  A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum 
being  present,  shall  decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions : 
1.  One-third  (1/3)  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to  sustain  a  call  for  a  count 
vote  in  case  the  decision  of  the  chair  is  doubted.  A  tie  vote  sustains  the  chair. 
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2.  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained  by  one-third  ( 1/3)  of  the  members 
of  the  order  from  which  the  call  came,  present  and  voting. 

3.  A  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a  motion  to  suspend  or  amend  the 
rules;  to  sustain  a  motion  for  the  previous  question;  to  set  aside  a  special  order;  to 
consider  a  special  order  before  the  time  set  therefor;  to  sustain  the  request  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  for  the  presentation  of  any  person  on  the 
final  day  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

RULE  26.  RECONSIDERATION:  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side.  If  the 
motion  it  is  proposed  to  reconsider  is  non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may  not  be 
debated. 

RULE  27.  CALENDARS,  REGULAR  AND  NON-CONCURRENCE :  The  Secretary  shall 
keep  a  chronological  record  of  orders  of  the  day  and  of  reports  of  committees,  which 
record  shall  be  called  the  Calendar;  and  the  matter  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be 
considered  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Agenda  (the  Cabinet)  to  the 
Conference,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item  is  taken  up  out  of 
its  order. 

When  committee  presents  a  report  on  a  given  subject,  as  part  of  its  report,  it  must  also 
list  the  numbers  of  all  petitions  relating  to  this  subject  on  which  the  committee  voted  non- 
concurrence. 

RULE  28.  MOTION  TO  ADJOURN  IN  ORDER  EXCEPT:  The  motion  to  adjourn  when 
unqualified,  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except : 

1 .  When  a  delegate  has  the  floor. 

2.  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken,  and  before  it  is  finally 
decided. 

3.  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and  action  thereunder  is  pending. 

4.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

5.  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment  of  the  Conference. 

RULE  29.  SPEAKERS  FOR  AND  AGAINST:  When  the  report  of  a  subject  is  under 
consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  ascertain,  when  he 
recognizes  a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which  side  he  proposes  to  speak ;  and  he  shall 
not  assign  the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side  of  the  pending 
question  as  the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if  any  member  desire  to  speak  on  the 
other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  motion  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to  the 
same  decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for  at  least  two  speeches  for  and 
two  against  the  said  proposal,  provided  that  right  is  claimed  before  the  chairman  or  duly 
authorized  member  representing  the  committee's  report  or  the  minority  report,  if  there 
be  such,  is  presented  to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and  after)  the  previous  question 
has  been  ordered,  the  chairman  or/and  duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting 
a  committee's  report  (and  a  minority  report  if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  chairman  and/or  other  member  or  members  to  close  the  debate  shall 
prevail  in  like  manner  to  a  limit  of  five  minutes  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  on  a 
motion  to  amend,  to  substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  any  other 
motion  whose  adoption  would  vitally  affect  the  report  under  consideration;  provided, 
that  this  five  minute  limit  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  substitute  a  minority  report  for  a 
regular  (majority)  report  of  a  committee. 

RULE  30.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  All  actions  of  the  Annual  Conference  everywhere  shall 
become  effective  upon  the  final  adjournment  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at 
which  they  are  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specified,  except  as  provided  otherwise  in  the 
Discipline. 

RULE  31.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules 
of  Order  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference. 
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RULE  32.  AMENDING  RULES:  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  amended  or  changed  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference;  provided  the  proposed  change  or  amendment 
has  originated  in  the  Committee  on  the  Rules,  or  has  been  presented  to  the  Conference  in 
writing  and  referred  to  this  committee,  which  committee  shall  report  thereon  not  later 
than  the  following  day. 

RULE  33.  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER,  SUPPLEMENTAL  AUTHORITY:  In  any 
parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  governed  by  the  current  edition  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.
